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1.— REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  MINISTER. 

Sir. — In  the  work  of  the  general  office  there  has  been  grouped 
those  activities  of  the  Department  not  placed  under  one  of  the 
branches.  These  activities  being  of  a  very  diversified  nature  make 
it  somewhat  difficult  to  group  them  satisfactorily  for  a  report. 
In  all  cases  the  work  of  the  general  office  is  closely  related  to  and 
dovetailed  into  that  of  the  branches.  Indeed,  some  of  it  should 
rightly  be  administered  by  the  branch  it  properly  belongs  to.  but 
office  space  and  arrangements  do  not  permit  for  the  present.  How- 
ever for   convenience  the  following  grouping  has   been   made: 

I. — Live  Stock. 
II.— Crops. 
III. — Museum. 

IV. — Fruit  Experimental  Stations, 
v.— Vital  Statistics. 
VI. — Provincial  Seed  Fair. 
VII. — Miscellaneous. 


I.— LIVE  STOCK 

The  general  health  of  the  live  stock  of  the  province  during 
the  year  was  good.  Stock  of  all  classes  came  through  the  winter 
in  excellent  shape.  The  increase  in  the  young  of  all  classes  of  stock 
was  very  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  one  district  where  fully 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  foal  crop  was  lost  through  contagious  abortion, 
and  in  another  where  the  litters  of  young  pigs  did  not  live.  The 
summer  season  proved  somewhat  dry  causing  pastures  to  shrink 
so  alarmingly  and  the  prospects  for  obtaining  hay  for  winter  feeding 
to  be  so  remote  that  some  ranchers  in  alarm  began  selling  their 
stock.  The  movement  was  not  large.  The  courageous  ones  held  on 
to  their  stock  and  were  rewarded  by  an  abundant  growth  later  on. 
Feed,  however,  was  somewhat  scarce  and  cattle  were  barely  in  proper 
condition  when  winter  set  in. 

The  report  of  the  Live  Stock  Commissioner's  branch  deals 
with  general  conditions  of  the  stock  industry  and  fuller  details  of 
the  season's  work  will  be  found  therein. 

ENROLMENT    OF    STALLIONS. 

The  provisions  of  The  Horse  Breeders'  Ordinance  require  the 
owner  of  every  stallion,  who  stands  his  horse  for  profit  or  gain,  to 
have  him  enrolled  in  the  books  of  the  Department.  Under  the 
authority  vested  in  him  by  the  Ordinance  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
has  decided  that  only  those  stallions  recorded  in  the  .stud  book  kept 
under  the  authority  of,  or  those  foreign  stud  books  approved  and 
recognized  by,  the  Canadian  National  Live  Stock  Records  of  Ottawa, 
shall  be  eligible  for  enrolment  as  purebred  stallions.

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Reference  to  the  above  table  will  show  that  for  the  first  time 
since  the  work  of  enrolment  was  undertaken  the  number  of  pure 
bred  stalHons  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Department  exceeds  those 
of  grades.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  this  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  near  future  will  see  the  use  of  grade  sires  absolutely  aban- 
doned. Even  yet  the  total  number  of  grades  travelUng  in  the  province 
outnumber  the  purebreds.  In  a  province  so  admirably  adapted  to 
horse  raising,  such  a  state  of  affairs  should  not  exist.  It  must  not 
be  forgotten,  of  course,  that  there  are  many  purebred  sires  that 
are  not  enrolled.  They  are  held  by  their  owners  for  their  ow-n  studs 
and  as  such  do  not  require  to  be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

ANIMALS    RUNNING    AT    LARGE. 

Under  this  heading  is  grouped  a  report  on  the  workings  of  four 
Ordiriances,  namely.  The  Stray  Animals  Ordinance,  dealing  with 
the  disposal  of  animals  found  on  the  premises  of  parties  other 
than  their  owner;  The  Entire  Animals  Ordinance,  providing  for 
the  safety  of  breeding  stock  on  the  open  range  by  prohibiting  the 
running  at  large  of  stallions  over  one  year,  and  bulls  over  nine  months 
old;  The  Herd  Ordinance  (apphcable  only  in  a  Umited  area),  pro- 
viding for  the  fencing  in  of  all  stock  during  the  crop  season,  thus 
reducing  the  amount  of  fencing  required;  and  The  Pound  Districts 
Ordinance,  under  the  provisions  of  which  farmers  in  well  settled 
districts  can  regulate  the  running  at  large  of  all  animals  by  impound- 
ing those  not  under  proper  control  and  assessing  damages  where 
it   breaks   through    a   lawful   fence. 

THE    STRAY    ANIMALS    ORDINANCE. 

The  working  of  the  last  amendments  to  The  Stray  Animals 
Ordinance,  whereby  it  was  necessary  for  a  brand  reader  to  visit, 
inspect,  and  report  on  all  estrays,  has  worked  to  great  advantage. 
Brand  readers  are  now  appointed  in  practically  all  districts,  and 
it  is  hoped  their  work  will  continue  as  satisfactory  as  it  has  already 
proven  to  be.

During  the  year  there  were  769  estray  cattle  and  405  estray 
horses  advertised  in  the  official  Gazette;  of  this  number  116  cattle 
and  78  horses  were  sold.  There  were  also  5  estray  pigs  advertised 
in  the    cfficial  Gazette,  none  of  which  were  sold. 

The  following  is  a  statement  giving  particulars  of  those  sold: 
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entire  animals. 

The  provisions  of  The  Entire  Animals  Ordinance  prohibits  the 
owner  of  any  stallion  over  one  year  of  age  from  allowing  his  horse 
to  run  at  large  in  any  part  of  the  province  at  any  time.  When 
these  stallions  are  found  running  at  large  they  may  be  captured, 
advertised  in  two  consecutive  issues  of  the  Official  Gazette,  the 
same  as  estrays.  and  sold  within  twent}-  days  after  the  first  notice 
has  been  published.  The  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  also  prohibit 
the  owners  of  bulls  that  are  over  nine  months  of  age  from  permitting 
such  bulls  to  run  at  large  in  the  province,  with  the  exception  of 
those  parts  which  have  been  set  aside  as  bull  districts,  under  clause 
2  of  section  4  of  the  Ordinance.  This  clause  makes  provision  whereby 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  can,  by  pubUcation  in  the  Official  Gazette, 
proclaim  certain  districts  as  bull  districts.  In  such  districts  bulls 
may  run  at  large  between  the  1st  of  July  and  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber, without  being  captured.  When  a  bull  is  captured  he  is  ad- 
vertised and  sold  the  same  as  a  stallion. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  bull  districts  created  up  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1910: 

District  No.  1. — All  that  part  of  the  pro\nnce  lying  .south  of  township  34. 

District  No.  2. — All  that  part  of  the  province  north  of  township  33,  and  east  of 
range  11,  west  of  the  fourth  mericUan. 

District  No.  3. — Townships  51,  52  and  53  in  range  17,  west  of  the  fourth 
meridian. 

District  No.  4. — To'^Tiship  34  in  ranges  2  and  3,  west  of  the  fifth  meridian. 

District  No.  5. — That  part  of  the  province  bounded  on  the  north  by  township 
42,  on  the  e^st  by  range  10,  on  the  south  by  township  33,  and  on  the  west  by  the 
Red  Deer  River,  as  far  as  township  36,  to  a  point  where  the  river  crosses  at  range 
22,  then  by  range  22  as  far  north  as  township  42,  with  the  exception  of  township 
41,  ranges  20  and  21,  west  of  the  fourth  meridian. 

From  January  1st.  1910,  to  December  31st,  1910,  there  were 
55  estray  bulls  and  26  estray  stallions  advertised  in  the  Official 
Gazette;  of  this  number  11  bulls  and  4  staUions  were  sold.  There 
were,  also,  2  estray  boars  advertised  in  the  Official  Gazette,  neither 
of  which  were  sold. 

The  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  these  animals  is 
held  in  trust  in  the  same  manner  as  under  The  Stray  Animals  Ordi- 
nance. 

The  following;  is  a  Ust  of  the  sales  conducted  during  the  vear: 
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pound  districts. 

A  larger  number  of  applications  for  the  organization  of  pound 
districts  have  been  made  this  year  than  in  any  previous  year.  In 
a  number  of  cases  it  was  not  found  advisable  to  grant  the  request 
of  the  applicants;  and  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  pasture  in  some  por- 
tions of  the  province,  it  was  very  difficult  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance. 

In  addition  to  the  above  districts,  a  number  of  village  and 
municipal   pounds   were   constituted.

STOCK    INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  stock  inspectors  were  appointed  at  a  nvimber 
of  new  points  which  have  developed  sufficient  importance  as  stock 
shipping  centres  to  demand  attention.  Resides  this,  there  were 
a  number  of  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  inspectors  already  ap- 
pointed. All  inspectors  were  asked  to  appoint  deputy  inspectors 
tmder  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  so  that  in  the  absence  of  the 
insportor  there  would  be  someone  to  act  at  all  times  and  the  shipper 
not  detained  when  making  a  shipment.  The  assistance  given  in 
proviouH  years  to  the  Western  Stock  d rowers'  As.sociation  in  main- 
taininL'    a   competent   stock    inspector    at    Winnipesr   to    inspect    all

shipments  from  Alberta  was  contimied.  As  the  result  of  this  work 
30  animals  were  detected  as  having  been  improperly  shipped.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Association  located  the  owners  as  far  as  he  could, 
forwarding  money  received  for  each  animal  properly  identified. 
The  list  and  descriptions  of  the  animals  unlocated.  together  with  the 
balance  of  the  money,  he  forwarded  to  the  Department  to  be  adver- 
tised in  the  Official  Gazette.  A  number  of  those  so  advertised 
have  been  claimed  and  the  money  paid  over  to  the  owners.  The 
balance  of  the  proceeds  will  be  placed  in  the  general  trust  account 
from  where  it  may  be  claimed  during  a  period  of  twelve  months, 
after  which  it  passes  into  the  general  revenue  of  the  province. 
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wolf  bounty. 

In  last  year's  report  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  owing 
to  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  destruction 
of  wolves  becoming  exhausted,  the  payment  of  bounty  on  prairie 
wolves,  i.e.,  coyotes,  was  discontinued.  It  was  not  continued  during 
1910.  A  few  warrants  were  received  for  prairie  wolves  that  had 
been  issued  previous  to  July  31st,  1909,  the  date  on  which  inspectors 
were  instructed  to  cease  issuing  warrants  for  prairie  wolves. 

The  present  bount}-  apparently  prevents  the  increase  of  timber 
wolves.  Judging,  however,  from  warrants  received  no  pups  are 
being  taken  in  the  northern  part  of  the  province.  It  would  appear 
that  the  grown  wolf  is  more  valuable  from  a  commercial  stand- 
point than  the  pup.  consequently  trappers  and  others  do  not  wish 
to  destro}'  the  pups,  as  when  grown  they  can  obtain  five  to  six  dollars 
for  the  pelt  in  addition  to  the  bounty  of  ten  dollars.  It  is  a  question, 
therefore,  whether  or  not  the  regulations  should  be  altered  so  as  to 
encourage  the  taking  of  bitches  and  pups  during  the  spring  and 
summer. 

The  bounty  on  timber  wolves  was  continued  during  1910,  as 
in  preAdous  years.  The  total  amount  paid  for  the  destruction  of 
these  pests  during  the  year  was  $3,005.30,  representing  282  grown 
wolves  and  pups,  also  warrants  for  certain  prairie  wolves  issued 
pre\aous  to  July  31st.  1909.  The  amount  of  bounty  claimed  was 
equally  distributed  between  the  north  and  south,  that  is,  the  amount 
claimed  north  of  the  55th  parallel  was  equal  to  the  amount  claimed 
south  of  township  30.  Practically  no  bounty  was  asked  for  between 
township  30  and  the  55th  parallel  other  than  for  pelts  taken  north 
or  south  of  -the  lines  referred  to. 


II.— CROPS. 

WEATHER    CONDITIONS    AND    STATISTICS. 

The  supervision  of  the  voluntary  meteorological  service  in  the 
province  started  by  the  Territorial  Department  has  been  continued 
under  the  direction  of  the  Dominion  meteorological  office  at  Toronto. 
During  the  year  a  number  of  new  observers  were  appointed  and 
the  following  is  a  complete  list  of  all  stations  in  operation  in  1910:

January. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  very  mild  weather.  Stock  reported  to  be  in  good 
condition;     77  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

Medicine  Hat. — The  weather  continued  fine  and  mild  throughout  January. 
Very  light  snowfall,  remaining  on  the  ground  nearly  the  whole  of  the  month,  greatly 
favouring  the  stock  ranges. 

Fehriuiry. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  fairly  fine  weather  with  very  low  temperatures 
during  the  latter  part.     Stock  reported  in  good  condition;  154  hours  of  sunshine. 

Medicine  Hat. — Fine,  generally,  during  February;  one  week  severe  weather; 
range  stock  in  fine  shape,,  not  affected  by  cold  spell. 

March. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  fine  weather  wth  the  highest  mean  temperature 
ever  recorded  here.  The  snow  disappeared  early  in  the  month  and  the  warm 
weather  has  advanced  the  plowing  and  seeding  throughout  the  district.  Stock 
has  wintered  well;  180  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

Medicine  Hat. — Exceptionally  fine  weather  prevailed  during  March,  with 
some  quite  high  temperatures.  Plowing  and  early  spring  work  is  now  being 
pushed  on  rapidly. 

April'. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  fine  weather;  unusually  warm  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  month.  Prairie  fires  have  occurred  over  a  considerable  extent  of  the 
country.  Early  season  has  advanced  farming  operations  and  seeding  is  prac- 
tically completed.     Hours  of  bright  sunshine,  192. 

Medicine  Hat. — Unusually  warm  and  drj'  during  April  with  a  few  light 
showers;  spring  seeding  finished;  more  rain  needed  to  start  growth. 

May. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  fine  weather,  very  dry  during  the  first  half  but  much 
needed  precipitation  during  the  latter  half  has  put  crop  prospects  in  a  most  favour- 
able position  over  the  district;  242  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

Medicine  Hat. — The  weather  was  warm  and  dry  during  May,  outlying  districts, 
however,  report  much  better  rains  and  that  the  crops  are  looking  very  well. 

June. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  fine,  warm  weather,  with  showers  at  regular  intervals, 
and  heavy  rains  towards  the  end  of  the  month,  has  placed  the  crop  in  this  district 
in  a  most  satisfactory  condition;  289  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

Medicine  Hat. — Warm,  dry  weather  during  June.  Grass  lands  and  crops 
have  suffered  to  some  extent  for  want  of  moisture.     Rainfall  scanty. 

July. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  fine  weather  with  showers  at  regular  intervals. 
Crops  looking  good  all  over  this  district;  276  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

Axigust. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  considerable  cloudy  weather,  rain  falling  on  fourteen 
days,  which  has  somewhat  retarded  harvesting  operations;  crops  promise  a  good 
yield  over  most  of  the  districts;  there  were  22.3  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

Medicine  Hat. — Much  cooler  weather  during  August.  Good  rainfall,  which 
has  been  of  great  advantage  to  winter  feed.     Stock  shipments  are  heavy. 

September. 

Edmonton. — A  month  of  considerable  cloudy  weather  with  frequent  rains 
which  interfered  materially  -with  harvesting  work;  186  hours  of  bright  sunshine. 

Medicine  Hat. — The  weather  was  fine  but  much  cooler  during  September; 
no  frost;  winter  feed  curing  nicely;  crop  rather  light;  stock  shipments  continue 
brisk. 
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October. 

Edmonton'. — A  month  with  considerable  cloudy  weather  and  light  precipi- 
tation. Threshing  has  been  general  during  the  last  few  weeks  and  good  yield 
reported.  Stock  throughout  the  district  is  in  good  condition;  130  hours  of  bright 
sunshine. 

Medicixe  Hat. — Fine  and  mild  weather  during  October.  Occasional  frosty 
nights  with  warm  days.     Stock  reports  show  range  cattle  to  be  in  fine  condition.

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crop  statistics. 

The  final  summing  up  of  the  fields  of  the  various  grain  crops 
grown  in  the  province  during  the  year  1910  comes  as  an  agreeable 
surprise,  in  that  they  are  much  heavier  than  at  one  time  thought 
probable  or  even  possible.  Individual  fields  are  reported  that 
can  be  called  nothing  but  phenomenal  considering  the  conditions 
under  which  the  crop  was  grown.  The  general  impression  before 
harvest  was  that  there  would  be  but  little  grain  to  harvest  in  some 
districts  owing  to  the  droughty  conditions  which  prevailed  during 
the  growing  season.  This  forecast  was  true  in  a  measure  of  these 
places,  but  in  some  of  those  districts  which  suffered  from  drought 
it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  the  harvest  was  much  greater  than 
expected.  There  is  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  excellent  results 
obtained  from  the  province  as  a  whole,  and  particularly  in  those 
districts  that  experienced  the  severest  drought  known  since  grain 
growing  began  to  assume  large  proportions. 

The  total  area  seeded  to  grain  crops  and  reported  in  the  May 
bulletin  was  1.582,973  acres.  The  actual  area  reported  as  having 
been  threshed  is  1.193.261  acres,  as  against  1,212.644  the  previous 
year.  The  total  yield  of  grain  amounts  to  22.027,184  bushels — an 
average  of  18.46  bushels  per  acre, — as  against  a  total  of  36,761,493 
bushels  for  the  previous  year.  The  crop,  though  smaller  than  last 
year,  was  of  high  quality.. 

During  the  crop-growing  period  of  the  year  the  weather  con- 
ditions were  most  unfavourable,  in  fact  the  most  unfavourable 
for  many  years.  The  latter  part  of  the  previous  season  was  some- 
what dry,  the  fall  was  particularly  so,  the  snowfall  of  the  winter 
was  very  light  and  most  of  what  did  fall  was  blown  away,  thus  ex- 
posing the  winter  wheat  and  allowing  the  moisture  in  the  land  to 
escape.  Spring  opened  rather  early  and  conditions  were  favourable 
for  seeding,  although  in  some  districts  the  land  was  rather  dr}'. 
A  few  small  showers  fell  but  not  enough  to  satisfy  the  demand  for 
moisture.  Conditions  were  not  thought  to  be  serious  until  the 
copious  rains  that  usually  fall  during  the  last  half  of  May  and  the 
month  of  Jime  failed  to  put  in  an  appearance.  The  light  showers 
that  did  fall  were  in.sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  crops. 
Parts  of  the  province  were  favoured  with  somewhat  more  moisture, 
but  the  province  as  a  whole  did  not  receive  the  usual  amount  of 
rain  during  the  growing  season,  and  not  until  it  was  too  late  to  benefit 
the  crop  did  abundant  rain  fall. 

While  this  side  of  the  story  is  true  there  is  another  and  a  very 
important  one  which  must  be  taken  into  consideration.  Despite 
the  light  rainfall  during  the  growing  season,  one  fact  stands  out 
in  an  indisputable  manner:  Where  the  land  was  carefully  and 
properly  prepared,  i.e.,  was  summer  tilled  to  conserve  the  rainfall 
of  the  previous  year,  excellent  yields  were  obtained.  Under  these 
conditions  as  high  as  25  bushels  of  wheat  per  acre  are  recorded. 
This  clearly  .shows  that  the  lack  of  intelligent  methods  of  cultivation 
of  the  land  had  an  important  bearing  upon  the  short  crop  of  last 
year. 

As  was  to  be  expected  under  such  conditions  hail  was  somewhat 
;nore  common  than  in  .some  years.  In  some  of  the  newer  districts 
some  damage  was  done  by  early  frosts  l)ut  these  frosts  disappear  with 
the  opening  up  of  the  country. 

Spring  Wheat. — Farmers  took  advantage  of  the  early  opening 
of  spring  to  seed  a  very  large  area  to  spring  wheat.  The  increa.se 
in  the  area  so  seeded  over  1900  is  nearly  3!>  per  cent.,  and  had  the 
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season  been  a  favourable  one  there  would  have  been  a  very  large 
amount  of  wheat  to  market.  As  it  is,  however,  the  droughty  summer 
combined  with  indifferent  cultivation  has  resulted  in  the  yield  of 
the  province  being  reduced  from  18.97  in  1909  to  12.65  bushels  per 
acre  in  1910.  The  increase  in  acreage  has  almo.st  offset  the  lower 
yield,  with  the  result  that  the  total  yield  of  spring  wheat  falls  a  little 
short  of  that  of  the  previous  year.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  each 
year  will  show  a  steady  increase  in  the  acreage  sown  to- spring  wheat, 
as  the  rich  virgin  soil  is  particularly  adapted  to  the  successful  growth 
of  wheat. 

Winter  Wheat. — As  to  be  expected  in  such  a  season  land  sown 
to  winter  wheat  had  a  much  better  chance  of  making  a  crop  than 
had  land  sown  to  spring  wheat.  As  in  the  case  of  spring  wheat  the 
area  harvested  shows  an  increase  of  almost  40  per  cent,  over  the  acreage 
harvested  in  1909.  This  is  a  very  considerable  increase  and  speaks 
well  for  the  successful  growth  of  this  important  grain,  when  it  is 
remembered  that  the  crop  had  hardly  any  protection  by  snow  during 
the  winter  and  was  exposed  to  the  frost  and  drying  winds  early 
in  the  spring.  It  is  also  to  be  remembered  that  this  crop  had  but 
very  little  rain  to  assist  it  in  the  spring  and  early  summer.  Exper- 
ience is  showing  year  after  year  that  winter  wheat  is  one  of  the  very 
safest  crops  to  grow.  Wherever  it  has  been  sown  on  land  properly 
prepared  there  has  not  been  a  serious  failure.  Year  by  year  the 
area  capable  of  growing  this  grain  successfully  is  extending  north- 
ward. It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  it  is  doing  well  west  of 
Edmonton  on  the  Macleod  River.  Several  years'  trial  of  it  in  the 
Grand  Prairie  section,  of  what  is  broadly  spoken  of  as  the  "Peace 
River  District,"  has  given  such  excellent  results  that  much  larger 
areas  are  being  seeded  by  the  settlers.  As  in  the  case  of  spring 
wheat  the  increase  in  acreage  has  to  a  certain  extent  offset  the 
lower  yield,  so  that  the  total  yield  for  the  province  falls  only  a 
little  short  of  that  of  the  previous  vear.  In  1909  the  acreasje  har- 
vested. 102,167  acres,  produced  2,312,344  bushels,  while  in  1910 
the  acreage  harvested,  142,467  acres,  gave  a  yield  of  2,206,564 
bushels. 

The  excellent  qualities  of  "Alberta  Red,"  as  the  leading  winter 
wheat  of  the  province  is  called,  are  winning  for  it  a  world-wide 
reputation.  Not  only  is  it  being  eagerly  sought  for  on  the  Old 
Country  market  for  its  superior  qualities  for  blending  fiour,  but  it 
is  proving  a  prize  winner  at  leading  expositions.  At  the  Inter- 
national Dry  Farming  Congress,  held  in  Montana  in  the  fall  of 
1909,  wheat  of  this  variety  won  first  honours  against  all  exhibits. 
Again  in  the  fall  of  1910  at  the  same  exposition  held  in  Spokane, 
Washington,  by  the  Dry  Farming  Congress  and  open  to  the  world, 
exhibits  from  Alberta  won  many  prizes  and  words  of  commendation. 
In  addition  to  an  excellent  display  by  the  Department,  which  easily 
captured  the  silver  cup  offered  for  the  best  exhibit  by  any  state  or 
province  and  which  was  the  centre  of  attraction,  exhibits  were  made 
from  the  respective  districts  by  the  Boards  of  Trade  at  Cardston, 
Lethbridge  and  Macleod. 

Winter.  Wheat  for  1911. 

Not  in  many  years  has  the  winter  wheat  entered  the  winter 
in  such  fine  condition.  The  late  rains  of  summer  were  just  what 
was  needed  for  the  newly-seeded  winter  wheat.  The  young  plants 
came  away  nicely,  and  have  made  such  a  root  growth  that  it  will 
take  a  lot  of  killing  weather  to  do  any  damage.     It  has  been  well 
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protected  during  winter,  and  at  the  date  of  writing  is  in  a  most 
promising  condition.  It  is  estimated  from  the  returns  of  the  crop 
correspondents  that  fully  200.000  acres  were  seeded  last  fall.  This 
is  a  conservative  estimate,  as  some  competent  authorities  believe 
that  there  is  fully  225,000  acres  seeded. 

Oats. — The  acreage  of  this  grain  shows  a  heavy  decline  when 
compared  with  1909,  but  withal  a  nice  increase  over  that  of  1908. 
The  area  of  this  grain  was  unduty  large  in  1909,  as  owing  to  the 
late  spring  of  that  year  farmers  were  afraid  to  seed  a  large  area 
to  spring  wheat.  In  1910  conditions  were  reversed,  spring  opening 
*€arly  the  tendency  was  to  seed  to  wheat  as  large  an  area  as  possible, 
and  the  area  sown  to  oats  fell  much  below  that  of  the  previous  year, 
and  does  not  show  even  the  proportional  gain  of  other  years.  The 
total  area  of  this  grain  harvested  was  492,589  acres,  producing 
12.158,530  bushels,  as  compared  with  693,901  acres,  producing 
24^819,661  bushels  in  1909. 

In  studying  the  tables  given  below  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  they  are  based  upon  returns  made  by  the  operators  of  threshing 
machines  of  the  work  performed  by  them.  The  tables,  therefore, 
do  not  take  into  account  many  acres  grown  and  cut  for  green  feed 
purposes,  such  as  sheaf  oats  for  winter  feed  and  many  other  small 
plots  of  grain. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  full  returns  from  the  great 
sparsely  settled  country  lying  to  the  north  and  west  of  Edmonton 
included  in  the  electoral  districts  of  Athabasca  and  Peace  River. 
The  product  of  these  great  districts  is  consumed  within  themselves 
and  hence  does  not  figure  in  the  amount  of  marketable  grain  in 
the  province.

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m.— MUSEUM. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Department  has  availed  itself  of  every 
opportunity  to  secure  creditable  specimens  of  heads,  or  rare  birds 
for  museum  purposes. 

The  principal  acquisition  during  1910  was  the  securing  of  the 
head,  hide  and  hoofs  of  one  of  the  wood  bison  which  ranges  the 
country  lying  directly  west  of  Fort  Smith  on  the  northern  boundary 
of  the  province,  being  in  latitude  GO.  This  specimen  was  obtained 
by  Harry  V.  Radford  who  obtained  a  permit  for  one  pair,  with  the 
understanding  that  he  was  to  furnish  the  Alberta  Government  with 
a  specimen  for  museum  purposes.  From  measurements  and  weight, 
taken  by  Mr.  Radford,  it  appears  to  be  the  largest  anima^  of  its 
kind  ever  taken,  at  least  as  far  as  there  is  anv  record.  The]w eight 
given  by  Mr.  Radford  is  2,402  lbs. 

Height  at  shoulder 5  feet  10  inches 

Girth  behind  foreleg.^ 9  feet  9  inches 

Length  of  head  and  body 9  feet  7  inches 

Length  of  tail  vertebrae 1  foot  7^  inches 

Circumference  of  muzzle  behind  nostrils 2  feet  3 1  inches 

This  specimen  has  been  well  preserved,  and  will  be  mounted 
as  a  whole  specimen  of  the  wood  bison  for  placing  later  in  the7pro- 
vincial  museum. 

The  department  was  also  successful  in  obtaining  a  deer  head 
and  the  head  of  a  mountain  sheep,  as  well  as  a  few  sharp-tailed 
srrouse. 


IV.— FRUIT  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS. 

The  work  of  the  fruit  experiment  stations  was  continued  during 
the  year.  Towards  the  close  of  the  season  all  the  stations  were 
visited  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Craig,  Superintendent  of  Fairs  and  Institutes. 
The  following  is  his  report: 

About  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  trees  are  ahve  and  about  half  of  them  are 
in  a  good  strong  condition.  Three  of  the  orchards  are  in  a  state  of  good  ciiltivation 
■with  the  result  that  they  show  a  very  decided  improvement  over  those  not  so  well 
taken  care  of.  It  is  significant  that  those  which  are  free  from  weeds  have  less 
damage  from  implements,  horses  and  other  domestic  animals. 

The  orchard  at  Granmn  is  in  a  ven,'  bad  condition  indeed.  The  man  who  had 
charge  of  this  work  sold  his  farm.  Of  the  eighty-trees  which  were  originally  planted 
there  are  eight  or  ten  growing,  but  in  a  verj-  weak  condition.  The  orchard  was 
never  fenced,  consequently  the  farm  animals  have  destroyed  practically  all  the 
trees.     It  will  be  of  no  more  use  to  the  Department  for  experimental  purposes. 

I  find  that  the  lack  of  proper  fencing  is  responsible  for  much  of  the  damage 
to  all  tlie  orchards.  Horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  have  free  access  to  most  of  them. 
In  the  southern  portion  of  the  province  it  is  ex-ident  that  the  cotton  tail  rabbit  is 
returning.  In  the  De  Winton  orchard  several  of  the  trees  have  already  been  barked. 
Strong  winds  have  caused  much  damage,  breaking  a  number  of  the  trees,  and  as 
well  having  the  effect  of  drying  them  out.  I  find  the  best  results  in  the  orchards 
protected  by  good  wide  thick  shelter  belts. 

From  what  I  have  been  able  to  learn  so  far  I  am  con^dnced  that  there  are 
three  things  which  are  essential  to  success: 

1 .  Hardy  stock. 

2.  Protection 

(a)  From  animals: 

(b)  By  shelter  belt; 

(c)  By  wrapping  in  winter. 

3.  Good  cultivation  to  conserve  moisture. 
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The  following  varieties  of  apple  trees  are  doing  verj'  well:  Wealthy,  Char- 
lanioff,  Hibernal.  The  other  varieties  have  not  done  particularly  well,  especially 
is  this  the  case  with  the  Duchess  and  Wismer's  Dessert.  The  crab  apple  trees  are 
all  in  good  condition,  a  number  of  them  showing  fruit  spurs. 

Plums  and  cheeries  are  not  strong.  The  Desota  and  native  plums  are  gi\'ing 
fair  promise  however. 

If  this  work  is  to  be  carried  on,  I  beg  to  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  orchard  at  Granum  be  abandoned. 

2.  That  these  orchards  be  surrounded  with  a  good  woven  wire  fence  with 
proper  gates.  If  this  fence  will  not  stop  rabbits,  that  poultry  netting  be  attached 
also. 

3.  That  the  dead  trees  be  replaced,  not  necessarily  with  those  of  the  same 
variety. 

4.  That  trees  for  a  shelter  belt  be  secured  where  such  is  not  already  in  place 
or  where  the  belt  is  not  sufficient. 


v.— VITAL  STATISTICS. 

In  submitting  the  follow-ing  figures  and  tables  it  might  be  men- 
tioned that  although  great  care  has  been  taken  in  the  collection  and 
compilation  of  returns  it  is  felt  that  they  are  not  as  complete  as  might 
be  desired.  There  are  reasons  for  this  that  are  legitimate,  notablv, 
the  ever  increasing  influx  of  immigration  to  this  province  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  speaking  almost  every  known  tongue.  To  bring 
these  people  at  once  to  the  knowledge  of  all  our  laws  is  impo.s.sible. 
To  overcome  this  difficulty  in  connection  with  the  Vital  Statistics 
Act,  the  Department  has  posters  for  distribution  printed  in  four 
different  languages,  stating  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  A  number 
of  these  have  been  supplied  to  each  postmaster  in  the  province. 
Also  postmasters  are.  wherever  possible,  appointed  as  registrars  of 
vital  statistics  for  the  district  tributary  to  their  offices,  as  they  are 
able  to  keep  watch  on  events  occurring,  and  in  the  foreign  settlements 
are  usually  able  to  converse  with  the  people  in  the  language  pre- 
dominating in  the  district. 

It  is  doubtful  if  language  is  the  chief  source  of  embarrassment 
and  perplexity,  for  parents  and  other  persons  responsible  are  sur- 
prisingly negligent  in  the  matter  of  registering  births  and  deaths 
and  not  until  they  require  official  evidence  that  such  an  event  has 
taken  place,  do  they  realize  what  trouble  a  little  carelessness  in 
this  connection  can  put  them  to.  This  fact  is  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Department  almost  daily.  Then  again,  as  two  years  are 
allowed  in  which  to  register  events  of  this  kind  without  payment 
of  fee.  registrations  are  often  indefinitely  postponed  and  ultimately 
forgotten.  For  instance,  the  number  of  births  on  file  at  the  time 
of  writing  for  1910,  is  8.231  and  although  showing  a  big  increase 
over  figures  for  preceding  year,  this  number  will  be  augmented 
by  at  least  2,000   during  the  next  twelve  months. 

Regarding  the  growth  of  this  work  and  the  efforts  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  cope  with  it,  should  be  stated  that  whereas  in  1906  there 
were  only  14  registrars,  there  are  at  present  669.  Appended  vdW 
be  found  figures  showing  the  increase  in  returns  during  that  time. 

In  the  year  1910,  142  new  appointments  were  made  and  72 
resignations  accepted  and  reappointments  made,  and  five  offices 
were  closed. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  birth  registrations  received  for  the  year 
1910  is  8.231.  an  increase  of  20.30  per  cent,  over  last  year.  The 
masculinity  of  the  births  or  the  number  of  males  to^each  1.000 
female  births  is  1.065. 
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MARRIAGES. 

The  total  number  of  marriage  registrations  received  for  1910 
is  3.086  as  compared  with  2,032  received  for  1909  The  mean 
marriage  age  in  1910  is  shown  for  males,  28.72,  and  for  females 
24  18  The  voungest  bride  was  13  3'ears  old  and  the  oldest  71 
years.  The  youngest  bridegroom  was  17  years  of  age  and  the 
oldest  74  vears. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  death  registrations  received  for  the  past 
vear  was  3,526.  or  2,055  males  and  1,471  females,  showing  a  total 
increase  of  864.  or  an  increase  of  496  male  and  368  female  deaths, 
being  equivalent  to  a  death  ratio  of  1  to  2.69  births.  Deaths  among 
infants  under  one  vear  of  age  occurred  to  the  number  of  1,066. 
Compared  with  8.231  registered  births  means  practically  that 
for  every  8  children  born  there  was  the  death  of  one  infant  under 
the  age  of  12  months.

VI.— PROVINCIAL  SEED  FAIR. 

The  Annual  Provincial  Seed  Fair  for  the  Province  of  Alberta 
was  held  in  Edmonton  on  February  2nd.  3rd  and  4th.  1910.  under 
weather  conditions  which  were  ideal.  A  large  crowd  was  in  attend- 
ance and  interest  in  the  various  competitions  ran  high.  The  fair 
was  a  decided  success  in  every  way  and  was  pronounced  by  a  number 
of  those  in  attendance  to  have  been  the  best  ever  in  the  country. 
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The  competitors  numbered  twenty-eight  more  than  in  1009,  while 
the  total  entries  in  the  various  classes  outnumbered  those  of  last 
year  by  sixty-seven.  Entries  for  the  grain  and  weed  judging  com- 
petitions also  showed  up  strong,  topping  last  year's  entries  b}^  eleven. 
It  was  gratifying  to  note  that  the  entire  province  was  wel'  repre- 
sented in  the  various  classes,  showing  the  wide-spread  interest  taken 
and  the  fine  quaUty  of  seed  throughout  the  whole  country.  The 
prizes,  amounting  to  over  SI. 600  were  well  distributed  throughout 
the  settled  portions  of  the  province.  Those  exhibits  which  re- 
mained after  the  fair  were  sold  for  what  they  would  bring,  and  it 
was  a  gratifying  and  instructive  fact  to  note  that  the  price  obtained 
was  considerably  in  excess  of  that  obtained  last  year.  All  first 
prize  samples  were  retained  by  the  Department. 

The  competition  in  most  of  the  classes  was  very  keen,  there 
being  in  many  cases  only  a  quarter  of  a  point  between  prize  winners. 
Spring  and  fall  wheats  were  judged  by  Professor  S.  A.  Bedford,  of 
Manitoba  Agricultural  College,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Fairfield.  Super- 
intendent of  the  Experimental  Farm.  Lethbridge.  They  had  the 
pleasure  of  weighing  the  heaAdest  samples  of  wheat  in  their  experience, 
winter  wheat  weighing  sixty-eight  lbs.,  and  spring  wheat  weighing 
sixty-seven  lbs.,  to  the  bushel.  Professor  Bedford  was  particularly 
interested  in  the  spring  wheat  samples  and  said  it  was  the  first  time 
in  his  experience  that  he  had  had  the  pleasure  of  handling  and 
weighing  a  sample  of  spring  wheat  giving  an  authentic  weight  of 
sixty-seven  lbs.  to  the  bushel  The  highest  that  he  had  previously 
handled  was  one  at  the  Manitoba  Provincial  Seed  Fair  last  year 
weighing  sixty-six  lbs.  This  apparently  is  the  record  weight  for 
a  measured  bushel  of  wheat  in  the  West  and  as  Professor  Bedford 
comes  from  another  province  famous  for  its  high  quality  of  spring 
wheat  and  jealous  of  its  reputation,  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that 
he  gave  this  sample  any  favour. 

In  the  class  for  Red  Fife  spring  wheat  there  was  a  magnificent 
showing  of  twenty-three  entries.  The  first  prize  was  won  by  an 
outstanding  exhibit  shown  by  Pawson  Bros.,  of  Coaldale,  with  W. 
J.  Glass,  of  Macleod.  a  keen  contestant  for  second  place.  In  fact 
the  judges  found  it  somewhat  difficult  to  make  second  and  third 
choice  as  there  were  seven  or  eight  most  excellent  samples,  all 
good  enough  to  win,  from  which  choice  had  to  be  made. 

In  the  class  for  any  other  variety  of  good  milling  spring  wheat, 
Lewis  Brew,  of  Lloydminster,  was  the  fortunate  winner  of  first  place 
in  a  class  of  nineteen  excellent  entries. 

In  the  fall  or  winter  wheat  classes  prizes  were  offered  for  both 
soft  and  hard  wheats.  Owing  to  the  superior  qualities  of  Alberta 
Red  Winter  wheat  for  blending  purposes  by  the  Old  Country  miller, 
it  is  now  commanding  a  premium  over  Kansas  hard  Ts-inter  wheat 
which  has  hitherto  held  premier  place.  On  account  of  this  it  is 
advisable  for  the  Alberta  farmer  to  grow  the  hard  varieties  for  export 
and  to  leave  the  soft  white  varieties  alone.  The  idea  is  that  it 
is  better  for  all  the  farmers  in  the  province  to  unite  and  grow  the 
same  kind  of  wheat  than  each  one  to  be  everlastingly  tr\-ing  some- 
thing new  and  thus  have  a  mixed  lot  to  offer  for  sale.  This  is  further 
emphasized  by  the  fact  that  the  soft  winter  wheats  of  Alberta  are 
only  the  equal  of  the  winter  wheats  grown  in  Ontario.  The  effect 
of  this  educational  policy  was  well  demonstrated  at  the  seed  fair, 
where  there  were  twenty-eight  entries  for  Alberta  Red,  with  excellent 
samples  and  keen  competition,  and  only  four  indifferent  entries  for 
the  soft   white  varieties.     As   can   well   be  imagined  with   twentv- 
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eight  entries  in  the  Alberta  Red  class,  there  was  a  very  strong  com- 
petition for  first  place.  "All  the  prizes  winning  exhibits  weighed 
67f  lbs.  to  the  bushel  with  the  exception  of  two  exhibits,  one  of 
which  weighed  67  lbs.  and  the  other  sample,  which  was  finally  awarded 
first  place,  tipping  the  scales  at  68  Ib.s.  to  the  bushel."  "^  The  for- 
tunate exhibitor  of  this  sample,  which  was  clearly  an  outstanding 
\\-inner,  was  Alexander  WooUey.  of  Medicine  Hat.  With  only 
differences  of  a  quarter  of  a  point  between  various  samples,  the 
judges  found  it  very  difl&cult  to  pick  out  the  winner.  They  were, 
however,  located,  first  as  above,  second  to  A.  R.  Bennett  of  Magrath' 
third,  J.  B.  Ririe,  Magrath:  fourth.  Thos.  Purdv,  Macleod.  and  fifth' 
A.    W.   Price,   Okotoks. 

Although  competition  in  the  oat  classes  was  hardly  as  keen 
as  in  the  wheat,  it  was  still  close  enough  to  give  the  judges  con- 
siderable work  in  making  awards.  The  judges  in  these  classes  were 
Mr.  W.  C.  Mclvilhcan.  B.S.A..  Dominion "Seed  Branch,  Calgary, 
and  Mr.  G.  H.  Hutton.  B.S.A.,  Experimental  Farm.  Lacombe.' 
Theirs  was  the  pleasure  of  weighing  out  several  samples  of  oats  at 
50  lbs.  to  the  bushel,  while  numerous  samples  weighed  over  46  lbs. 
This  is  the  fourth  Provincial  Seed  Fair,  and  at  all  previous  fairs 
the  first  prize  samples  have  invariably  weighed  48  lbs.  to  the  bushel. 
Alberta  is  justly  proud  of  the  high  quality  of  her  oats  as  well 'as 
of  her  "Alberta  Red"'  winter  wheat.  The  Dominion  Government 
Inspector  at  Calgary  stated  before  the  Royal  Grain  Commis.sion 
that  85  per  cent,  of  the  oats  grown  in  Alberta  and  inspected  by 
him  would  weigh  42  lbs.  to  the  bushel.  Entries  in  all  classes  were 
very  large  and  the  quality  excellent  throughout.  The  first  prize 
exhibits  in  these  classes  were  won  by  Ernest  E.  Swift  at  Meighen 
on  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  for  Banner  oats.  Chas.  H.  Barrett 
of  Lloydminster.  on  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway,  for  milling 
oats,  and  James  Black  of  Bowden  on  the  Calgary  &  Edmonton  line 
for  short  or  feed  oats. 

Barley  made  an  exceptionally  fine  showing  both  as  to  quality 
and  quantity.  Some  of  the  two-rowed  exhibits  especially  excited 
considerable  comment  on  account  of  their  exceedingly  large,  plump 
berries  of  beautiful  colour.  It  was  noticed  that  large  amounts  of 
seed  were  ordered  from  exhibitors  on  the  strength  of  their  showing 
in  the  exhibits.  The  first  prize  winners  in  the  two  classes  were, 
John  Robinson  of  Midnapore.  on  the  southern  branch  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  and  Alexander  Woolley  of  Medicine  Hat. 

Alexander  Woolley  of  Medicine  Hat  also  took  first  prize  in 
peas  with  a  wonderful  sample  of  large,  white  peas — Canadian  Beauties 
— perfectly  free  from  disease  or  insect  injur}'  of  any  kind.  Mr. 
Woolley's  address  was  taken  by  numerous  intending  buyers,  with 
a  view  of  making  a  start  from  his  seed. 

Flax,  timothy,  brome  grass  and  rye  grass  seed  were  well  repre- 
sented in  their  classes,  but  little  attention  appears  to  be  paid  to 
alsike  and  red  clovers.  In  their  stead  it  is  gratifpng  to  note  that 
alfalfa  is  being  tried  extensively:  some  good  home  grown  seed  being 
shown  in  this  class. 

THE    CUP    CLASSES. 

Much  to  the  gratification  of  those  in  charge,  the  entries  in 
the  cup  classes  were  so  large  as  to  require  a  separate  hall. 

The  Farm  Crops  trophy,  valued  at  SIOO.OO,  given  for  the  best 
five  bushels  of  spring  wheat  called  out  eighteen  entries.  There 
was  not  a  single  unworthy  entry  in  the  lot.     The    cup,  after  con- 
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siderable  work,  was  finally  awarded  to  W.  J.  Glass  of  Macleod,  on 
a  most  excellent  sample,  but  had  Pawson  Bros,  of  Coaldale  made 
entry  for  this  with  similar  wheat  to  that  which  they  showed  in  the 
open  classes,  it  is  altogether  Ukely  that  the  cup  \¥0uld  have  gonf 
to  them.  Along  with  the  cup  goes  a  cash  prize  of  $50.00.  Second 
place  went  to  A.  J.  W.  Scott  of  Mannville.  a  cash  prize  of  $30.00, 
and  a  third  prize  of  $20.00  went  to  Lewis  Brew  of  Lloydminster. 
This  cup  was  won  last  year  by  John  C.  Buckley, of  Gleichen,  who 
had  an  excellent  entry  at  the  fair  this  year,  but  not  good  enough 
to  win  in  such  strong  competition. 

The  $100.00  silver  trophy  offered  by  the  Alberta  Pacific  Elevator 
Company  of  Calgary,  for  the  best  five  bushels  of  Alberta  Red  wheat, 
brought  out  an  entry  of  nine  exhibits.  Here  A.  R.  Bennett  of  Magrath. 
who  won  this  trophy  last  year  was  again  successful  in  capturing  it. 
If  he  is  successful  in  winning  it  again  next  year  it  will  be  his  own 
property  for  keeps,  as  all  of  the  trophies  offered  at  the  fair  must 
be  won  three  times  (not  necessarily  in  succession)  before  they  become 
finally  the  property  of  the  winner.  In  any  of  these  classes  it  was  no 
disgrace  to  be  defeated. 

The  Brackman-Ker  Milling  Company  silver  trophy  valued  at 
$100.00.  given  for  the  best  five  bushels  of  milling  oats,  brought 
out  twelve  exhibits  of  high  quality  grain.  First  place  was  awarded 
to  Chas.  H.  Barrett  of  Lloydminster.  This  cup  was  won  last  year 
by  Wm.  H.  Poole  of  Curlew. 

The  Calgary  Brewing  &  Malting  Company  offered  a  $100.00 
silver  trophy  for  the  best  five  bushels  of  six-rowed  barley.  This 
was  captured  last  year  by  G.  P.  Liesemer,  of  Didsbury,  who  has 
again  forwarded  an  excellent  exhibit  this  year,  but  not  good  enough 
to  win  against  the  exceedingly  fine  sample  sent  in  by  S.  C.  Hagen 
of  Winterburn. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  also  offered  a  trophy 
valued  at  $125.00  and  $25.00  in  cash  prizes  for  the  best  two  bushels 
of  two-rowed  barley,  but  before  the  awards  were  finally  made  in 
this  class  the  samples  had  to  stand  a  brewing  test.  Samples  were 
therefore  taken  for  testing  purposes  from  four  exhibits,  the  result 
being  as  follows:  First,  Wm.  Marshall,  of  Namaka;  second,  Wm. 
Mahns.  of  Alix;  third.  Alexander  Woolley.  of  Medicine  Hat;  and 
fourth.  Peter  Jorgenson.  of  Olds;  the  cash  prizes  of  $15.00  and  $10.00 
going  to  Wm.  Marshall  and  Wm.  Mahns. 

The  Garton  Pedigree  Seed  Company  of  Winnipeg  offered  a 
silver  trophy  valued  at  $100.00  this  year  for  the  best  five  bushels 
of  seed  grain  purchased  from  the  company'  and  grown  during  the 
last  season.  Although  given  late  in  the  season  "a  most  splendid 
entry  was  made  of  high  quality  grain,  first  place  being  won  bv  Mr. 
M.  Smeltzer.  of  Strathcona. 

The  collection  of  cups  offered  at  the  seed  fair  made  an  excellent 
exhibit  and  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  in  the  front  of  the 
hall. 

The  competition  in  the  special  classes  offered  by  the  Canadian 
Seed  Growers'  Association  did  not  bring  out  a  very  large  entry. 
In  the  classes  for  sheaves  there  were  some  very  firie  entries,  the 
first  prize  going  to  R.  Page,  of  Langdon,  for  oats;  Alberta  Lougheed. 
of  Bowden,  for  barley,  and  W.  H.  Pawson,  for  wheat  in  section  1 
and  oats  in  section  5. 

Various  meetings  were  held  in  connection  with  the  fair  which 
were  generally  crowded.  The  fair  was  fortunate  in  securing  Pro- 
fessor F.  B.  Linfield,  Director  of  Experimental  Station  at  Bozeman, 
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Montana,  to  give  several  addresses  on  the  important  and  interesting 
subject  of  dry  farming.  The  various  judges  also  gave  interesting 
and  instructive  addresses  relating  not  only  to  their  work  in  judging, 
etc.,  but  also  some  of  the  latest  agricultural  findings.  The  Honour- 
able Duncan  Marshall,  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  Alberta,  occupied 
the  chair,  opening  the  first  meeting  with  a  short  address  on  the 
importance  of  clean  seed  in  connection  with  keeping  the  country 
free  of  weeds.

VII.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Under  this  heading  is  grouped  comments  on  a  number  of  sub- 
jects of  more  or  less  importance  but  under  the  separate  heads  there 
is  not  at  present  sufficient  information  at  hand  to  warrant  more 
than  brief  mention. 

irrigation. 

Owing  to  the  dry  season,  the  benefits  of  irrigation  were  easily 
demonstrated.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  previous  season  having 
had  sufficient  rainfall  for  the  successful  growth  of  crops  there  were 
not  as  many  acres  under  irrigation  as  there  should  have  been.     With 
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the  completion  of  the  various  ditches  in  the  province  and  the  lessons 
that  have  been  learned  from  this  season,  it  is  evident  that  in  the 
future  irrigation  will  play  a  much  more  important  role  in  the  agri- 
culture of  the  province  than  it  has  ever  done  in  the  past.  Whatever 
water  was  used,  excellent  returns  were  obtained. 

The  Department  was  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Western  Canada  Irrigation  Association  which  held  its  annual 
meeting  at  Kamloops,  British  Columbia,  bv  the  Honourable  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  and  the  Deputy  Minister.  The  convention 
was  a  successful  one.  quite  a  large  representation  being  present 
from  Alberta.  The  next  convention  will  be  held  in  the  City  of 
Calgary. 

DRY    FARMING. 

Owing  to  the  dry  season,  those  farmers  who  had  been  following 
the  principles  of  dry  farming  more  or  less  successfully,  were  rewarded 
for  their  faith  in  this  system  of  cultivation.  When  the  rainfall  in 
any  year  is  amply  sufficient  for  the  growth  of  crops,  it  apparentlv 
makes  little  difference  whether  the  farmer  is  conducting  his  methods 
of  work  along  correct  lines  or  not.  This  is  owing  to  the  abundant 
fertility  of  the  soil.  W^hen,  however,  untoward  conditions  occur, 
such  as  were  present  this  year,  it  is  easy  to  distinguish  between  the 
farmer  who  is  following  the  correct  lines  of  cultural  methods  and 
the  one  who  is  not.  All  over  the  country  striking  examples  of  this 
were  in  evidence.  On  one  side  of  the  road  or  of  the  fence  would 
be  seen  an  excellent  crop,  on  the  other  side  a  failure.  The  difference 
lay  in  the  intelligence  -udth  which  the  cultivation  of  the  land  had 
been  done.  While  financially  disastrous  to  some  farmers,  the  drought 
of  the  present  year  will  in  the  end  be  a  blessing  in  disguise  to  thousands 
of  farmers,  as  it  has  forced  home  on  them  the  necessity  for  following 
correct  methods  of  work  in  handling  their  soil  so  as  to  preserve  the 
rainfall  when  it  comes.  It  is  therefore  naturally  expected  that 
in  future  the  principles  underlying  what  is  properly  called  dry 
farming  will  be  more  closely  followed  than  ever  they  have  been 
in  the  past. 

The  holding  of  the  fifth  Dry  Farming  Congress  at  Spokane, 
Washington,  presented  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  farmers 
of  Alberta  to  attend  this  interesting  meeting  and  gather  information 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  soil  cultivation  from  experts  from  all 
parts  of  the  world.  Headed  by  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  the  province  was  represented  by  some  ninety-three 
delegates.  With  the  single  exception  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
Alberta  had  the  honour  of  having  the  largest  delegation  present  of 
any  state  or  province  on  the  North  American  continent. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  delegates  present  advantage  was 
taken  of  the  exposition  of  dry  farming  products  in  connection  with 
the  congress  to  make  an  exhibit  of  the  products  of  Alberta.  The 
province  as  a  whole,  entered  an  exhibit  in  competition  for  a  grand 
challenge  silver  cup  offered  as  a  trophy  for  the  best  display  made 
by  any  state  or  province.  This  cup  was  donated  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Washington,  and  Alberta  has  the  honour  of  having 
won  it.  This  is  no  small  honour  when  it  is  known  that  the  province 
was  in  competition  with  a  large  number  of  the  influential  states  in 
the  union  to  the  south  of  us. 

Besides  winning  this  grand  challenge  cup,  the  boards  of  trade 
at  Cardston,  Lethbridge  and  Macleod  made  excellent  exhibits  and 
captured  numerous  prizes.

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  that  the  province  was  success- 
ful in  capturing  practically  all  the  important  grain  prizes.  If  the 
provincial  exhibit  had  had  a  larger  supply  of  exhibits  forward, 
entries  could  have  been  made  in  cabbage,  caulifloAver,  turnips,  celery, 
tomatoes,  pumpkins,  Windsor  beans  and  several  other  kinds  of 
vegetables  that  would  have  won  first  place.  In  this  connection, 
attention  might  be  called  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  George  Lane  of  High 
River  showed  his  high  class  Percherons  at  the  State  fair  Avhich  was 
held  at  the  same  time  and  place.  He  showed  eleven  animals,  making 
seven  entries  in  thirteen  different  classes,  and  winning  thirteen 
firsts,  two  seconds,  and  the  grand  challenge  cup  for  the  best  exhibit 
of  heavy  horses.  It  will  be  seen  that  at  this  exposition.  Alberta 
was  distinctly  in  the  lime-light. 

CHANGES    IN    THE    STAFF. 

During  the  3-ear  there  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the 
staff  of  the  Department  and  a  number  of  additions.  The  largest 
change  was  the  creation  of  a  new  branch,  known  as  the  Bureau 
of  Publicity.  This  branch  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Hotchkiss,  as 
Chief  Pubhcity  Commissioner.  Under  him  are  officers  at  Toronto, 
Montreal,  Detroit  and  Winnipeg. 

A  successor  to  the  late  T.  B.  R.  Henderson,  as  Chief  Inspector 
of  Weeds,  was  found  in  Mr.  C.  E.  Le\\is,  of  Essex  County,  Ontario. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  state  that  the  thanks  of  the  Department 
are  due  to  the  press  of  the  province  for  their  readiness  to  publish 
any  information  furnished  by  the  Department,  for  their  willingness 
to  assist,  wherever  it  lay  in  their  power,  the  work  of  the  Department 
had  in  hand.  Indeed  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  state  that  in  whatever 
direction  looked  for  assistance  in  any  project  which  it  had  under 
way,  it  always  has  been  accorded  hearty  support  and  good  wishes.

I. — Gener.^l. 

The  butter  and  cheese  production  of  the  province  for  the  year 
1910  was  slightly  smaller  in  volume  than  that  for  the  preceding 
twelve  months.  This  is  due  chiefly  to  the  short  and  dry  pastures 
during  the  spring  and  early  part  of  the  summer  when  the  rainfall 
was  comparatively  light.  So  long  as  the  dairyman  depends  almost 
entirel}'  on  the  native  grass  pastures  to  furnish  the  summer  feed  for 
his  milch  cows  we  must  expect  to  see  more  or  less  fluctuation  in  the 
dairy  production  from  time  to  time.  Reference  was  made  to  this 
point  in  my  former  report  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  attention  will 
be  given  to  the  growing  of  green  crops  to  supplement  the  pastures 
for  dairy  stock.  With  the  prices  that  can  be  realized  in  the  west 
for  dairy  products  of  choice  quality,  the  growing  and  feeding  of 
succulent  crops  would  certainly  prove  profitable  to  the  dairyman. 
It  would  increase  the  daily  milk  }deld  of  the  cows  and  lengthen 
their  milking  period  as  well. 

The  large  influx  of  people  into  the  province  and  the  almost 
phenomenal  growth  of  the  larger  centres  of  population  has  resulted 
in  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  demafcnd  for  dairy  products  in 
our  home  markets.  It  is  worthy  of  note  here  that  the  dairymen 
in  the  districts  surrounding  Edmonton  and  Calgary  have  been  utterly 
unable  to  supply  the  demand  for  fresh  milk  and  cream  desired  for 
consumption  in'  these  cities,  and  dealers  have  found  it  necessary 
to  go  far  afield,  even  up  to  a  hundred  miles  or  more  to  secure  and 
ship  in  by  rail  sufficient  milk  and  cream  to  supply  their  trade.  This 
shows  that  we  have  here  magnificent  opportunities  for  dairymen 
who  will  take  up  the  work  in  a  rational  and  businesslike  manner. 
There  has  been  a  good  local  demand  with  good  prices  for  butter 
made  in  home  dairies. 
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The  reported  cheese  output  of  the  eleven  cheese  factories  operated 
during  the  season  of  1910  was  110  tons  and  valued  at  $27,500  as 
against  112  tons  valued  at  $28,000  for  the  season  of  1909. 

The  butter  production  of  the  GO  creameries  was  2,315,000  pounds 
for  the  year  and  its  estimated  selling  value  $575,000,  as  against 
2,550,000  pounds  for  1909  valued  at  $600,000.  It  will  thus  be  seen 
that  the  cheese  production  of  the  cheese  factories  and  the  butter 
output  of  the  creameries  has  this  year  been  slightly  smaller  than 
that  of  last.  The  reason  may  be  found,  as  already  stated,  partly 
in  the  short  pastures  and  partly  in  the  larger  local  markets  for  milk, 
cream  and  home  made  butter. 

In  discussing  the  condition  of  dairying  generally,  there  are 
one  or  two  points  that  may  be  noted  in  passing  as  having  historical 
interest. 

During  the  season  of  1910  a  number  of  co-operative  creameries 
adopted,  in  co-operation  with  the  department,  a  system  of  cream 
and  butter  grading  and  quality  basis  payment  for  butter  and  cream, 
whereby  the  creamery,  and  the  patron,  who  furnished  first  grade 
butter  or  cream,  received  a  premium  or  extra  price  for  quality. 
The  Calgary  Central  Creamery,  owned  by  Mr.  P.  Pallesen,  also  adopted 
that  system.  Particulars  are  given  at  some  length  under  another 
section  of  this  report. 

The  passing  of  Part  II  of  The  Dairymen's  Act  at  the  1910  Session 
of  the  Legislature  also  calls  for  special  mention  here.  The  Act  in 
its  present  form  provides  for  the  organization,  registration  and 
management  of  butter  and  cheese  manufacturing  associations,  for 
the  sanitary  inspection  of  creameries,  cheese  factories  and  farm 
dairies  and  for  the  appointment  of  dairy  inspectors.  It  pro\'ides 
standards  for  the  sampling  and  testing  of  milk  and  cream,  for  the 
records  to  be  kept  and  statements  to  be  rendered  to  patrons  in 
connection  therewith  by  cheese  factories  and  creameries.  The 
Dairymen's  Act  stands  for  the  square  deal  in  our  dairy  industry. 
The  proper  observance  of  its  provisions  will  ensure  fair  treatment 
of  the  patrons,  fair  competition  among  the  factories  and  a  finer 
and,  therefore,  more  valuable  product  to  be  placed  upon  the  market. 
All  this  will  help  to  inspire  and  build  up  confidence  and  satisfaction 
in  every  department  of  the  industry  from  the  patron  who  is  the 
original  producer,  to  the  consumer  who  pays  the  bills.

IV. — Creameries  Operated  Uxder  Governmext  Direction. 

Thirteen  co-operative  creameries  were  operated  under  the 
direction  of  the  department  during  the  season  of  1910  on  behalf  of, 
or  by,  the  farmers'  associations  who  own  them.  Last  year's  report 
will  show  that  twenty-one  creameries  were  operated  by  the  govern- 
ment during  the  season  of  1909.     The  falling  off  in  the  number  is 
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accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  associations  of  Earlville,  Black- 
falds,  Evarts  and  Olds  took  over  and  conducted  the  business  them- 
selves in  conformity  with  the  original  provision  of  the  plan  under 
which  the  government  undertook  the  management  and  operation 
of  creameries,  and  in  the  case  of  the  creameries  at  Stettler,  Bonnie 
Glen,  Vermihon  and  Lamerton,  a  combination  of  local  conditions 
made  it  appear  inadvisable  to  re-open  them  last  spring  because 
there  was  not  a  sufficient  cream  supph^  in  sight  to  make  their  opera- 
tion profitable. 

Table  I  presents  a  record  of  the  patronage,  the  cream  supply, 
the  butter  output  and  its  average  selling  price  and  gross  value  at  the 
several  creameries  working  under  provincial  government  manage- 
ment since  May  1st,  1906.  Particulars  of  the  business  of  the  cream- 
eries which  commenced  operation  prior  to  that  date  will  be  found 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  department  for  1908. 
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Table  II  gives  a  summary  of  the  foregoing  by  summer  and 
winter  seasons,  respectively.  It  will  be  noted  in  the  sixth  column 
that  in  recent  years  there  has  been  a  marked  upward  movement 
in  the  selling  prices  of  the  butter.

Table  III  deals  with  the  summer  season's  business  only.  The 
periods  referred  to  in  the  three  columns  to  the  right  were  made  up 
as  follows: — First,  from  the  beginning  of  the  summer  season  to 
May  28th;  second,  from  May  28th  to  August  20th;  third,  from  August 
20th  to  October  loth,  which  ended  the  summer  season's  business. 

The  average  prices  shown  in  the  fifth  column  are  based  on  the 
proportional  butter  output  of  each  creamery  during  the  several 
periods  and  upon  the  payment  during  the  second  and  third  periods 
of  a  premium  of  two  cents  per  pound  of  butter  grading  "first." 
Particulars  as  to  grading  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

As  in  former  3'ears  the  butter  output  of  the  government  operated 
creameries  was  marketed  and  consumed  in  British  Columbia  and 
in  the  Yukon  Territory.

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V. — Convention  of  Creamery  Association  Delegates. 

The  following  letter  calling  the  annual  convention  of  creamery 
delegates  was  addressed  to  the  secretaries  of  the  associations  whose 
creameries  had  been  operated  by  the  provincial  government  durmg 
the  previous  year,  outlining  the  subjects  which  were  to  be  presented 


and  discussed. 

PROVINCE    OF   ALBERTA.

Calgary,  December  8,  1909. 

I  am  directed  by  the  Honourable  the  ^Minister  of  Agriculture  to  advise  you  that 
the  aimual  convention  of  creamery  delegates  will  be  held  at  Red  Deer  and  the 
opening  session  called  for  2  p.m.  Wednesday,  Januarj'  5th,  1910.  Kindly  see  that 
delegates  to  the  Convention  be  appointed  by  your  Board  and  their  names  com- 
municated to  this  office  as  soon  as  practicable.  I  would  suggest  that  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  each  Association  be  appointed  delegates.  By  virtue  of  their 
office  they  have  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  local  work  of  the  Associations  and  are, 
therefore,  better  able  to  discuss  matters  in  general  than  any  one  who  has  not  been 
occupying  a  leading  position  upon  the  Boa/d. 

The  convention  is  called  at  an  earlier  date  than  in  former  years  so  as  to  enable 
the  delegates  to  report  to  their  respective  associations  at  their  forthcoming  annual 
general  meetings  in  January  and  later.  Any  necessary  by-laws  or  rules  may  then 
be  promptly  enacted  to  cover  the  proposed  change  in  the  local  management  and 
financing  of  the  business  of  the  creameries. 

The  following  are  among  the  matters  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  delegates 
for  discussion,   viz.: 

1.  The  business  of  the  Government  Creameries  for  the  past  year,  and  a  general 
re^^ew  of  market  conditions. 

2.  The  adoption  of  a  system  of  grading  both  the  butter  and  cream  at  the  cream- 
eries as  a  basis  for  quality  payment.  Apart  from  systematic  grading  of  the  butter 
made  in  the  Government  Creameries  considerable  preliminary  work  has  been  done 
during  the  past  summer  along  the  line  of  grading  the  cream  received  from  individual 
patrons.  The  results  of  this  work  will  he  summarized  and  submitted  at  the  con- 
vention. 

3.  The  proposed  change  in  the  local  management  of  the  Government  creameries. 
This  matter  was  discussed  by  the  Deputy  Minister  at  the  Red  Deer  Convention  in 
April  last,  as  outlined  in  the  enclosed  memorandum,  but  the  convention  asked 
that  it  be  allowed  to  stand  over  for  another  year  and  the  associations  given  a  chance 
to  fully  consider  and  prepare  for  the  change. 

From  the  foregoing  you  ^ill  see  that  an  interesting  and  important  programme 
is  being  prepared  for  the  Convention. 

The  adoption  of  a  quality  basis  payment  for  butter  and  cream  will  put  a  prem- 
ium upon  careful,  conscientious  and  intelligent  work.  It  will  bring  about  a  grad- 
ual and  general  improvement  in  dairy  methods,  improvements  in  the  quality  of 
dairy  products,  increased  market  values  and  correspondingly  better  returns  to  the 
producers.     Surely  this  will  be  worth  while. 

The  change  proposed  in  the  local  management  of  the  work  of  the  creameries 
will  give  the  association  full  control  over  the  expenditures  itemized  under  sub-heads 
1,  2,  .3,  4  and  5  of  the  enclosed  memorandum.  With  a  larger  scope  and  greater 
responsibilities  the  local  administration  should  make  a  success  of  the  business. 
The  change  will  bring  the  patrons  and  the  management  of  the  creameries  closer 
together,  into  closer  co-operation.

(Memo  re  proposed  change  in  the  administration  of  some  of  the  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  operation  of  the  Goverrmient  Creameries  in  Alberta.) 

It  is  estimated  that  the  actual  cost  of  keeping  the  accounts  in  connection 
with  the  creamery  work,  at  the  Dairy  Commissioner's  office,  Calgiry,  will  be  per- 
haps a  shade  over  one-half  cent  per  pound  of  butter  handled  during  the  present 
year  and  this  serivce  has,  heretofore,  been  provided  by  the  Government  and  paid 
for  out  of  General  Revenue. 
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Now  that  the  business  of  the  Creameries  is  upon  a  good  financial  basis  it  is 
deemed  advisable  that  the  cost  of  accounting  should  be  paid  for  by  the  creameries 
upon  a  pro  rata  basis  or  that  the  Associations  be  given  the  alternative  proposition 
set  out  below. 

In  the  past  the  Department  has  undertaken: 

1  To  engage  and  pay  for  all  labour  required  in  the  operation  of  the  Government 
creameries. 

2.  To  pay  for  the  collection  and  delivery  of  the  cream  by  haulers  to  the  cream- 
eries, on  the  certificate  of  the  buttermaker  in  charge,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Association. 

3.  To  pay  for  local  cartage  on  butter  and  supphes  between  the  creameries 
and  the  railway  stations 

4.  To  pay  for  repairs  and  for  supplies  and  furnishings  bought  locally  for  use  in 
the  creameries,  such  as  ice,  fuel,  etc. 

5.  To  make  advance  pajnnents  direct  to  the  individual  patrons  for  cream 
supplied  to  the  creameries  at  the  end  of  each  four-weekly  period,  and  a  final  settie  - 
ment  after  the  close  of  each  season's  business. 

6.  To  pay  for  furnishings  bought  in  large  quantities  such  as  butter  packages, 
salt,  coloiir,  etc.,  for  distribution  among  the  creameries,  also  cartage  and  freight 
charges  on  such  shipments. 

7.  To  pay  local  freight  charges  and  cartage  on  butter  shipped  from  each  cream- 
ery to  the  cold  storage  warehouse. 

8.  To  operate  a  cold  storage  warehouse  at  Calgarj'  and  insure  all  the  butter 
handled  up  to  the  time  of  sale  and  shipment. 

9.  To  sell  the  butter,  coUect  the  proceeds  and  to  keep  the  accounts  in  connection 
therewith. 

It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  in  lieu  of  this  half-a-cent  per  pound  charge 
the  administration  of  the  items  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  be  turned  over  to  the  .\ssociations, 
that  the  periodical  advance  pajinents  for  cream  be  made  direct  to  them  in  a' 
lump  sum  and  that  the  final  settlement  be  made  with  them  in  the  same  manner 
at  the  close  of  the  season  when  all  the  butter  has  been'  disposed  of  and  the  cost 
of  the  services  enumerated  imder  6,  7,  8  and  9  deducted  from  the  proceeds  from 
the  sales  of  the  butter.

The  Department  of  Agriculture  was  represented  by  the  Honourable  Duncan 
Marshall.  Minister  of  Agriculture;  George  Harcourt,  Deputy  Minister:  W.  F.  Stevens, 
Live  Stock  Commissioner;  C.  Marker,  Dairy  Commissioner;  Messrs.  H.  S.  Pearson 
and  George  W.  Scott,  Dairj'  Instructors  and  F.  W.  Underwood,  convention  sec- 
retary. E.  Michener.  M.P.P!,  and  other  citizens  of  Red  Deer  favoured  the  convention 
with  their  presence,  besides  several  journalists  who  reported  the  proceedings  for 
their  respective  journals. 

The  convention  was  opened  by  the  Dairy  Commissioner  who 
outlined  the  programme  for  the  day  and  in\4ted  the  delegates  to 
appoint  a  chairman.  On  motion  of  E.  J.  Fream  (InnisfaiH  and  A. 
J.  Creighton  (Content).  Mr.  E.  Carswell.  president  of  the  Red  Deer 
Butter  and  Cheese  Manufacturing  Association  and  one  of  the  staunch 
co-operative  dairymen  of  the  province  was  unanimously  elected  to 
preside  at  the  convention. 
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Mr.  Carswell  having  acknowledged  the  honour  and  extended 
a  welcome  to  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  town  and  citizens  of 
Red  Deer,  expressed  the  hope  that  the  delegates  would  apply  them- 
selves diUgently  to  the  business  of  the  convention,  more  especially 
to  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  administration 
of  the  local  business  of  the  government  creameries,  as  well  as  to 
the  proposed  grading  and  quality  basis  payment  of  the  butter  and 
cream. 

He  called  on  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  to  address  the  delegates 
and  hoped  that  the  new  minister  would  extend  the  same  interest, 
sympathy  and  co-operation  to  the  work  of  the  associations  as  had 
his  predecessor  in  office,  the  Honourable  W.  T.  Finlay,  who  was  a 
regular  attendant  at  the  annual  conventions. 

Honourable  Mr.  Marshall  expressed  his  pleasure  at  meeting 
so  manv  of  the  men  who  occupied  prominent  places  in  co-operative 
dair}-ing.  He  was  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  the  work  they 
were  doing  and  ready  to  listen  to  the  advice  of  the  men  who  were 
milking  the  cows  and  making  the  butter.  He  looked  upon  his 
department  as  a  co-operative  institution  and  invited  the  assistance 
of  the  farmers  of  the  province  to  make  it  of  the  greatest  possible 
usefulness  and  value  to  the  people.  Dairying  had  done  wonders 
for  the  farmers  of  the  older  pro\dnces  in  enhancing  the  value  and 
fertility  of  the  land  and  increasing  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
people  and  he  believed  it  would  do  the  same  for  the  land  and  for 
the  people  of  Alberta.  He  would  be  pleased  to  listen  to  the  addresses 
during  the  afternoon  and  join  in  the  discussion  of  the  subjects  which 
might  be  brought  up  in  connection  with  the  work  of  his  depart- 
ment. 

The  Dairy  Commissioner  then  presented  a  review  of  the  past 
year's  work  of  the  government  creameries,  based  largely  upon  the 
statistical  material  given  in  former  pages  of  this  report.  He  gave 
also  a  brief  outline  of  market  conditions  during  the  year.  On  the 
latter  subject  special  reference  was  made  to  the  comparatively  low 
average  price  obtained  for  butter  made  and  sold  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  winter  season  1908-09.  (See  Table  II.)  He  said  that 
owing  to  the  somewhat  peculiar  conditions  of  the  butter  market 
last  winter  the  drop  in  prices  which  usually  takes  place  in  the  latter 
part  of  May  took  effect  in  the  month  of  February.  Anyone  who 
had  occasion  to  follow  the  Canadian  butter  market  (we  do  not  speak 
of  purely  local  markets  now)  during  last  autumn  and  early  winter 
would  observe  that  the  prices  w^ere  running  exceptionally  high, 
too  high  in  fact  to  admit  of  any  export  business;  hence  the  entire 
autumn  and  -winter  butter  production  of  the  country  had  to  be 
used  for  home  consumption,  including  a  large  quantity  of  the  summer's 
make  put  into  cold  storage  both  east  and  west  to  meet  the  expected 
usual  shortage  in  the  winter's  output. 

Due,  however,  to  a  greatly  increased  butter  production  during 
the  winter  the  shortage  did  not  materiahze  and  many  firms  handhng 
dairy  produce,  both  east  and  west,  found  themselves  with  heavy 
stocks  of  high  priced  butter  on  their  hands  and.  of  course,  wanted 
to  clear  these  stocks  before  making  additional  purchases;  therefore,  the 
ready  and.  we  may  say,  regular  demand  for  Alberta  creamery  butter 
in  the  western  markets  was  practically  limited  to  a  quantity  equal 
to  that  which  we  were  able  to  supply  during  previous  winters.'  Any- 
thing beyond  that  quite  naturally  had  to  be  marketed  in  competition 
with  butter  shipped  in  from  other  points  and  selling  at  from  five  to 
ten  cents  per  pound  below  the  price  current  at  the  same  time  a 
year  ago. 
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In  view  of  these  conditions  and  of  the  fact  that  the  past  winter's 
butter  output  from  the  government  creameries  alone  was  more  than 
two  and  a  half  times  greater  than  that  of  the  winter  of  1907-08,  and 
granting  that  the  same  rate  of  increase  applied  to  all  the  Alberta 
creameries  it  will  be  seen  that  the  market  conditions  may  properly 
be  termed  peculiar  and  we  shall  understand  the  reason  why  the 
returns  per  pound  of  butter  were  not  as  high  as  the  figures  reached 
a  year  ago. 

DAIRY    STOCK. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Stevens,  Provincial  Live  Stock  Commissioner,  addressed 
the  convention  on  the  subject  of  dairy  stock.     He  said: 

In  an  address  delivered  before  you  a  year  ago,  I  stated  that  the  first  requisite 
of  a  dairy  farm  is  a  dairy  man.  Since  that  time  I  have  had  many  opportunities 
of  observing  men  and  methods  and  am  more  firmly  convinced  than  ever  of  the 
truth  of  the  statement  I  made  then. 

The  past  year  will  be  remembered  in  dairy  circles  as  the  year  when  the  great 
demand  for  the  special  dairy  breeds  began. 

In  compUance  with  a  request  of  this  and  other  gatherings  of  farmers  and  dairy- 
men, the  provincial  government  undertook  to  bring  out  in  carload  lots  from  the 
provinces  of  Ontario,  Quebec,  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan,  purebred  bulls  of  the 
recognized  dairy  breeds,  namely  the  Jersey,  Guernseys,  Ayrshires  and  Holsteins. 
Under  this  arrangement  there  were  brought  out  seven  and  one  half  carloads  of 
Ayrshires,  one  and  one  half  carloads  of  Holsteins.  Just  prior  to  the  coming  into 
effect  of  this  arrangement,  Mr.  C.  A.  J.  Sharman,  of  Red  Deer,  imported  a  carload 
of  Jerseys  and  in  June  Messrs.  Bull  &  Son,  of  Brampton,  Ontario,  brought  out  two 
carloads  for  exhibition  purposes,  nineteen  head  of  these  were  sold  in  the  Province. 
Mr.  J.  G.  Clark,  of  Irma,  imported  several  car  loads  of  Ayrshires  which  were  sold  at 
public  auction. 

In  proportion  as  these  animals  fell  into  the  hands  of  dairymen  and  farmers 
who  understand  caring  for  them  they  will  prove  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  prov- 
ince. 

In  my  address  to  you  a  year  ago,  I  intimated  that  there  were  certain  persons 
who  should  not  attempt  to  keep  the  special  dairy  breeds.  That  a  special  dairy  cow 
requires  a  special  dairy  man  to  care  for  her,  a  special  dairy  barn  and  special  dairy 
feed.  The  man  who  is  not  thus  equipped  had  better  leave  them  alone  as  they 
would  certainly  prove  to  be  a  disappointment.  If  in  addition  to  the  want  of  these 
things  the  settler  has  a  considerable  amount  of  open  range  near  him,  there  is  an 
additional  reason  why  he  should  not  take  up  with  the  special  dairy  breeds,  but 
should  select  a  larger  type  of  animals  which  would  yield  a  fair  amount  of  milk  and 
produce  a  1,200  pound  steer  at  three  years  old. 

When  a  young  man,  I  somehow  or  other  became  possessed  with  the  idea  that 
there  are  some  good  milking  Shorthorns.  That  this  breed  of  cattle  are  a  good  sort 
for  the  average  farmer  to  have  and  from  my  knowledge  of  the  equipment  of  the 
average  farmer  of  Alberta,  I  am  satisfied  that  there  is  no  animal  better  adapted 
to  conditions  in  the  dairy  sections  of  the  province  than  the  dual  purpose  Short- 
horns. 

I  know  that  there  is  some  difficulty  connected  with  getting  animals  of  this 
type  but  there  are  breeders  in  the  province  who  have  not  yet  destroyed  the  milk 
producing  powers  of  their  herds  by  using  bulls  of  the  strictly  beef  type,  although 
they  have  not  figured  prominently  in  the  show  ring  in  the  past.  The  Shorthorns 
when  judged  in  the  ring  are  judged  from  the  beef  producing  standpoint,  and  it 
naturally  follows  that  the  dual  purpose  animal  must  go  down  before  an  animal  bred  for 
beef  production  alone.  As  both  strains  of  Shorthorns  are  recorded  in  the  same 
herd  book  it  is  difficult  to  draw  the  line  between  the  dual  and  single  purpose  animal, 
and  whenever  I  am  asked  for  the  names  of  one  or  more  breeders  of  the  dairy  type, 
I  always  mention  that  the  parties  profess  to  breed  this  type  and  I  also  caution  the 
enquirer  to  be  sure  to  examine  the  herd  and  to  take  especial  care  to  see  the  dam 
and  if  possible  both  the  grand  dams  of  the  animal  offered  for  sale.  If  these  show 
good  milking  qualities  he  is  reasonably  safe  in  bujang.  If  a  little  care  is  exercised 
in  this  matter  it  will  be  a  matter  of  but  a  few  years  when  the  milk  producing  power 
of  our  herds  will  be  greatly  improved  and  it  will  be  done  without  greatly  decreasing 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  meat  produced  here. 

I  do  not  want  anyone  to  get  the  idea  that  I  am  decrying  the  special  dairy 
breeds.  The  farmer  who  finds  his  pastures  limited,  who  has  sufficient  shelter  to 
protect  his  animals  against  chilling  rains,  against  flies  and  mosquitoes  and  who 
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understands  their  nature  sufficiently  to  get  the  best  results  from  them  can  safely 
invest  in  them  and  them  exclusively;  but  it  is  to  the  man  who  is  not  in  this  position 
that  I  am  vittering  a  word  of  caution.  .  . 

"VMiat  action  'ss-ill  be  taken  in  1910  in  the  matter  of  further  importation  of  fiairy 
cattle,  I  am  unable  to  say.  That  is  a  matter  for  you  to  arrange  with  the  minister. 
When  an  arrangement  has  been  made  you  will  find  me  ready  to  carry  it  out.  I 
may  add  that  some  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  local  breeders  of  dairy 
cattle  because  of  the  assistance  given  the  dairymen  last  year  in  bringing  out  pure- 
bred animals.  They  contend  that  it  is  unfair  to  transport  an  animal  from  Quebec 
or  Ontario  for  less  money  than  they  are  able  to  do  within  the  province.  In  the  face 
of  this  opposition  it  will  have  to  be  shown  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  of  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  arrangement  of  1909  or  it  vAU.  be  dropped. 

At  this  point  a  question  was  asked  by  a  delegate  as  to  why  the  English  dairy  cow 
had  not  been  included  among  the  animals  imported. 

]\Ir.  Stevens:  By  the  Enghsh  cow  I  fancy  you  mean  the  dual  purpose  Short- 
horn. This  matter  was  discussed  at  some  length  when  this  subject  was  under  con- 
sideration and  inasmuch  as  all  Shorthorns  are  recorded  in  the  one  herd  book  in 
Canada,  no  one  would  care  to  say  that  one  man's  herd  was  single  and  the  other 
dual  purpose,  and  the  amount  of  money  available  forbade  importations  from  the 
Old  Country.  I  have  ad\'ised  all  inquirers  on  this  point  that  if  they  can  show  that 
there  is  in  England  a  special  herd  book  for  milking  Shorthorns;  that  these  animals 
possess  merit  sufficient  to  justify  the  expenditure  of  money  necessary  to  secure 
them:  that  they  are  adapted  to  conditions  here  and  that  there  exists  among  the 
farmers  and  dairymen  a  strong  desire  for  them  it  is  possible  that  an  arrangement 
might  be  made  to  secure  assistance  from  the  government  in  securing  them,  but  all 
of  these  things  will  have  to  be  shown  before  assistance  will  be  given. 

An  interesting  discussion  followed  Mr.  Steven's  address. 

The  chairman  next  called  C.  Marker,  dairy  commissioner,  to 
discuss  the  subject  of — ■ 

GRA.DIXG   AXD    QUALITY    BASIS   PATMEXT   OF   CRE.4JI   AND    BUTTER. 

We  intimated  in  the  letter  calling  this  convention  that  the  question  of  grading 
and  quality  basis  payment  for  butter  and  cream  would  be  taken  up  for  discussion. 
Briefly,  our  proposal  is  that  the  net  proceeds  realized  from  the  sales  of  the  butter 
made  in  the  government  creameries  should  be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  quality, 
or  grade,  paying  a  premium  of  two  cents  per  pound  on  all  first  grade  butter. 

As  this  may  be  considered  a  somewhat  radical  innovation  we  shall,  at  the  out- 
set, explain  a  few  of  the  terms  and  principles  involved  in  the  proposal  and  after- 
wards present  for  your  consideration  certain  material  and  facts  which  form  the  ground 
work  of  the  proposition. 

The  term  "grading"  is  generally  defined  as  "the  act  of  sorting  out,  arranging 
or  classifying  in  order  according  to  suitability  to  the  needs  of  the  buyer,  quality, 
size,  etc.,"  and  the  principle  of  grading  is  followed  consciously  or  unconsciously 
wherever  any  goods  are  bought  or  sold  in  normal  markets,  where  the  supply  is  at 
least  equal  to  the  demand.  In  markets  where,  and  when,  the  supply  of  any  one 
article  or  commodity  is  not  as  great  as  the  current  demand,  where  the  competition 
is  among  the  buyers,  the  principle  of  grading  does  not  for  the  time  being  apply  with 
the  same  force  as  in  cases  where,  and  when,  the  supply  is  equal  to  or  greater  than 
the  current  demand,  where  the  sellers  are  brought  into  competition  with  one  another. 
It  is  a  good  policy,  however,  on  the  part  of  the  producer  or  seller  to  always  anticipate 
the  latter  condition  in  the  market  as  in  that  case  the  quality  article  will  find  a 
ready  demand  and  seU  at  a  fair  price  where  an  inferior  product  may  have  to  go  begg- 
ing for  a  buyer  at  any  price. 

As  already  stated,  the  grading  principle  and  quality  basis  payment  applies 
in  all  normal  markets,  and  in  a  more  or  less  clearly  defined  manner  to  all  products, 
including  those  of  the  farm  and  dairy.  We  shall  confine  ourselves  at  present  to  a 
study  of  the  latter. 

IXTRIXSIC    VALUE    AXD    SELLIXG    PRICE. 

The  market  value,  or  selling  price,  of  butter  is  subject  to  great  fluctuations. 
We  find  at  times  a  very  wide  variation  in  the  butter  quotations  in  the  same  mar- 
kets, and  at  the  same  time.     Why? 

Why  do  we  find,  for  instance,  that  in  some  markets  butter  is  selling  at  prices 
varying  from  20  to  40  cents  per  pound?  The  intrinsic  or  actual  food  value  may  be 
nearly  or  quite  as  high  in  one  case  as  it  i.s  in  another  Why  then  the  great  difference 
in  price?  Simply  this,  there  is  something  quite  apart  from  the  intrinsic  or  fc  ' 
value  for  which  the  buyer  is  willing  to  pay  an  additional  price,  or  premium 
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This  we  call  marketable  quality.  Briefly  anart  fmm  cor.t;r,,«.,*  i  i  •  i 
considerations  the  quality  ofjutter^r  foTt&t'Sattir°o  T/'Xr^Uduct":

This  recommenda- 
tion received  the  mimster's  approval  and  the  contest  was  inaugurated  for  the  express 
purpose  of  mlpro^ang  the  marketable  quahty  of  the  butter  output  of  the  creameries. 
The  buttermakers  entered  into  the  contest  with  a  spu-it  of  enthusiasm  and  deter- 
mination to  do  their  very  best. 

In  summarizing  theVesults  of  each  season's  scoring  contest  we  found  very  little 
difference  in  point  of  workmanship  of  the  butter  from  the  different  creameries: 
by  the  term  workmanship  we  mean  the  "texture,"  '-colour,"  "salting  "  and  "pack- 
ing of  the  butter,  all  of  which  is  largely  under  the  control  of  the  buttermaker 
but  we  found  considerable  difference  in  the  flavour  of  the  butter  of  individual 
churmngs  from  each  creamery-  as  well  as  of  individual  creameries  in  the  whole  group 

ihe  flavour  m  butter  is  the  quality  which  determines  very  largely  its  seUing 
value  on  the  market  and  under  the  present  system  of  handling  the  cream  deliveries 
the  question  of  flavour  is  practically  beyond  the  control  of  the  buttermaker 

Ihe  season  s  sconng  contest  during  the  last  few  years  has  demonstrated  that 
there  are  certain  creameries  in  the  group  which  are  always  at  the  top  of  the  fist  in 
point  of  general  quality  and  particulariy  flavour,  consequently  the  butter  from  such 
creameries  is  worth  more  money  on  the  general  market  than 'that  from  those  which 
are  further  down  the  list.  This  of  course,  we  knew  but  our  problem  was  to  assist 
tnose  with  the  lower  scores  up  higher  through  an  improvement  of  the  quality  of  the 

With  a  view  to  formulating  some  hne  of  action  in  that  respect  we  undertook, 
loncf  ^  ^^^^  creamenes  to  conduct  a  preUminary  survey  during  the  season  of 

The  flavour  of  the  cream  furnished  by  each  patron  from  time  to  time  was 
carefuUy  noted  and  recorded  for  a  period  of  several  weeks  and  it  was  found  that 
some  patrons  sent  cream  of  a  choice  quahty  all  the  time,  others  sent  good  cream 
sometimes  and  poor  cream  sometimes,  and  others  again  sent  badly  flavoured  cream 
fM  i*™^'  ^^°^"g  *^at  in  the  final  analysis  the  quahty  and  therefore  the  value 
of  the  butter  made  in  any  creamerj-  rests  largely  with  the"  individual  patron.  This 
being  the  case,  if  by  improving  the  general  quahty  of  the  butter  output  of  any 
creamerj'  we  can  also  increase  its  selling  value,  it  follows  tha  the  patrons  may  collect- 
ively receive  more  money  fop  their  cream  if  they  improve  its  quality. 

I^  order  to  properly  emphasize  this  point,  we  decided  to  advocate  the  distribu- 
i?    u     -"^^  proceeds  from  the  sales  of  the  butter  from  the  different  creameries 
on  the  basis  of  marketable  quahty  and  proceeded  to  agitate  this  question  among 
the  creameries  and  among  the  patrons  as  well. 

cnn^^  Quote  the  following  from  circulars  mailed  in  the  autumn  of  1909  to  some 
1,500  patrons  of  the  Government  creameries  in  the  province,  calhng  attention  to 
this  matter. 
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(^Extract  from  the  first  circular  on  the  subject.) 

"  It  will  interest  you  to  learn  that  we  are  about  to  institute  a  system  of  grading 
the  cream  supplied  to  the  creameries  by  the  individual  patrons.  This  grading 
system  will  undoubtedly  lead  up  to  the  payment  of  a  premium  on  the  cream  which 
is  delivered  in  the  best  condition  and  also  to  the  placing  of  the  inferior  grades  where 
they  belong  in  the  price  scale,  viz.,  at  the  bottom. 

"We  hope  to  have  all  arrangements  completed  in  a  few  days  to  begin  the 
grading.  A  permanent  record  will  be  made  of  the  classification  of  the  samples, 
so  it  will  be  possible  to  point  out  the  patrons  who  are  doing  their  utmost  to  nelp 
establish  a  uniformly  fine  quality  of  butter  and  to  reward  them  accordingly.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  record  will  point  out  the  individuals  who  make  no  effort  in  that 
direction.     The  grades  for  cream  will  be  as  follows: 

"  1st — Sweet,  clean  flavour  and  uniform  consistency. 

"2nd — Sour,  clean  flavour  and  uniform  consistency. 

"3rd — Anything  which  will  not  grade  as  above. 

(Extract  from,  the  Second  Circular. 

"An  announcement  was  made  in  a  former  circular  that  a  system  of  cream 
grading  would  be  instituted  at  the  creameries  and  the  grades  were  defined  under 
'First,'  'Second,'  and  'Third.'  While  it  is  not  the  intention  to  take  these  grades 
as  a  basis  for  payment  this  year  nor  before  the  Association  and  patrons  have  had 
a  chance  to  fully  consider  the  whole  question  and  express  their  approval  thereof, 
yet  the  grading  is  now  being  done  at  the  creamery  and  a  mass  of  information  bearing 
on  this  point  is  being  collected  and  will  be  presented  to  the  patrons  in  due  course. 

"You  may  have  given  this  proposition  considerable  thought,  possibly  dis- 
cussed it  with  some  of  your  neighbours  and  found  some  weak  spots  in  it.  If  you 
have,  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  a  letter  from  you  outlining  the  principal  objections 
which  in  your  opinion  can  reasonably  be  made  against  the  principle  of  grading  the 
cream  samples  at  the  creamery  and  afterwards  making  the  grade  a  basis  for  pay- 
ment of  a  premium  on  the  butter  made  from  good,  wholesome,  clean  flavoured  cream. 
This  will  mean,  of  course,  that  the  patron  who  supplies  second  or  third  grade  cream 
will  not  get  as  high  a  price  per  pound  of  butter  or  butterfat  as  the  patron  supplying 
first  class  cream. 

"Let  us  have  your  opinion,  advice  and  criticism.  The  proposed  grading 
system  is  calculated  to  raise  the  standard  of  quality  of  Alberta  creamery  butter  and 
to  suitably  reward  the  patrons  who  are  the  backbone  of  the  creamery  industry, 
who  do  their  share  of  the  work  conscientiously  and  well. 

We  also  quote  from  a  circular  letter  mailed  in  August,  1909,  to  the  butter- 
makers  of  the  government  creameries. 

Grading  of  Cream. 

"I  enclose  copies  of  Form  D.  6  B  and  desire  you  to  undertake  a  systematic 
examination  and  grading  of  the  cream  furnished  by  the  patrons  of  your  creamery. 
The  object  of  this  new  work  is  to  bring  about  a  further  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  the  cream  supplied  to,  and  the  butter  made  at,  your  creamery. 

"  Under  the  present  system  of  cream  collection  by  haulers  the  grading  of  the  indi- 
\'idual  lots  of  cream  must  necessarily  be  based  upon  an  examination  of  the  samples 
brought  to  the  creamery  in  the  sample  jars;  these  should,  therefore,  be  thoroughly 
clean  and  dry  before  the  samples  are  put  into  them  or  the  grading  is  apt  to  prove 
misleading  and  worthless. 

"The  examination  of  the  samples  may  be  made  for  flavour  and  consistency 
as  you  make  up  the  composite  samples  for  the  Babcock  test,  but  in  order  to  bring 
out  prominently  and  uniformly  the  characteristics  of  the  samples,  they  should  all 
be  warmed  to,  and  examined  at,  a  uniform  temperature  of  98  to  100  degrees  Fahr. 

"If  you  cannot  manage  at  present  to  grade  all  the  samples  begin  on  some  of  the 
routes  from  which  the  poorest  cream  is  brought  in,  and  keep  at  it  untU  you  krcw 
the  individual  patrons  who  seem  to  need  special  attention.  The  more  ground  you 
can  cover  thoroughly  in  this  new  work  the  better. 

"  It  is  not  the  intention  to  make  any  change  in  the  present  method  of  distribu- 
ting the  proceeds  from  the  sales  of  the  butter  without  the  knowledge  and  approval 
of  the  Association,  reached  after  a  thorough  explanation  and  discussion  of  the 
whole  question,  but  in  the  meantime  we  shall  collect  material  upon  which  any 
recommendation  for  a  change  will  be  based  and  to  this  end  I  have  asked  you  to  take 
the  work  of  grading  in  hand  as  far  and  as  thoroughly  as  you  are  able  for  the 
remainder  of  the  season. 

"A  glance  at  the  butter  score  cards  and  sumrraries  which  we  send  you  from 
time  to  time  will  amply  convince  you  that  there  is  need  for  improvement  in  the 
flavour  and  condition  of  the  cream  supplied  to  our  creameries. 
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"Moral  suasion  has  been  used  for  years  in  generous  quantities,  but,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  without  material  results.  The  dollars  and  cents  argument  will  be 
tried  next  and  should  show  results  more  quickly,  if  made  on  a  basis  of  fairness  and 
justice  to  all." 

Considering  that  less  than  half  a  dozen  letters  containing  objections  and  cri- 
ticism were  received  from  patrons  in  answer  to  the  circular,  we  may  assume  that 
the  plan  outlined  appealed  to  the  great  majority  of  them  as  being  fair  and  gener- 
ally satisfactory. 

The  criticisms  received  may  be  grouped  under  the  following  heads,  viz.: — 

(1)  The  cream  haulers  are  not  competent  to  grade  the  cream. 

(2)  The  patrons  living  a  long  distance  from  the  creamery  will  be  placed  at  a 
disadvantage  in  that  his  cream  will  deteriorate  in  transit  more  than  the  cream  of 
the  patron  who  lives  but  a  short  distance  from  the  creamery. 

(3)  It  cannot  be  done. 

(4)  The  grading  of  the  cream  would  drive  our  patronis  away  from  the  creamery. 

In  answer  to  the  first  objection  we  may  say  that  it  is  not  our  intention  that 
the  cream  haulers  shall  do  the  grading.  They  merely  take  the  samples  and  after- 
wards deliver  them.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  the  buttermaker  at  the  creamery 
to  do  the  grading. 

Objection  number  two  does  not  hold  good,  either,  as  has  amply  been  proved 
by  the  results  of  the  preliminary  grading  work  done  during  the  past  season  at  all 
the  creameries,  where  the  cream  and  samples  received  reasonable  care  in  transit. 

The  third  objection  is  as  "old  as  the  hills,"  but  it  is  not  convincing. 

As  to  criticism  number  four,  if  the  fear  expressed  there  turns  out  to  be  true  it 
will  certainly  be  a  serious  matter.  But,  does  it  look  reasonable?  Which  class  of 
patrons  would  be  driven  away  by  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  payment  which  recog- 
nizes in  a  practical  and  material  way  the  quality  article?  Surely  not  the  quaUty 
patrons  who  are  to  benefit  by  the  change.  Eliminating  the  quality  patrons  we  nave 
left  the  other  class.     Where  would  they  go? 

The  logical  assumption  will  be  that  they  will  patronize  the  creamery  that  can 
pay  them  the  best  price  for  their  cream.  This  end  they  can  attain  by  getting  into  the 
quality  class,  and  they  will,  ultimately. 

With  regard  to  the  buttermakers  in  charge  of  the  creameries.  I  am  particularly 
pleased  to  acknowledge  the  readiness,  interest  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  took 
up  this  additional  work,  no  small  task  by  any  means.  Without  their  loyal  co- 
operation we  would  not  have  been  in  a  position  to  place  this  proposition  so  con- 
fidently before  you  now,  based  as  it  is  purely  on  local  conditions  and  practical  exper- 
ience. 

It  is  quite  natural  that  a  radical  move  such  as  th's  should  excite  both  cur- 
iosity and  discussion  among  the  patrons  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  all  the  objec- 
tions and  real  as  well  as  fancied  weak  points  in  the  scheme  were  duly  overhauled 
from  time  to  time.  The  quality  patrons,  however,  who  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
sending  sweet,  clean  flavoured  well  cared  for  cream  naturally  approved  of  the 
idea  of  eventually  receiving  a  premium  for  quality  and  they  became  the  very  strongest 
advocates  of  a  grading  system. 

Creameries  are  some  of  the  very  few  commercial  institutions  whose  quality 
patrons  have  been  satisfied  to  lose  a  portion  of  their  legitimate  income  or  profit  in 
order  to  bonus  the  carelessness  or  indifference  of  others,  and  we  do  not  often  hear 
of  the  man  who  produces  a  really  first  class  marketable  product  who  is  willing,  or 
in  the  long  run  satisfied,  to  go  "  snooks  "  with  his  careless  neighbour  in  the  market- 
ing of  his  products. 

Now  that  there  appeared  to  be  a  chance  of  the  quality  patrons  getting  int<i 
their  own  they  encouraged  the  movement  as  in  the  past  they  have  championed  the 
principles  of  properly  equipped  creameries,  eflficient  serAace  in  field  and  factory, 
correct  sampling  and  testing  methods  and  clearly  detailed  business  like  statements 
of  returns.  Such  people  are  not  likely  to  continue  in  an  old  groove  when  there  are 
better,  fairer,  yet  workable  methods  available. 

Let  us  see,  now,  how  the  premiimi  principle  would  work  out  if  appUed  to  the 
past  season's  butter  output  of  the  creameries  participating  in  the  scoring  contest. 

The  score  summary  shows  that  in  the  matter  of  flavour  64^  per  cent,  of  the 
butter  reached  or  exceeded  the  point  at  which  the  division  was  made  between 
"first"  and  "second"  grade  and  we  have  seen  that  the  average  price  of  23.93  cents 
per  pound  was  obtained  for  the  season's  butter.     (See  Table  IV). 

If,  supposing,  we  set  aside  a  premium  of  2  cents  per  pound  for  the  portion 
grading  "first"  we  shall  have  a  rate  of  22.64  cents  per  pound  for  "seconds"  and, 
adding  to  this  the  2  cents  per  pound  premium,  24.64  cents  per  pound  for  "firsts."

"We  are  well  aware  that  the  rate  of  the  premium,  i.e.,  2  cents  per  pound,  may  be 
open  to  discussion  and  a  difference  of  opinion,  but  taking  into  consideration  the  rates 
paid  in  similar  cases  elsewhere,  the  range  of  quotations  given  in  the  principal  dairy 
markets  and  our  present  knowledge  of  their  requirements,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  factor  of  2  cents  is  fair  to  all  concerned;  more  particularly,  perhaps,  to 
the  lower  grades.  "\Mien  we  reaUze  that  quahtj'  counts  for  much  in  the  markets 
to  which  the  Alberta  creameries  cater,  does  it  seem  fair  that  the  creamery'  heading 
the  list  with  90  per  cent,  of  "firsts"  and  the  one  found  at  the  bottom  of  the  list 
with  but  9  per  cent,  of  "firsts"  should  receive  the  same  price  for  their  butter? 
Certainly  creamery  Xo.  1  will  not  consider  it  fair  and  its  patrons  would  have  just 
grounds  for  a  vigourous  objection  to  the  "pooling"  of  the  proceeds.  So  would  the 
patrons  of  several  other  creameries. 

The  creameries  whose  butter  output  finds  its  way  into  "firsts,"  largely,  are  for 
that  reason  the  backbone  and  mainstay  of  the  whole  group  when  it  comes  to  finding 
and  holding  quality  markets.  They  have  just  grounds,  therefore,  upon  which  to 
base  a  demand  for  a  quality  basis  of  payment.     I  beheve  we  all  agree  on  that  point. 

Another  consideration  enters  here,  however.  We  see  that  the  creamery  lowest 
in  the  scale  had  a  certain  proportion  of  "fir.sts"  showing  that  at  least  some  of  its 
patrons  has  been  imbued  with  the  "quality"  spirit  and  supphed  first  grade  cream, 
no  doubt  quite  as  good  and  as  well  cared  for  as  the  cream  supplied  by  the  best 
patrons  of  the  creamery  that  stood  at  the  head  of  the  list.  This  being  the  case, 
these  patrons  should  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  price  as  the  latter,  yet  if  the 
principle  of  grading  and  quality  basis  pa^inent  be  not  extended  beyond  the  settle- 
ment with  the  creameries,  as  units,  for  their  total  butter  output  these  quaMty  patrons 
of  the  creamer^'  standing  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  would  not  be  justly  dealt  with: 
hence  the  grading  and  quality  basis  payment  should  be  extended  to  the  cream 
furnished  to  the  creamery  by  the  individual  patrons. 


THE       POOLING  '   SYSTEM    OF   PAYMENT. 

In  the  past  it  has  been  the  practice  to  "pool"  the  proceeds  for  all  butter  sold 
from  the  Government  creameries  through  the  cold  storage  warehouse  at  Calgary 
and  to  pay  the  patrons  of  each  creamery  the  average  price  obtained  during  each 
period  of  the  season,  less  the  cost  of  freight  on  the  shipments  to  Calgirj'  and  purely 
local  charges.  With  possibly  a  few  exceptions  this  has  been  the  general  procedure 
followed  by  all  the  creameries  in  the  west  and  in  defence  of  this  system  it  is  being 
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urged,  in  some  qxiarters,  that  it  is  up  to  the  creamery  managements  to  manufacture 
a  first  class  quality  of  butter  from  the  cream  received,  as  they  generally  reserve 
the  right  to  reject  any  cream  which  is  not  fit  to  be  made  into  first  class  butter. 

Ihis  contention  looks  plausible,  but  anyone  who  knows  the  conditions  under 
which  business  is  conducted  at  and  by  the  majority  of  creameries  will  understand 
that  it  is  not  practicable  to  carrj^  out  the  full  intent  of  that  provision  as  the 
result  would  be  that  a  number  of  patrons  would  find  themselves  without  the 
market  which  the  establishment   of  the   creamery  was  intended   to   provide. 

We  are  told  that  ''infant  industries,"  which  many  creameries  admittedlv  are 
should  be  encouraged  in  everj--  possible  way  rather  than  discouraged  by  the' pros- 
pect of  having  to  accept  lower  prices  for  the  inferior  portion  of  their  butter  output, 
an  effect  which  the  quaUty  basis  pajnnent  certainly  would  bring  in  its  train. 

As  for  encouraging  infant  industries  it  would  seem  that  no  better  encouragement 
can  be  given  than  the  prospect  of  their  getting  a  good  market  and  fair  price  for  the 
product  manufactured  .  We  have  already  seen  that  the  price  level  paid  for  butter 
in  any  normal  market  is  verj-  largely  governed  by  its  quahty.  This  being  the  case 
what  better  encouragement  could  be  given  than  a  quahty  basis  of  pajTnent? 

THE    QUALITY    PATROX. 

The  patrons  of  creameries  may  be  ch\'ided  broadly  into  two  classes.  One  class 
is  represented  by  the  man  who  looks  and  works  for  thoroughness  and  quahty  in 
anything  he  undertakes,  for  quality  sake.  He,  being  a  quality  man,  would  not  do 
a  slip-shod  piece  of  work.  A  man  of  this  description  is  generally  the  backbone  of 
any  industry  or  movement  %s"ith  which  he  identifies  himself.  He  may  not  have  all 
the  conveniences  and  facilities  which  he  desires,  but  in  the  meantinie  he  is  deter- 
mined to  make  the  very  best  use  of  what  he  has.  While  he  is  producing  quality 
for  its  own  sake  he  also  knows  that  sooner  or  later  his  market  will  recognize  the  merit 
of  that  which  he  has  to  sell  and  pay  him  accordingly.  To  quote  a  prominent  com- 
mercial publication: 

"The  passion  to  manufacture  and  sell  the  best  has  inspired  every  big  figure 
in  trade  and  industry.  These  men  reached  giants'  stature  because  for  once  creative 
impulse  and  hard  commercial  sense  pointed  to  the  same  goal.  To  cut  cost,  to  im- 
prove processes,  to  get  an  increasingly  finer  product  from  an  unchanging  raw  mater- 
ial, is  good  business  as  well  as  the  only  man's  game  worth  playing.  "The  prize  is 
quality.     Quality  begets  success.     ^lore,  it  is  success." 

I  THE    IXDIFFEREXT    PATROX. 

Then  we  have  the  indifferent  patron  who  lacks  the  technical  knowledge,  ambition 
or  will  to  do  the  share  of  work  which  may  be  fairly  expected  of  him  by  the  creameries 
aiming  for  quahty.  He  does  not  understand,  nor  does  he  appreciate,  the  meaning 
of  the  word  quality.  In  these  days  of  excellent  and  low  priced  agricultural  hter- 
ature,  Farmers'  Institute  work,  special  dairj'  meetings,  etc.,  there  is  no  reason 
why  any  dairjTuan  should  remain  ignorant  of  the  first  principles  underljing  success- 
ful dairjnng.  If  ambition  or  will  power  is  lacking  purely  moral  suasion  is  ineffective 
as  a  "bracer."  He  may  smilingly  condescend  to  listen  to  arguments  and  sug- 
gestions and  mentally  agree  to  let  the  other  fellow  follow  them,  as  for  himself  it  is 
usually  too  much  trouble.  This  class  of  man  can  only  be  reached  by  financial 
arguments  in  the  form  of  dollars  and  cents,  arguments  which  qiiaUty  basis  payment 
will  drive  home.  ^Tien  the  dollars  and  cents  argument  is  applied  he  will  generally 
"sit  up  and  take  notice."  Chances  are  that  he  may  eventually  become  a  quahty 
man,  if  not  just  for  quality's  own  sake  then  for  the  sake  of  the  additional  dol'ars  and 
cents  which  wiU  find  their  way  into  his  pockets  as  a  practical  result.  Hence,  the 
adoption  of  a  quality  basis  payment  will  act  as  an  encouragement  to  the  quality 
man  and  an  effective  spur  to  the  other.     Will  this  not  be  worth  while? 

DEFIXmOX    OF    GRADES    OF    CRE.VM. 

In  defining  the  grades  of  cream  we  must  be  guided  largely  by  local  conditions 
and  make  the  grades  so  few  and  broad  and  clear  that  all  the  patrons  will  readily 
understand  what  they  mean.  Instead  of  using  three  grades,  as  originally  proposed, 
we  now  believe  that  two  will  be  more  satisfactory  at  the  beginning. 

The  following  definitions,  it  is  considered,  wiU  be  sufficient  for  present  require- 
ments and  if  the  buttermaker  in  charge  of  the  creamery  be  competent  to  make 
first  class  butter  he  is  also  competent  to  properly  and  equitably  place  the  grades 
on  the  cream. 

First  grade:  Cream,  preferably  sweet,  from  which  first  class  butter  can  be 
made  bj'  a  competent  buttermaker.  The  flavour  to  be  clean  and  fresh,  and  con- 
sistency smooth  and  even. 
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Second  grade:  Cream,  sour  or  sweet,  which  is  slightly  stale  or  old,  or  bitter 
in  flavour  but  of  a  smooth  and  even  consistency. 

Cream,  which  is  not  clean,  which  is  lumpy,  verj-  stale  or  old,  bitter  or  musty, 
in  flavour  should  not  be  accepted. 

In  order  that  the  creamery  patrons,  who,  as  we  have  said,  are  interested  parties, 
may  become  famihar  ^vith  the  grading  system  in  use  at  the  creamery  it  is  advisable 
that  arrangements  be  made  to  have  them  visit  the  creamerj'  occasionally  and  take 
part  in  the  grading.  This  vn]l  apply  particularly  to  the  patrons,  who,  as  a  rule, 
supply  cream  of  an  inferior  grade.  It  is  by  comparison  that  we  learn  and  if  such 
patrons  be  given  an  opportunity  to  examine  and  compare  a  few  samples  they  will 
soon  learn  not  only  what  is  understood  by  first  grade,  but  they  will  also  learn  from 
the  buttermaker  how  they,  themselves,  may  be  able  to  produce  and  handle  their 
cream  so  as  to  get  it  into  the  premium  class. 

S.\MPLES   FOR   GRADING. 

At  some  creameries  the  farmers  dehver  their  cream  individually  or  form  small 
clubs  in  each  neighlsom-hood  to  take  tiu-n  about  and  bring  the  individual  patron's 
cans'into  the  creamery.  This  is  the  ideal  system  and  has  much  to  commend  it.  It 
enables  the  buttermaker  to  keep  in  constant  touch  T\-ith  his  patrons  and  where  the 
right  relations  exist  his  criticism  and  suggestions  regarding  the  production  and 
handling  of  the  cream  ^-iU  be  received  in  the  proper  spirit  and  verj-  likely  acted  upon. 
In  such  creameries  the  buttermaker  has  also  personal  control  of  the  weighing,  testing 
and  grading  of  the  individual  lots  of  cream  received. 

The  next  best  system  of  cream  dehvery  is  that  of  organizing  regular  cream 
routes  and  emploj'ing  a  collector  to  call  at  the  house  of  each  patron  on  his  route 
on  stated  days  of  each  week  and  pick  up  his  cans  of  cream.  On  the  collector's 
arrival  at  the  creamery  the  buttermaker  will  weigh,  sample  and  grade  the  cream 
from  each  patron's  cans.  The  principal  disadvantage  of  this  system  is  the  absence 
of  the  personal  relation  between  the  buttermaker  and  patrons  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  paragraph.  Under  this  heading  we  may  consider  also  the  cream  shipped 
in  by  rail  in  individual  cans.  While  the  element  of  personal  contact  between  the 
patrons  and  buttermaker  or  creamerj"  managers  is  lacking,  yet  the  responsibility 
for  correct  weights,  grades  and  tests  may  be  fixed  upon  the  latter. 

In  cases  where  the  cream  is  collected  from  the  patrons  by  cream  haulers  and 
poured  into  large  carrjang  cans  on  the  wagons  the  samples  which  are  taken  and 
brought  to  the  creamery  for  testing  purposes  are  also  to  be  used  for  grading  each 
delivery.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that  the  samples  should  be  thoroughly 
representative  in  point  of  richness  but  they  should  also  reach  the  creamery  in  prac- 
tically as  good  physical  condition  as  the  bulk  of  the  cream  from  which  they  are 
taken  and  any  material  rise  in  the  temperatiue  of  the  samples  should  be  avoided. 

This  brings  up  the  problem  of  deAising  some  inexpensive,  yet  efficient  method 
for  keeping  the  initial  temperatm-e  of  the  samples  fairly  constant  while  in  transit, 
even  dvuing  the  warm  summer  months. 

In  this  connection  the  use  of  insulated  sample  cases  have  been  suggested, 
with  ice  as  the  cooling  mediiun,  but  a  serious  weakness  in  this  method  lies  in  the 
fact  that  it  is  not  always  practicable  or  convenient  to  secure  ice  or  to  replenish 
it  in  the  sample  cases  along  the  cream  routes.  Insulated  boxes  without  any  cooling 
medium  would  *be  of  very  little  use. 

Water,  however,  is  obtainable  at  every  farm  house  and  is  in  itself  a  good  cooling 
medium  if  properly  used. 

COOLING   SAMPLES   BY    EVAPORATION. 

The  evaporation  of  water  from  a  body  lowers  its  temperature  by  the  with- 
drawal of  some  of  its  heat.  This  is  a  phenomenon  familiar  to  all  who  have  been 
caught  out  in  the  rain,  even  on  a  warm  day  without  any  iimbrella  or  rain  coat. 
So  long  as  the  clothes,  the  covering  of  the  body,  are  damp  a  certain  amoimt  of 
evaporation  goes  on  and  this  is  responsible  for  the  chill  experienced  by  the  body 
inside  which  has  to  jneld  up  some  of  its  heat  in  the  process. 

Appljang  this  principle  to  the  cases  used  for  carrj-ing  cream  samples  we  merely 
have  to  pro^^de  them  with  (1)  "clothing."  i.e.,  a  covering  material  which  will 
readily  absorb  water:  and  (2)  "rain,"  i.e.,  keeping  the  covering  wet  so  long  as  we 
want  the  contents  of  the  cases  kept  cool  by  evaporation.  The  warmer  and  drier 
the  surrounding  atmosphere  is  the  more  rapid  will  be  the  evaporation  and  the  lower 
the  temperature  inside  the  cases. 

Preliminary  tests  of  this  principle  applied  to  the  sample  cases  were  made  by 
placing  two  cases  containing  samples  of  cream  over  a  steam  boiler  where  the  tem- 
perature was  close  to  100  degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  samples  in  both  cases  were 
identical  and  had  an  initial  temperature  of  54  degrees.  One  of  the  cases  CSo.  1) 
had  no  outside  covering  of  any  kind  and  the  other  (No.  2)  was  covered  with  several 
thicknesses  of  burlap  thoroughly  soaked  in  cold  water  once  every  hour  for  the  first 
three  hours. 
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In  the  first  test  the  temperature  of  the  samples  in  case  No.  1  had  risen  42  degrees 
in  six  hours,  while  the  temperature  of  the  samples  in  case  No.  2  had  risen  only  10 
degrees. 

In  the  second  test,  case  No.  1  covered  with  four  ply  of  burlap  soaked  once 
every  hour  for  the  first  three  hours  in  water  at  40  degrees,  showed  a  rise  of  only 
four  degrees  in  six  hours,  and  another  case  covered  with  two  ply  of  burlap  only, 
but  otherwise  treated  the  same  as  No.  1  showed  an  increase  of  seven  degrees  in  the 
temperature  of  the  samples. 

Several  other  tests  of  a  similar  nature  were  conducted  with  practically  identical 
results. 

Our  experience  gained  in  making  these  tests  under  somewhat  severe  conditions 
(atmospheric  temperatures  of  up  to  100  degrees)  and  our  common  knowledge  of 
the  theory  of  evaporation  appear  to  justify  the  following  conclusions: 

1.  That  it  is  possible  for  the  cream  collectors  to  Carry  in  the  wooden  boxes 
ordinarily  used  for  that  purpose,  and  to  deliver  at  the  creamery  their  test  samples 
in  practically  the  same  condition  as  the  bulk  of  the  cream  from  which  they  were 
originally  taken,  pro\-ided  that  the  boxes  be  kept  enclosed  in  three  or  four  thick- 
nesses of  wet  burlap  or  sacking  exposed  to  the  atmosphere  en  route. 

2.  That  the  samples  of  the  patrons'  cream  collected  first  may  be  kept  cool 
and  delivered  to  the  creamery  in  practically  as  good  condition  for  grading  purposes 
as  the  samples  of  the  cream  suppUed  by  patrons  U\ing  nearer  the  creamery. 

We  have  here  described  a  method  of  carrying  and  caring  for  the  cream  samples 
from  the  patrons  to  the  creamerj'  and  we  beUeve  it  will  answer  the  purpose  very 
well.  It  is  fairly  efficient,  being  capable  of  preventing  any  material  rise  in  the 
initial  temperature  of  the  samples  for  a  number  of  hours  under  all  ordinary  con- 
ditions. 

It  is  inexpensive  in  that  the  present  sample  boxes  may  be  used,  requiring  only 
the  addition  of  the  necessary  covering  for  which  even  old  bags  -will  answer. 

It  is  practically  automatic  in  its  effect,  requiring  but  to  be  kept  wet  en  route. 
The  patrons  vnll  no  doubt  be  pleased  to  furnish  an  occasional  dipper  of  water  to  the 
cream  hauler  so  that  he  may  keep  his  samples  cool  and  deliver  them  to  the  creamery 
in  good  condition  for  grading. 

METHODS    OF    GRADING. 

The  grading  of  the  dairj'  products  in  the  sense  in  which  we  use  the  term  in  our 
present  discussion  is  done  by  the  aid  of  the  physical  senses,  sight,  touch,  taste  and 
smell. 

The  physical  senses  may  be  developed  by  practice  to  such  a  degree  that  they 
can  be  trusted  to  accurately  serve  their  possessor.  I  would  strongly  emphasize  the 
word  practice,  intelligent  practice:  they  offer  the  advantage  of  being  generally 
available  when  wanted  and  the  further  advantage  of  being  possessed  by  the  creamery 
patrons  who  are  interested  parties  to  the  grading  system.  If  the  buttermaker  can 
show  his  patrons  what  is  meant  by  "off  flavours"  on  cream,  as  well  as  tell  them 
how  such  "off  flavours"  may  be  overcome  and  avoided  altogether  he  is  hkely  to 
have  less  trouble  on  his  hands  than  the  man  who  tries  to  "prove"  his  case  purely 
by  chemical  tests  more  or  less  involved,  especially  if  he  is  not  sufficiently  famiUar 
with  their  principles  to  satisfactorily  explain  them  to  the  patrons.  I  said  the  patrons 
are  interested  parties  in  the  business  of  the  creamery  they  patronize.  They  look 
upon  the  creamerj'  as  their  best  market  for  cream  and  if  by  intelligent  co-operation 
they  as  well  as  the  creamery  can  make  better  returns  for  their  products  of  material 
and  skill  by  the  addition  of  a  httle  more  skill  they  wiU  be  wiUing  and  glad  to  co- 
operate. 

SUMMARY. 

Briefly,  the  foregoing  discussion  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

(1)  There  is  no  demand  for  inferior  butter  in  normal  markets  except  at  a  price 
considerably  lower  than  that  paid  for  the  quality  article,  and  then  in  Hmited  quan- 
tities only.  Quality  is  remembered  after  the  price  is  forgotten,  it  stimulates  demand 
and  increases  consumption. 

(2)  The  introduction  and  application  of  the  proposed  grading  principle  in  the 
creamery  business  is  not  intended  to  encourage  the  turning  out  of  several  different 
grades  of  butter  but  to  materially  raise  the  general  standard  of  quality  and  to 
enable  all  the  creameries  to  obtain  the  premium  in  the  form  of  a  higher  average 
price  for  their  butter.  It  is  merely  the  means  to  an  end,  and  this  is  truly  a  case 
where  "the  end  justifies  the  means." 

(3)  The  appUcation  of  the  proposed  system  of  grading  and  quaUty  basis  pay- 
ment for  cream  will  gradually  and  generally  improve  the  quality  of  the  cream 
supplied  to.  and  the  butter  made  in.  our  creameries.  It  will  create  and  stimulate 
a  demand  for  their  butter  in  the  best  and  most  discriminating  markets  and  secure 
for  the  patrons  the  best  possible  returns.

In  asking  you  to  endorse  on  behalf  of  the  Associations  you  here  represent 
an  innovation  in  the  business  of  the  creameries  which  will  undoubtedly  be  far 
reaching  in  its  effects  we  believe  that  we  have  shown  to  your  satisfaction  that  this 
innovation  will  in  no  way  be  prejudicial  to  the  business  success  of  any  creamery, 
that  it  is  eminently  fair  to  all  concerned  and  that  it  is  practicable. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  for  the  ensuing  year — 

(a)  The  net  proceeds  from  the  sales  of  the  butter  from  the  government  cream- 
eries be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the  grading  system  outlined,  allowing  a  premium 
of  two  cents  per  pound  for  all  butter  grading  "first." 

(6)  The  proceeds  so  distributed  to  each  creamery  be  redistributed  among  the 
patrons  on  the  basis  of  the  grading  of  their  cream  with  a  two  cents  per  pound  prem- 
ium for  the  butter  fat  contained  in  the  cream  grading  "  first,"  after  making  the  neces- 
sary deductions  for  cost  of  manufacture,  cream  hauling,  etc.,  and  that  the  premium 
be  included  in  the  advance  payments. 

A  lively  discussion  followed  in  which  the  majority  of  the  deleo:ates 
took  part.  Several  points,  especially  with  regard  to  the  objections 
and  criticisms  referred  to  in  the  address,  were  more  fully  developed. 
It  was  evident  that  the  delegates  had  given  the  grading  question 
a  good  deal  of  thought  and  also  to  some  extent  tested  the  sentiments 
of  the  patrons  towards  it. 

Their  unanimous  approval  and  recommendation  is  expressed 
in  resolutions  numbers  2  and  3,  following. 

LOCAL    MAXAGEMEXT    OF    CRE.\MERIES. 

Mr.  George  Harcourt,  Deput}'  Minister  of  Agriculture,  intro- 
duced the  discussion  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  local  manage- 
ment of  those  of  the  government  creameries  which  were  clear  of 
debt.  He  pointed  out  that  while  the  department  was  very  glad 
to  assist  the  creamery  work  in  every  practical  way  yet  he  considered 
that  the  time  had  now  come  when  a  number  of  the  associations 
could  well  undertake  a  larger  share  of  the  local  management  of 
their  creamery  business,  not  only  in  order  to  become  familiar  with 
the  details  of  the  business  end  of  the  work  but  also  that  they  might 
prepare  to  eventually  take  full  control  as  originally  intended  when 
the  department  took  charge  of  this  work.  He  said  that  after  the 
discussion  at  last  year's  convention  the  delegates  and  the  associations 
had  undoubtedly  gone  into  the  matter  locally  and  would  be  fully 
prepared  for  the  change. 

It  was  pointed  out  also  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  season 
1909  the  association  at  Blackfalds  undertook  the  entire  local  manage- 
ment in  connection  with  their  creamery,  the  department  disposing 
of  their  butter  output.  The  representatives  of  that  association 
were  present  and  would  make  a  statement  for  the  benefit  of  the 
convention  as  to  how  they  liked  the  change. 

Messrs.  J.  Barron  and  G.  L.  Gregson,  president  and  secretary- 
treasurer  respectively  of  the  Blackfalds  Creamery  Association, 
expressed  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  plan.  They  found  that 
it  was  possible  to  get  the  patrons'  cream  cheques  out  more  promptly 
after  the  end  of  each  month  and  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  patrons 
and  the  field  work  generally.  They  would  not  care  to  go  back  to 
the  former  system. 

The  memorandum  enclosed  in  the  letter  calling  the  convention 
was  discussed  point  by  point  and  the  delegates  declared  themselves 
in  favour  of  the  associations  taking  up  a  larger  share  of  the  local 
administration  orovided  the  government  would  continue  the  marketing 
of  the  butter,  as  heretofore. 
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resolutions. 

The  resolution  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Fream,  Duncan, 
Creighton,  Cameron  and  Morkeberg  presented  its  report,  and  the 
following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

1.  Having  heard  the  explanation  of  Mr.  Harcourt  in  regard  to  the  changes 
proposed  in  the  local  management  of  the  Government-operated  creameries  we  do 
recommend  that  all  creameries  now  in  a  position  to  do  so  should  accept  the  pro- 
posed new  agreement.  We  would  further  recommend  that  arrangements  be  made 
by  the  department  so  that  any  creamerj-  association  not  yet  self-supporting  can 
undertake  this  new  work  upon  the  association  entering  into  an  agreement  with 
the  department  to  allow  a  nominal  assessment  per  pound  of  butter  or  any  other 
satisfactory  agreement  to  be  made  to  pay  off  the  indebtedness. 

2.  This  convention  recognizes  the  importance  of  the  grading  of  cream  and  of 
settUng  for  same  on  the  basis  of  a  premium  for  first  grade,  and  further  we  recom- 
mend that  as  far  as  possible  this  system  be  adopted  by  all  creameries  on  the  basis 
outUned. 

3.  That  this  convention  agrees  to  the  plan  of  grading  butter  at  a  premium  for 
first  grade  and  recommends  that  in  future  all  creamen,'  associations  be  paid  at  the 
rate  per  poimd  earned  by  them  on  the  quaUty  of  the  butter  as  determined  by  the 
department. 

4.  Whereas  this  convention  has  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  scheme 
for  the  local  working  of  the  creameries,  we  wish  to  place  on  record  our  regret  at  the 
apparent  desire  of  the  goveriunent  to  withdraw  from  the  co-oper»tive  creamery 
system,  and  we  firmly  beheve  that  the  future  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  co- 
operative creamery  business  hes  in  the  assistance  of  the  eovernment.  and  in  the 
matter  of  sales  especially  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Dairy  Commissioner;  we 
also  wish  to  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the  remarks  of  the  Hon.  Duncan 
Marshall  that  as  long  as  the  creamerj'  associations  request  the  ser\ices  of  the 
government  in  this  matter,  and  he  is  the  head  of  the  department  of  agriculture, 
they  will  be  given,  and  we  assm-e  him  that  we  will  take  advantage  of  his  offer. 

5.  TMiereas  the  convention  of  creamery  delegates  held  at  Red  Deer  in  April. 
1909,  passed  resolutions  recommending  stricter  regiilations  of  all  creameries  and 
cheese  factories  and  no  action  has  been  taken  on  same  this  convention  do  hereby 
reiterate  the  said  resolutions  and  do  recommend  to  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture that  regulations  be  passed  pro\'iding  for  the  licensing  of  all  creameries 
and  cheese  factories,  the  issuing  of  permits  to  erect  new  creameries  or  cheese  factor- 
ies by  a  representative  council,  the  issuing  of  detailed  statements  shoAsing  butter 
fat,  moisture,  basis  of  paj-ment  and  all  other  information  that  may  be  required, 
goverrmient  inspection  of  manufacturing  and  sanitation,  and  providing  that  the 
books  of  all  creameries  and  factories  shall  be  open  to  patrons  at  all  times  during 
business  hours. 

6.  Wliereas  the  present  system  of  allotting  shares  has  resulted  in  shares  being 
issued  to  former  patrons  who  have  left  the  district  and  these  shares  are  now  being 
carried  on  the  books  of  the  associations,  thereby  causing  a  large  amount  of  unneces- 
sary labour,  we  do  hereby  request  the  ^linister  of  Agriculture  to  bring  in  an  amend- 
ment to  The  DairjTnen's  Act,  gixing  associations  power  to  cancel  any  shares  whether 
fully  paid  up  or  otherwise,  in  the  event  of  the  said  shareholders  not  registering  their 
proper  address  within  five  years  after  the  allotting  of  said  shares  and  after  adver- 
tising the  names  of  said  absentee  shareholders  at  least  three  times  in  a  local  news- 
paper and  once  in  the  official  Gazette  of  the  Pro^^nce. 

7.  Whereas  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  a  large  quantity  of  dairj--  butter  sold 
over  the  counters  in  the  store?  is  under  weight  and  the  Dominion  laws  governing 
same  do  not  seem  to  be  well  known,  we  recommend  that  an  amendment  be  placed 
in  the  Dair^Tnen's  Act  providing  that  all  pound  prints  made  up  and  put  on  the 
market  must  be  of  full  weight  and  providing  for  penalties  for  the  non-fulfilment  of 
this  provision. 

8.  This  convention  places  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  services  and  assis- 
tance rendered  to  the  creamery  industry-  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  his 
staff,  more^  especially  Mr.  C.  Marker.  Dairj'  Commissioner,  whose  splendid  work 
has  done  so  much  to  build  up  the  dairy  industrj'  of  the  province. 

CHANGE    IX    WORKING    AGREEMENTS. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  each  case  the  department 
had  drawn  up  four  different  plans  of  operation,  as  embodied  in  the 
four  following  forms  of  working  agreements,  and  submitted  to  the 
respective  associations:

MEMORANDUM  OF  AGREEMENT.

and 

THE  DAIRY  COMMISSIONER,  ACTING  FOR  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICTLTURE  FOR  THE 

PROVINCE  OF  ALBERTA. 

1.  The ;  •  • 

(hereinafter  called  the  Association)  agrees  to  provide  suitable  buildings  and  prenuses 
fully  equipped  for  the  manufacture  of  butter  and  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure  water 
and  good  drainage,  all  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Dairj'  Commissioner,  for  carrj'ing 

on  the  business  of  manufacturing  butter  at 

in  the  Pro^'ince  of  .Alberta. 

2.  The  Association  guarantee  a  cream  supply  to  the  creamery  from  at  least 
four  hundred  cows  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  months  per  year. 

3.  The  Association  agree  to  give  and  assure  to  the  Department  of  Agricvilture 
free  and  undisturbed  possession  of  the  creamerj^  buildings,  premises  and  plant  for 
a  term  of  not  less  than  one  year  from  the  first  of  May,  1910. 

(2)  Any  charge  or  claim  on  the  buildings,  premises  or  plant,  on  behalf 
of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  is  not  to  be  considered  as  a  claim 
on  the  Department  of  Agriculture.   , 

4.  The  Association,  through  its  Board  of  Directors,  agree  to  use  all  reasonable 
means  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  creamery  and  to  secure  persons  who  will 
furnish  a  supply  of  cream  in  accordance  -with  the  rules  and  regulations  attached  to, 
and  forming  a  part  of,  this  agreement. 

5.  The  Association  agree  that  the  cream  shall  be  delivered  at  the  creamery 
free  of  charge  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  that  the  cream  shall  be  delivered 
by,  or  collected  from,  each  patron  such  number  of  times  each  week  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Dairy  Commissioner. 

6.  The  Association  hereby  authorize  the  Dairy  Commissioner  from  time  to 
time  to  provide  on  its  behalf  and  at  its  expense  any  addition  to  the  buildings, 
equipment,  water  supply  and  drainage  not  in  the  nature  of  repairs  which  he  may 
consider  necessary  for  the  dispatch  and  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  creamery. 

7.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  the  Dairy  Commissioner  agrees  to  manu- 
facture from  the  cream  which  may  be  accepted  at  the  creamerj'  a  first  class  quality 
of  butter. 

(2)  The  right  to  reject  any  cream  which  he  considers  unfit  for  making 
into  a  first  class  quality  of  butter  is  reserved  to  the  butter  maker 
in  charge  of  the  creamerj'  and  his  judgment  and  decision  in  the  matter 
shall  be  final. 

8.  The  Dairj'  Commissioner  agrees  to  market  the  butter  to  the  best  of  his 
judgment  and  ability  and  to  pay  the  persons  supplying  the  cream  the  net  proceeds 
realized  from  aU  sales  of  butter  and  buttermilk,  in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of 
butter  made  from  the  cream  furnished  by  each,  after  deducting — 

(1)  The  actual  cost  of  manufacturing,  accounting  and  care  of  the  butter 
in  cold  storage  until  it  be  finally  disposed  of.  This  charge  is  not  to 
exceed  four  cents  per  pound  of  butter. 

(2)  Any  charge  which  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association  may  direct 
to  be  paid  for  the  dehvery  of  cream  to  the  creamery;  and 

(3)  Such  further  charge  or  assessment  as  may  be  made  on  the  manufac- 
tured butter  for  the  purpose  of  a  loan  fund  or  a  local  working  fund, 
or  both,  as  set  out  in  Section  12  and  13  of  this  agreement.

(5)  To  provide  for  the  insurance,  taxes,  up-keep  and  depreciation  of  the 
property  of,  and  for  such  other  charges  as  may  be  authorized  by,  the 
Association. 

14.  Provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  issuing  of  paid  up  shares  in  the  Association 
to  the  persons  supplying  cream  to  the  creamery  in  proportion  to  the  amounts  paid 
in  by  them  severally  to  the  loan  fund,  as  set  forth  in  Section  12  of  this  agreement. 
'-M  15.  The  Dairy  Commissioner  agrees  to  keep  the  creamery  building  and  plant 
in  a  good  state  of  repair,  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  tempest 
and  other  casualty  excepted.

2.  The  Association  guarantee  a  cream  supply  to  the  creamery  from  at  least 
four  hundred  cows  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  months  per  year. 
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3.  The  Association  agree  to  give  and  assure  to  the  Department  of  Atrrioilture 
free  and  undisturbed  possession  of  the  creamery  buildings,  premises  and  \Aant  for 
a  term  of  not  less  than  one  year  from  the  first  of  May,  1910. 

(2)  Any  charge  or  claim  on  the  buiklings,  premises  or  plant,  on  behalf  of 
any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  is  not  to  be  considered  as  a  claim 
on  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

4.  The  Association,  through  its  Board  of  Directors,  agree  to  use  all  reasonable 
means  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  creamery  and  to  secure  persons  who  will 
furnish  a  supply  of  cream  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  attached  to, 
and  forming  part  of,  this  agreement. 

5.  The"  Association  agree  that  the  cream  shall  be  delivered  at  the  creamery 
free  of  charge  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  that  the  cream  shall  be  deliv- 
ered by,  or  collected  from,  each  patron  such  number  of  times  each  week  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Dairy  Commissioner. 

6.  The  Association  hereby  authorize  the  Dairy  Commissioner  from  time  to 
time  to  proAdde  on  its  behalf  and  at  its  expense  any  addition  to  the  buildings,  equip- 
ment, water  supply  and  drainage  not  in  the  nature  of  repairs  which  he  may  consider 
necessary  for  the  dispatch  and  efficiency  of  the  work  in  the  creamery. 

7.  In  consideration  of  the  foregoing,  the  Dairj'  Commissioner  agrees  to  manu- 
facture from  the  cream  which  may  be  accepted  at  the  creamery  a  first  class  quality 
of  butter. 

(2)  The  right  to  reject  any  cream  which  he  considers  unfit  for  making 
into  a  first  class  quality  of  butter  is  reserved  to  the  buttermaker 
in  charge  of  the  creamery,  and  his  judgment  and  decision  in  the 
matter  shall  be  final. 

8.  The  Dairj'  Commissioner  agrees  to  market  the  butter  to  the  best  of  his 
judgment  and  ability,  and  to  pay  the  Association  for  distribution  among  the  persons 
supplying  the  cream,  the  net  proceeds  realized  from  all  sales  of  butter  and  butter- 
miik,  in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of  butter  made  from  the  cream  furnished  by 
each,  for  the  cost  of  cream  collection  and  delivery  and  of  local  administration 
after  deducting: 

(1)  The  actual  cost  of  manufacturing  and  care  of  the  butter  in  cold  storage 
until  it  finally  be  disposed  of.  This  charge  is  not  to  exceed  three  and 
one-half  cents  per  pound  of  the  butter. 

(2)  Such  further  charge  or  assessment  as  may  be  made  on  the  manufac- 
tured butter  for  the  purpose  of  a  loan  fund  or  rental  and  interest 
charge,  or  both,  as  set  out  in  Sections  12  and  13  of  this  agreement. 

9.  The  Dairy  Commissioner  agrees  to  pay  the  said  Association  on  each  ship- 
ment of  butter  as  received  by  him  into  cold  storage  at  Calgary  such  advances  as 
he  msLX  estimate  to  be  about  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  its  net  value,  less  the  de- 
ductions for  loan  fund  and  interest  as  set  out  in  Sections  12  and  13  and  to  pay  the 
balance  dvie  on  such  sales  after  the  season's  butter  has  been  disposed  of. 

10.  The  Dairy  Commissioner  agrees  to  provide  the  labour,  fuel,  ice,  packages

VI. — Quality  Basis  Payment  for  Butter  and  Cream,  1910. 

After  the  close  of  the  Red  Deer  Convention  arrangements  were 
made  to  take  up  the  discussion  of  the  grading  and  quality  payment 
question  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  creamery  associations 
and  at  a  number  of  the  Farmers'  Institute  meetings  which  were 
held  in  creamery  districts  during  the  winter  and  early  spring. 

At  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  creamer}-  associations 
one  of  their  officers  who  attended  the  convention  introduced  the 
question  by  presenting  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  convention. 
These  meetings  were  attended  also  by  the  writer  of  these  Unes  or 
by  one  of  the  provincial  dairy  instructors,  who  dealt  at  some  length 
wUh  the  more  technical  points  involved  in  the  care  and  grading  of 
cream.  In  every  case  the  meetings  approved  of  the  principle  of 
paying  a  premium  on  quaUty  and  confirmed  the  action  of  their 
delegates  at  the  convention. 

It  is  believed  that  the  pubHcity  given  to  the  new  movement 
through  tlie  public  press,  by  the  issue  of  special  circulars  to  creamery 
patrons  and  fairly  exhaustive  discussions  at  meetings  held  in  creamery 
districts,  thoroughly  paved  the  way  for  the  change  and  when  the 
summer  season's  business  opened  the  grading  and  premium  system 
was  applied  to  all  the  butter  handled  for  creamery  associations  by 
the  department. 

The  successful  introduction  of  the  grading  system  already 
referred  to  and  the  verv  satisfactory  results  obtained  is  largely  due 
to  the  enthusiastic  co-operation  of  the  patrons,  the  cream  collectors 
and  the  local  management  of  the  participating  creameries.  While 
this  new  work  added  considerably  to  the  already  exacting  duties 
of  the  cream  collectors,  secretaries  and  buttermakers  in  charge 
of  the  creameries  they  did  their  part  cheerfully  and  conscientiously, 
and  deserve  every  commendation. 

We  appreciate  also  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  local  and 
agricultural  press  in  the  pubhcity  they  have  given  to  any  move- 
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ment  which  has  for  its  object  the  betterment  of  our  dairy  industry. 
The  proposed  grading  work  received  encouraging  comment  on  every 
hand.     From  among  a  number  of  press  references  I  wish  to  quote: 

From  "  The  Farmers'  Ad 'ocate,"  May  llth,  1910. 
CREAM  PRICES  BASED  ON  QUALITY. 

Grading  cream  and  the  quality  basis  as  payment,  was  the  motto  adopted 
at  the  Alberta  buttermakers'  convention.  All  the  cream  received  at  the  different 
government  creameries  throughout  Alberta  this  year  will  be  sampled  and  .graded. 
He  who  sends  cream  possessing  consistency  and  quality  to  marshal  it  into  the  ranks 
of  first  grade,  will  receive  a  premium  of  two  cents  for  his  cream  over  the  man  who 
is  content  to  file  below  him.  Good  cream  is  the  prime  essential  of  good  butter, 
and  the  best  butter  brings  the  best  price.  Therefore  the  fact  should  not  be  questioned 
whether  or  not  such  a  move  as  that  taken  by  the  Alberta  buttermakers  is  a  wise 
one. 

Quite  true,  it  is  a  bold  step;  yet  it  is  a  most  important  one.  From  Eastern  On- 
tario comes  the  intelligence  that  such  a  scheme  is  impracticable,  mainly  because  it 
might  discourage  patrons  and  drive  them  to  other  creameries,  and  thus  bring  failure 
to  the  deserted  ones.  No  doubt  such  arguments  should  have  some  audience,  but  the 
conclusion  is  wrongly  brought.  Farmers  who  aim  to  produce  a  high  grade  are 
going  to  patronize  the  factory  where  they  receive  the  highest  price.  _ 

The  husbandmen  of  Western  Canada  are  men  with  ideals,  and  it  is  not  com- 
plimentary to  them  in  this  instance  to  say  that  they  will  not  aim  at  the  best  product 
and  the  highest  price.  Alberta's  products  are  finding  a  high-class  market  is  British 
Columbia,  and  it  is  a  most  important  step  that  the  co-operative  creameries  of  the 
province  have  taken  with  the  endeavour  to  place  a  uniform  as  well  as  a  high  grade 
Ijutter  on  the  market.  If  the  quality  basis  as  payment  for  cream  hae  no  other 
effect  than  to  corral  the  poor  product  it  is  worthy  of  support  and  commendation. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  record  at  the 
close  of  the  season's  business  of  the  government  creameries  that  the 
application  of  the  grading  and  premium  system  has  resulted  in  a 
marked  improvement  of  the  quahty  of  the  butter  output  of  the 
creameries. 

A  comparative  statement  is  given  in  Table  V.  The  grade 
standards  which  form  the  basis  of  comparison  being  identical  in  both 
years'  work.  The  table  includes  only  the  13  creameries  operated 
under  direct  government  supervision  in  1910,  of  which  we  have 
complete  records.

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Table  V  shows  that  the  average  selUng  price  of  the  butter  made 
in  all  the  creameries  was  25.91  cents  per  pound  for  the  season.  Col- 
umn A  shows  the  price  each  creamery  would  have  received  under 
the  "pooUng"  system  of  payment  and  column  B  indicates  what 
each  creamery  received  on  the  basis  of  grade  and  a  premium  of  2 
cents  per  pound  of  first  grade  butter. 

While  the  proceeds  from  the  butter  sales  were  distributed  among 
the  creameries  on  the  basis  of  grade  yet  in  four  cases  the  associations 
did  not  redistribute  their  proceeds  as  recommended.  These  are 
numbered  7,  9,  11  and  12  in  the  table.  They  were  fearful  lest  they 
should  lose  some  of  their  patrons.  Yet,  even  in  their  case — and 
with  a  single  exception —  there  was  a  marked  reduction  in  the 
percentage  of  "Seconds"  and  corresponding  increase  in  the  pro- 
portion of  "firsts." 

The  nine  creameries  that  adopted  the  quahty  basis  payment 
throughout  report  good  satisfaction  and  no  loss  of  patrons.  This 
was  to  be  expected. 

"To  make  an  increasingly  finer  product  from  unchanging  raw 
material  is  good  business."  As  our  dairymen  come  to  reaUze  the 
truth  and  wisdom  contained  in  that  statement  as  fully  as  do  many 
other  branches  of  industry  they  will  be  ready  to  heartily  support 
and  promote  any  agency  wiiich  makes  for  quaUty  and  fair  play. 

VII. — Convention  of  Buttermakers  and  Creamery  Secretaries 

AT  Innisfail. 

As  in  former  years  a  convention  of  creamery  buttermakers  was 
held  immediately  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  summer  season's  business 
at  Innisfail.  The  following  quotations  from  a  letter  mailed  to  the 
buttermakers  of  the  province  gives  an  outline  of  the  purpose  and 
work   of   the   convention: 

"The  Annual  Pro\'incial  Buttermakers'  Convention  and  Short  Course  wiU  be  held 
in  the  Town  of  Innisfail  beginning  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  April  the  19th. 

"Addresses  and  discussions  will  be  given  on  the  dairy  industry  in  the  Province 
in  general;  grading  of  cream  at  the  creameries  and  quality  basis  payment  of  butter; 
sampling  and  testing  of  milk  and  cream,  the  relative  duties  of  patrons,  cream  haulers 
and  management  of  the  creameries;  general  creamery  practice  and  sanitation; 
pasteurisation  of  cream,  etc. 

"In  addition  to  the  addresses  and  discussions,  practical  classes  will  be  con- 
ducted in  the  grading  of  cream,  scoring  of  butter,  testing  of  milk  and  cream  and 
the  calculations  connected  therewith;  tests  for  moisture  and  salt  content  of  butter; 
steam  fitting  and  repair  work,  soldering  tinware,  etc.  In  short,  the  course  is  in- 
tended to  cover  practically  the  whole  field  of  creamery  management.  Preparations 
are  being  made  to  give  special  attention  to  the  practical  work  outlined  and  the 
local  management  of  the  Innisfail  creamery  is  kindly  placing  the  creamery  equip- 
ment at  the  disposal  of  the  convention. 

"I  would  also  direct  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  Prize  List  of  the  Butter 
Exhibit  and  invite  your  participation  in  the  contest.  It  is  expected  that  Mr.  W. 
A.  Wilson,  Superintendent  of  Dairying  for  Saskatchewan  will  be  present  and  place 
the  awards  in  the  several  classes."

The  Government  creameries  having  decided  to  adopt  the  system  of  cream 
grading  recommended  at  the  Red  Deer  convention  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
invite  the  secretaries  of  the  associations  concerned  to  attend  the  Innisfail  convention 
in  order  that  they  might  become  familiar  with  the  changes  in  their  book-keeping 
which  the  new  working  agreements  of  the  adoption  of  the  grading  system  called 
for.  Particulars  are  given  in  the  following  quotation  from  a  letter  addressed  to  the 
secretaries  and  to  the  owners  of  indiA-idual  creameries: 

"A  short  practical  course  will  be  given  in  creamery  book-keeping  at  the  Innis- 
fail Dairy  Convention,  commencing  at  2  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  April  19th.  The  course 
will  probably  last  a  day  and  a  half  or  two  days  and  will  deal  with  Cream  Haulers' 
Records,  Buttermakers'  Records,  Patrons'  Cream  Ledger.  Returns  to  Patrons, 
Stock  Book  and  Share  Accounts,  Cash  and  Analytical  Ledger  and  Balance  Sheets. 

"The  desirability  of  a  uniform  system  of  creamery  book-keeping  was  empha- 
sized by  the  Secretaries  attending  the  Convention  at  Red  Deer  in  February  last. 

"Mr.  F.  W.  Underwood,  Accountant  in  the  Dairy  Commissioners'  office,  will 
deal  in  a  practical  way  with  the  various  records  leading  up  to  the  returns  to  patrons. 
Mr.  E.  J.  Fream,  Secretarj'-Treasurer  of  the  Innisfail  Creamery  Association,  will 
deal  more  particularly  with  Association  book-keeping,  using  the  system  adopted 
at  the  Red  Deer  Convention. 

"A  supply  of  blank  record  and  book  forms  will  be  on  hand  for  the  use  of  the 
persons  attending  the  course  and  an  opportunity  -will  be  given  them  to  become 
familiar  in  a  practical  way  with  everj'  phase  of  creamery  book-keeping." 

The  attendance  on  the  opening  daj^  of  the  convention  wa.s  eighteen 
buttermakers.  wlio  had  cliarge  of  creameries  in  various  parts  of  the 
province,    and   eight   creamery   association   secretaries. 

The  first  afternoon  a  joint  meeting  was  held  in  the  town  council 
chambers  where  Mr.  Wm.  Gimston,  Councillor,  presented  an  address 
of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Innisfail,  who  was  pleased 
to  place  the  council  chambers  at  the  disposal  of  the  convention. 

During  the  afternoon  addresses  were  delivered  by  Mr.  George 
Harcourt,  Deput}*  Minister  of  Agriculture,  on  the  subject  of  "Forage 
Crops  and  Succulent  Feed  for  Dairy  Cows";  by  Mr.  Isaac  Bateman, 
a  progressive  local  dairyman  and  breeder  of  Holstein  cattle,  on 
the  subject  of  "Alfalfa."  These  were  both  practical  addresses  and 
brought  forward  a  great  deal  of  helpful  discussion  and  information. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Wilson,  Dairy  Superintendent  for  the  Pro\ince  of 
Saskatchewan,  addressed  the  convention  on  "The  Relations  of  the 
Buttermaker  to  His  Employer  and  Patron."  That  Mr.  Wilson 
touched  a  responsive  and  sympathetic  chord  was  very  evident  at 
the  conclusion  of  his  address. 

The  wTiter  of  these  lines  dealt  with  the  question  of  "Cream 
Grading"  as  he  had  done  at  the  Red  Deer  Convention  and  urged 
the  buttermakers  to  encourage,  as  far  as  they  could,  the  work  of 
the  quahty  patrons,  to  keep  in  view  the  ideal,  "all  was  as  good  as  the 
best,"  and  to  steadily  work  towards  that  ideal. 

In  the  sessions  follomng  the  buttermakers  and  secretaries 
worked  separately.  The  former  under  the  direction  of  Messrs. 
Pearson,  Scott  and  Flan  at  the  creamery  building,  where  a  specially 
large  testing  room  had  been  built  for  class  purposes.  The  latter 
took  up  their  work  of  book-keeping  in  the  town  offices  under  the 
direction  of  Messrs.  Underwood  and  Fream. 
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the  butter  exhibit. 

Although  the  great  majority  of  the  creameries  had  not  yet 
commenced  operations  for  the  season  eleven  exhibits  were  brought 
in  and  entered  in  classes  I  and  II.  Mr.  W.  A.  Wilson,  Superintendent 
of  Dairying  for  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  acted  as  judge  of  the 
exhibits  and  placed  the  awards  as  follows:

BUTTER    SCORING    CONTEST. 

In  this  contest  the  participants  were  required  to  score  several 
dupUcate  samples  of  different  t3^pes  of  butter.  The  numbering 
and  arrangement  of  the  samples  were  known  only  to  the  committee 
in  charge  of  the  contest.  Upon  its  completion  all  the  scores  recorded 
by  each  contestant  were  compared  and  the  percentage  of  error, 
or  difference,  in  the  several  scores  of  the  same  butter  calculated. 
The  awards  were  made  on  the  basis  of  the  average  percentage  of 
error  in  each  man's  score,  not  exceeding  one-half  point  on  flavour. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Henderson,  General  Manager  of  The  Canadian  Salt 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Windsor,  Ontario,  kindh^  donated  the  sum  of  $50.00  towards 
this  contest  and  following  gives  the  names  of  the  winners  and  the 
amount  of  prizes  received  according  to  the  closeness  of  scoring.

The  generosity  of  the  several  firms  contributing  towards  the 
premium  list  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  convention  as  well  as 
by  the  writer. 

Immediately  before  the  closing  session  of  the  convention  the 
citizens  of  Innisfail  entertained  the  visitors  at  a  splendid  banquet. 
On  this  occasion  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Agriculture  presented, 
on  behalf  of  the  Department,  the  prizes  awarded  in  the  1909  season's 
butter  scoring  contest  as  follows:

Mr.  Wilson  presented  the  prizes  won  by  the  participants  in 
the  butter  exhibit  at  the  convention  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Grogan  presented 
the  Richardson  Challenge  Trophy  to  the  exhibitor  who  had  the 
highest  average  score  in  classes  I  and  II. 
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During  the  progress  of  the  banquet  speeches  were  made  by  a 
number  of^  local  business  and  dairymen;  some  reminiscent,  others 
in  prophetic  mood.  They  all  agreed,  however,  that  the  dairy  in- 
dustry had  been  a  mighty  factor  in  the  development  of  their  district 
and  the  prosperity  of  their  citizens. 

VIII. — Short  Courses  ix  Home  Dairy  Work. 

The  writer  and  the  dairy  instructors  delivered  lectures  and 
gave  several  practical  demonstrations  in  home  dairying  in  connection 
with  the  short  courses  in  Agriculture  conducted  by  the  department 
at  Lethbridge,  Olds  and  Vegreville  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
The  following  topics  were  included  in  the  lecture  courses:  The  nature 
and  composition  of  milk,  milking,  care  of  milk,  testing  of  milk  and 
its  products,  cream  separation,  centrifugal  cream  separators,  ripen- 
ing of  cream,  churning  and  preparing  butter  for  market,  dairy  record 
work  on  the  farm,  care  of  milk  and  cream  for  cheese  factories  and 
creameries,  etc.  The  demonstrations  took  the  form  of  testing  milk 
and  cream,  cream  separation  and  butter  making,  the  aim  being 
to  present  in  a  simple,  practical  manner  the  chief  technical  points 
to  observe  in  home  dairy  work. 

IX.- — Exhibition  Work. 

As  in  former  years  the  department  had  a  complete  home  dairy 
equipment  in  operation  during  the  Provincial  Exhibition  in  Calgary 
in  Jul}'.  The  exhibition  company  having  placed  at  our  disposal 
for  that  purpose  a  large  prominent  space  on  the  ground  floor  of 
the  pavillion.  Messrs.  Pearson  and  Scott,  instructors,  conducted 
the  daily  demonstration  in  buttermaking  and  in  the  testing  of  milk 
products,  work  which  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention  from  exhibi- 
tion visitors. 

It  is  gratifpng  to  note  that  the  principal  fairs  in  the  pro\dnce 
are  giving  increased  attention  and  offering  liberal  prizes  to  dairy 
competitions.  This  is  calculated  to  encourage  the  dairy  men  and 
women  of  the  surrounding  countr}^  to  bring  in  the  best  products 
and   the   most   productive    animals   for   open   competition. 

The  writer  officiated  as  judge  of  dairy  products  at  the  Winnipeg 
Industrial  Exhibition  and  jointly  with  Mr.  W.  A.  Wilson,  Super- 
intendent of  Dairying  for  Saskatchewan,  at  the  Pro\dncial  Exhibition 
at  Calgary.  The  dairy  instructors  acted  b}^  special  request  in 
like  capacity  at  a  number  of  the  fairs  in  the  province. 

X. — Factory  Instruction. 

The  pro\'incial  dairy  instructors  paid  periodical  visits  to  the 
creameries  in  the  pro\dnce  during  the  season.  Their  services  w^ere 
appreciated  and  their  ad\'ice  followed  in  most  cases,  yet  there  are 
some  creameries  and  some  butter  makers  who  do  not  seem  to  appre- 
ciate the  necessity  of  orderly  sanitary  conditions  and  in  the  absence 
of  legislation  upon  that  point  the  instructors  could  merely  advise 
and  make  suggestions  which  might  or  might  not,  be  acted  upon. 
It  is  but  fair  to  say,  however,  that  there  are  but  few  cases  in  which 
sterner  measures  would  be  needed  were  they  available. 

As  our  Dairymen's  Act  received  several  important  amend- 
ments at  the  recent  session  of  the  legislature  the  work  of  factory 
instruction  and  inspection  may  be  carried  forward  with  sufficient 
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authority  to  secure  the  results  which  are  looked  for,  namely,  the 
manufacture  of  first  class  dairy  products  upon  sanitary  premises 
and  in   buildings   properly  equipped   and   managed. 

XI. — Public  Meetings, 

As  in  former  years  the  writer  and  the  dairy  instructors,  Messrs. 
Pearson  and  Scott,  addressed  a  large  number  of  institutes  and  specially 
called  dairy  meetings  throughout  that  portion  of  the  province  where 
dairying  is  carried  on  to  any  extent.  The  topics  discussed  at  these 
meetings  were  selected  to  suit  local  requirements  in  so  far  as  these 
could  be  ascertained  or  anticipated.  For  instance,  the  subject  of 
grading  and  quality  basis  payment  for  cream  and  butter  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  meetings  which  were  held  in  creamery  districts.  The 
fullest  possible  discussion,  pro  and  con,  was  encouraged.  The  results 
of  the  preliminary  work  of  the  department  in  the  grading  of  cream 
and  butter  at  government  creameries  was  graphically  depicted  on 
large  charts  and  did  a  great  deal  towards  drawing  out  questions^ 
possible  objections  to  some  details  or  other,  suggestions  and  opinions. 
The  simphcity  of  the  proposed  grading  system  and  its  evident  fairness 
appealed  and  received  the  endorsement  of  the  people  who  would  be 
most  affected  by  its  introduction,  namely,  the  patrons  of  the  cream- 
eries. At  points  where  the  people  were  more  interested  in  liome 
dairying  suitable  topics  were  discussed.  In  our  endeavour  to  deal 
with  the  science  and  art  of  dair5'ing  we  should  not  overlook  the 
commercial  end  of  it.  Dairying  should  be  regarded  as  a  business 
proposition,  a  profitable  branch  of  farming.  The  dairyman  who 
applies  knowledge  and  skill  in  his  business  is  likely  to  make  a  success 
of  it  financially. 

XII. — Correspondence. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  3,276  letters  have  been 
received  at  the  dairy  commissioner's  office  and  3,774  sent  out.  The 
correspondence  deals  largely  with  the  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment creamery  work  and  the  butter  sales,  but  a  large  number  of 
inquiries  were  received  and  answered  on  matters  connected  with 
dairying  in  the  province  in  general,  the  establishment  of  creameries, 
etc.

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3— REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  INSPECTOR  OF  WEEDS. 

Sir,— I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  first  annual 
report  as  Chief  Inspector  of  Weeds.  When  I  received  my  appoint- 
ment, there  were  eighteen  weed  districts  and  twenty-one  inspectors. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  inspection  season  the  number  of  districts 
was  increased  to  thirty  and  the  number  of  inspectors  to  thirty-one, 
but  on  account  of  getting  started  so  late  in  the  season,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  inspectors  to  thirty-five  in 
order  to  get  over  all  the  badly  infested  places  before  the  weeds 
matured.  To  do  the  most  effective  work,  the  inspectors  for  Southern 
Alberta  should  be  appointed  the  first  part  of  April  and  those  in 
Central  Alberta  about  the  middle  of  May. 

Owing  to  the  dry  weather  in  June  and  July,  the  grain  in  many 
parts  of  Southern  Alberta  did  not  make  a  ^^lgourous  growth,  thus 
giving  the  Russian  thistle,  which  is  well  adapted  to  dry  soil,  a 
better  chance  to  grow,  and  consequently  there  was  more  Russian 
thistle  last  season  than  previously.  The  inspectors  in  these  districts 
have  worked  faithfully  destroying  this  weed.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  seed  of  the  tumbhng  mustard  lay  dormant  in  the  soil  in  the 
dr^-er  portions  of  Southern  Alberta  during  June  and  July  and  did 
not  germinate  until  the  rainfall  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer. 
Fearing  that  these  plants  would  mature  before  the  frost  killed  them, 
it  was  found  necessary  for  a  great  many  of  the  inspectors  to  re-inspect 
districts  that  they  had  pre\'iously  passed  through  and  pronounced 
clean. 

The  regular  inspection  work  began  on  July  the  25th.  In 
Southern  Alberta  there  were  many  districts  in  which  the  inspection 
work  was  not  completed  o-uing  to  stinkweed  which  germinated 
during  October  and  made  considerable  growth.  This  plant  is  a 
winter  annual  which,  if  not  destroyed  in  the  fall,  "v\-ill  produce  seeds 
very  early  in  the  spring.  In  some  parts  of  Central  Alberta  the 
threshing  machines  were  in  operation  quite  late  in  the  fall  and  re- 
quired the  attention  of  the  inspectors. 

During  the  season  about  twenty-one  thousand  farms  were 
examined.  Almost  every  place  was  visited  twice  and  in  many 
cases  the  inspectors  called  a  third  time.  In  the  majority  of  cases 
the  farmers  comphed  -^-ith  the  instructions  given  by  the  inspectors. 
About  six  hundred  and  fifty  threshing  machines  were  inspected. 

It  was  found  necessary  for  the  department  to  destroy  weeds  on 
a  number  of  places,  such  as  abandoned  homesteads,  government 
fire-guards  and  unoccupied  lands  owned  by  speculators.  The  owners 
have  been  communicated  vath,  and  some  have  agreed  to  refund  the 
money  expended.  As  all  the  accounts  for  work  of  this  nature  have 
not  reached  the  department,  it  is  impossible  to  state  the  amount 
expended  in  this  way. 

In  some  instances  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  conduct  pro- 
secutions and  they  have  had  an  excellent  effect  in  persuading  negli- 
gent farmers  to  clean  up  their  weeds.  The  fines  ranged  from  one 
dollar  to  twenty  dollars.  In  every  case  where  a  fine  was  imposed 
the  owner  of  the  property  had  been  served  with  a  notice  and  visited 
a  number  of  times  by  the  inspector.  The  inspectors  have  tried 
to  make  the  campaign  educational  as  far  as  possible,  and  it  was 
only  when  the  in.structions  of  the  inspector  were  totally  disregarded 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  enforced. 
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The  cleaning  of  the  grain  by  the  threshing  machines  is  a  very 
important  matter  and  should  be  given  special  attention.  In  Central 
Alberta  ball  mustard  constitutes  a  much  more  serious  problem 
than  in  the  south.  This  year  it  was  particularly  prevalent  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  dry  weather  in  the  spring  prevented  it  from 
germinating  until  the  grain  was  too  high  to  allow  cultivation  with 
harrows.  With  the  exception  of  wild  oats  the  seeds  of  this  plant 
are  considerably  larger  than  those  of  'any  other  noxious  weed;  and 
the  inspectors  found  that  none  of  the  threshing  machines  were 
equipped  with  sieves  large  enough  to  clean  them  out. 

The  machine  agencies  had  no  suitable  sieves  on  hand,  but  when 
requested  ordered  larger  sieves.  A  number  of  machines  have  been 
equipped  with  these  sieves  and  now  do  better  work.  Where  the 
grain  is  very  badly  infested  with  ball  mustard  it  is  almost  impossible 
for  the  machines  to  clean  it  out  with  one  sieve.  If  two  sieves  were 
used,  a  quite  coarse  one  on  top  and  a  finer  one  underneath,  more 
satisfactory  work  could  be  done..  The  upper  one  would  let  all  the 
weed  seeds  through  along  with  the  fine  kernels  of  grain,  thus  giving 
the  under  sieve  less  work  to  do.  The  layer  of  grain  passing  over 
it  would  be  much  thinner  and  so  give  the  weed  seeds  a  chance  to 
pass  through  the  sieve.  A  sieve  was  made  with  two  different  sizes 
of  screening,  the  main  body  composed  of  zinc  screening,  six  holes 
to  the  inch,  and  one  foot  on  the  lower  end  made  of  screening  about 
two  sizes  coarser.  This  sieve  was  put  into  a  machine  and  did  satis- 
factory work  in  threshing  oats  quite  badly  infested  with  ball  mustard. 
However,  I  am  not  prepared  to  state  at  present  that  it  -^-ill  do  satis- 
factory work  under  all  conditions.  The  owner  of  the  machine  has 
promised  to  report  from  time  to  time  the  nature  of  the  work  done. 

The  threshing  machine  companies  should  be  advised  of  the 
conditions  in  Alberta  and  of  the  requirements  as  to  seed  cleaning  in 
the  province.  There  should  be  no  difficulty  in  adapting  their  machines 
to  clean  ball  mustard  from  the  grain. 

The  reports  received  from  inspectors  who  have  completed  their 
work  state  that  there  is  a  great  improvement  in  their  districts.  One 
thing  to  be  regretted  is  that  some  of  the  farmers  are  careless  about 
their  seed  grain  and  do  not  appear  to  realize  the  importance  of 
cleaning  the  weed  seed  out  of  their  grain  before  sowing.  Too  much 
care  cannot  be  taken  to  see  that  clean  grain  is  sown.  Every  farmer 
should  have  a  fanning-mill  and  thoroughly  fan  his  seed  grain. 

Great  care  should  be  taken  in  the  matter  of  feeding  stock  with 
grain  containing  weed  seed.  These  seeds  pass  uninjured  through 
the  digestive  organs  of  the  animals  and  are  ordinarily  scattered  by 
the  stock.  It  would  therefore  be  advisable  that  persons  feeding 
infested  grain  to  their  cattle  should  prevent  them  from  running  at 
large  and  thus  disseminating  the  noxious  seed. 

A  number  of  complaints  have  reached  the  department  regarding 
the  spread  of  weed  seeds  in  towns  and  cities.  On  account  of  the 
amount  of  territory  allowed  to  each  inspector,  it  is  almost  impossible 
for  them  to  get  the  time  to  locate  the  owners  of  different  lots  in 
the  towns  and  cities.  In  The  Municipal  Ordinance  provision  is 
made  for  the  passing  of  a  by-law  compelling  the  destruction  of  noxious 
weeds.  If  every  town  council  would  pass  such  a  by-law  it  would 
greatly  facilitate  matters  for  the  department.  Moreover,  it  would 
be  much  easier  and  necessitate  less  expense  for  each  town  to  enforce 
such  a  by-law  within  the  Hmits  of  the  corporation.  Some  of  the 
worst  weeds  in  the  pro^'ince  are  at  present  entirely  confined  to  towns, 
and  if  thev  were  destroyed  before  they  were  carried  into  the  surround- 
ing country,   much  future  labour   and  expense  would  be  avoided. 
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The  destruction  of  noxious  weeds  on  vacant  lots  would  also  add 
greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  towns.  In  view  of  these  facts 
I  would  suggest  that  The  Municipal  Ordinance  be  amendsd  making 
it  incumbent  on  municipaUties  to  compel  the  destruction  of  noxious 
weeds  within  their  limits.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  city  charters 
be  amended  in  the  same  way.  The  department  would  gladly  supply 
information  and  advice  to  inspectors  appointed  under  local  by-laws, 
passed  pursuant  to  such  provincial  regulations. 

Great  care  should  be  taken  by  the  farmers  to  destroy  any  new 
weeds  before  they  gain  a  foothold.  The  perennial  sow  thistle,  one 
of  the  worst  of  weeds  and  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  eradicate  is 
at  present  found  in  only  a  very  few  places  in  Alberta.  Wherever 
this  weed  is  found  it  should  be  destroyed  at  once,  and  great  care 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  it  spreading.  Time  spent  in  this  way 
will  save  a  great  deal  of  future  labour  and  expense. 

Several  complaints  have  reached  the  department  regarding 
the  sale  of  chopped  feed  containing  noxious  weed  seeds.  The  writer 
visited  a  number  of  feed  firms  and  warned  them  not  to  sell  any  more 
chopped  feed  containing  noxious  weed  seeds  as  it  is  contrary  to 
the  Act.  The  feed  firms  visited  promised  to  comply  with  the  Act 
in  the  future  and  no  complaints  have  reached  the  department  for 
some  time. 

A  large  number  of  complaints  have  been  sent  to  the  depart- 
ment re  the  sale  of  feed  oats  containing  wild  oats,  but  as  unground 
feed  grain  is  not  covered  b}^  The  Noxious  Weeds  Act.  it  is  impossible 
for  the  department  to  prevent  the  sale  of  feed  grain  infested  with 
noxious  seeds.  A  large  percentage  of  these  noxious  seeds  pass 
through  the  digestive  organs  of  animals  uninjured,  and  clean  land 
is  often  infested  by  feeding  working  horses  on  feed  grain  containing 
noxious  seeds.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  an  amendment  be 
made  to  the  Act  limiting  the  number  of  noxious  weed  seeds  to  be 
sold  in  feed  grain  of  an}-  kind. 

In  localities  where  there  are  no  fences  and  cattle  are  allowed  to 
run  at  large,  a  great  man}*  weeds  are  distributed  by  the  cattle  feeding 
on  the  screenings  from  threshing  machines.  The  Act  at  present 
allows  ten  days  to  elapse  before  these  weed  seeds  must  be  destroyed. 
I  do  not  think  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  the  farmer  to  have  this 
clause  of  the  Act  changed  from  "ten  days"  to  "immediately." 
Often  a  heavy  wind  will  come  up  and  if  the  weed  seeds  have  not 
been  burned  or  destroyed  they  will  be  blown  over  the  field.  This 
is  a  very  important  matter  and  should  receive  the  attention  of 
the  farmer  as  soon  as  the  threshing  machine  is  moved. 

Spraying  experiments  at  a  number  of  agricultural  colleges 
both  in  Canada  and  in  the  United  States  have  demonstrated  that 
wild  mustard  can  be  killed  by  spra\dng  infested  grain  fields  with 
a  solution  of  iron  sulphate  in  the  proportion  of  one  hundred  pounds 
of  iron  sulphate  to  fifty  gallons  of  water.  Plants  with  hairy  leaves 
are  most  susceptible  to  the  herbicidal  action  of  the  spray.  I  believe 
that  spraying  would  be  an  excellent  method  of  eradicating  ball 
mustard  which  is  so  prevalent  in  the  central  part  of  the  province. 
I  would  advise  the  department  to  purchase  a  spraying  machine  in 
order  that  spraying  experiments   may  be  conducted  in  Alberta. 

A  large  number  of  the  elevators  have  been  visited  and  seem 
to  be  complying  pretty  closely  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

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^.—REPORT  OF  CHIEF  GAME  AND  FIRE  GUARDIAN. 

Sir,- — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  fifth  annual 
report  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  The  Game  Act  and 
The  Prairie  Fires  Ordinance  for  the  year  1910. 

I. — Protection  of  Game. 

Big  Game. — Moose,  elk,  deer  and  caribou  appeared  to  be  as 
plentiful  as  in  former  years. 

Mountain  Sheep  and  Goat  are  apparently  increasing  in  numbers, 
due  no  doubt  to  the  protection  given  them  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Park,  and  a  more  stringent  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  The 
Game  Act  in  the  Pincher  Creek  district  tributary  to  the  mountains, 
in  which  district  a  salaried  game  guardian  devotes  his  entire  time 
to   enforcing  the   provisions   of  the   Act. 

Antelope,  however,  are  undoubtedly  decreasing,  not  owing 
entirely  to  shooting,  but  principally  to  the  fact  that  their  range  is 
being  gradually  reduced  by  settlement.  It  is  conceded  that  unless 
a  section  of  country  is  held  as  a  range  for  these  beautiful  animals 
they  must,  Hke  the  buffalo,  become  extinct,  or  almost  so,  or  be 
found  in  parks  and  game  preserves  only. 

Ducks  were  not  so  plentiful  as  during  previous  seasons.  This 
may  be  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  past  summer  was  one  of  the  driest 
which  has  been  known  for  some  years,  the  result  being  that  the 
water  in  many  of  the  smaller  sloughs  and  lakes  dried  up,  thus  dri\'ing 
the  birds  to  larger  lakes.  In  fact  in  the  months  of  September  and 
October  during  the  early  morning  and  late  evening,  the  birds  in 
some  locaUties  frequented  the  stubble  and  grain  fields  in  thousands 
in  order,  it  is  claimed,  to  obtain  food. 

Prairie  Chicken  (Sharptailed  Grouse)  .^ — It  is  a  number  of  years 
since  these  birds  have  been  so  plentiful  as  they  were  in  many  sections 
during  the  past  season.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  there 
was  more  illegal  shooting  than  has  occurred  for  many  years,  o-^ing, 
no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  the  birds  were  more  plentiful  than  usual 
and  also  ovnng  to  a  newspaper  outside  the  province  gi^'ing  an  in- 
correct digest  of  the  game  laws  of  the  province.  The  error  was 
in  connection  with  prairie  chicken,  and  stated  that  the  season  there- 
for opened  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September.  Immediately  on 
this  being  brought  to  my  attention  notices  were  forwarded  to  the 
press  of  the  province  advising  that  the  season  did  not  open  until 
the  first  day  of  October.  If  this  had  not  been  attended  to  there 
is  no  telling  how  many  persons  would  have  commenced  shooting 
prairie  chicken  contrary  to  the  Act. 

Partridge  were  reported  as  being  unusually  plentiful,  the  result 
being  that  a  very  large  number  were  taken  by  farmers  and  sports- 
men. 

Hungarian  Partridge  are  reported  as  doing  nicely  and  spreading 
over  new  territory.  The  sportsmen  who  interested  themselves  m 
introducing  these  birds  are  doing  ever>i:hing  possible  to  prevent 
shooting  on  the  land  where  the  birds  were  placed. 

The  amendments  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
should  result  in  the  better  protection  of  game,  as  the  hands  of  the 
game  guardian  have  been  materially  strengthened  by  giving  him 
the  power  to  arrest  any  person  found  committing  any  offence  against 
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the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  section  requiring  residents  of  cities, 
towns  and  villages  to  obtain  licenses  before  hunting  game  birds 
will  no  doubt  add  materially  to  the  duties  of  game  guardians,  but 
with  the  anticipated  increase  in  revenue  it  will  be  possible  to  place 
more  guardians  on  salary. 


BIG    GAME    SECURED. 

That  portion  of  the  open  season  of  1910,  extending  from  No- 
vember 1st  to  December  15th,  was  like  that  of  1909,  very  favourable 
for  the  big  game  hunter  who  wished  to  obtain  moose,  deer  or  caribou, 
there  being  sufl&cient  snow  for  tracking  throughout  the  period  re- 
ferred to. 

The  number  of  big  game  animals  secured  by  sportsmen,  as 
shown  by  affidavits  forwarded  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  sub- 
section 2  of  section  19  of  the  Act,  is  in  excess  of  any  previous  year. 
The  returns  received  as  required  under  this  section  show  that  the 
following  big  game  has  been  killed  by  residents  of  the  province  during 
the   past   four  years:

II. — Prevention  of  Prairie  Fires. 

I  regret  that  it  is  again  necessary  to  censure  the  settlers  who 
were  responsible  for  the  greater  number  of  the  prairie  fires  kindled 
since  the  first  of  January. 

The  past  spring  being  exceptionally  dry  the  conditions  were 
unusually  favourable  for  fires  to  run  and  although  there  was  not  as 
much  property  destroyed  as  during  the  fall  of  1909  there  were  just 
as  many  fires,  the  result  being  that  the  present  year  will  be  a  record 
breaker  for  the  number  of  convictions  secured.  Owing  to  the 
exceptionally  dry  weather  during  the  early  part  of  the  summer  it 
was  thought  that  fires  in  the  fall  would  not  only  be  very  numerous 
but  very  destructive.  The  writer  forwarded  to  all  fire  guardians 
and  ex  officio  fire  guardians,  a  circular  letter  as  follows: 

Edmonton,  August  24,  1910. 
Sir, — 

I  beg  to  ad\'ise  you  that,  owing  to  the  unusually  dry  season  which  continues 
to  exist,  the  danger  to  life  and  property  throughout  this  province  from  prairie 
and  forest  fires  will  be  greater  than  usual. 

I  would  therefore  request  all  fire  guardians,  whether  ex  officio  or  otherwise, 
to  endeavour  to  prevent  fires  running  at  large  in  their  districts.  This  may  be 
accomplished  by  requesting  their  friends  and  neighbours  to  refrain  from  kindling 
fires  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  rubbish  or  clearing  land  until  all  possible  danger 
of  fire  running  is  past.  In  every  case  where  a  fire  has  been  kindled  ■without  taking 
the  necessary  precautions  pro\dded  for  by  the  Ordinance,  fire  guardians  should 
call  out  a  sufficient  number  of  adult  persons  (see  Section  11)  to  extinguish  same 
before  it  secures  too  much  headway. 

I  also  think  in  every  case  where  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  prosecute  and 
a  con^^ction  has  been  secured,  that  guardians  should  press  for  hea\der  penalties 
than  have  generally  been  imposed  in  the  past.  With  all  the  con\dctions  which  have 
been  secured  in  the  last  few  years  the  result  has  not  been  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  destructive  fires.  The  pubUc  apparently  considers  it  cheaper  to  take  chances  of 
being  convicted  (considering  the  usual  penalty  imposed)  than  to  comply  with  the 
pro\asions  of  sections  4  and  6  of  the  Ordinance  by  constructing  the  necessary  fire 
guards. 

This  department,  therefore,  trusts  that  fire  guardians  will  do  what  they  can 
towards  protecting  life,  property,  fall  pasturage  and  feed  from  destruction  by 
prairie  and  forest  fires  in  their  respective  districts,  or  in  any  part  of  the  province 
where  they  may  come  in  contact  with  fires.

Owing,  however,  to  the  rainfall  during  the  late  summer  and 
early  fall  being  greater  than  usual,  together  with  the  co-operation 
of  fire  guardians,  there  were  very  few  fires  of  any  consequence. 

As  in  former  years  the  great  majority  of  convictions  were  secured 
by  the  Royal  North- West  Mounted  Police. 

The  penalties  imposed,  and  the  number  of  convictions  secured 
during  1907,  1908,  1909  and  1910  as  shown  by  reports  received 
are  given  below  and  although  the  average  penalty  imposed  in  1910

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5.— REPORT    OF    THE    POULTRY    SUPERINTENDENT. 

Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Poultry 
Branch  of  the  Department.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  there  has 
been  a  much  greater  interest  manifested  in  poultry  than  in  former 
years.  Not  only  is  this  very  noticeable  in  connection  with  the 
office  work  but^  I  am  informed  by  the  poultry  producers  of  the 
province  that  there  is  a  marked  improvement  both  in  the  quantity 
and  quaUty  of  poultry  offered  for  market. 

OFFICE    WORK. 

Since  the  office  of  this  branch  has  become  generally  known 
a  larger  number  of  people  both  within  and  without  the  province 
have  communicated  with  me  on  many  subjects  in  connection  with 
the  work. 

Persons  desiring  to  undertake  poultry  raising  have  written 
inquiring  as  to  the  best  breeds  and  methods  of  handling  poultry, 
the  construction  of  poultry  houses  for  both  small  and  commercial 
plants,   and  other   matters  of  interest. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  great  many  inquiries  for  poultry 
for  breeding  purposes  and  for  eggs  for  hatching.  This  demand  has 
been  much  greater  than  I  anticipated. 

From  letters  received  from  all  parts  of  the  province,  and  from 
Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba  as  well,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  disease 
has  been  more  prevalent  during  the  year  than  usual,  largely  due, 
no  doubt,  to  the  extended  dry  and  generally  unseasonable  weather 
during  the  summer. 

new  poultry  bulletin. 

AppHcations  have  been  received  almost  daily  for  Poultry  Bulletin 
No.  1,  "Advanced  Methods  of  Poultry  Farming,"  and  the  supply 
of  same  is  almost  exhausted.  In  view  of  this  fact  I  have  been 
preparing  for  publication  another  bulletin  of  a  much  more  extensive 
nature  than  Bulletin  No.  1.  This  bulletin  is  intended  to  meet  the 
advanced  knowledge  the  people  have  acquired  since  the  last  one 
was  issued  and  as  a  result  of  the  educational  work  that  has  been 
conducted  in  connection  with  the  Farmers'  Institutes  and  Short 
Course  Schools.  Many  new  subjects  are  dealt  with,  such  as  venti- 
lation of  poultry  houses,  the  colony  system  of  housing,  commercial 
poultry  plants,  rearing  chicks  without  artificial  heat,  line  breeding, 
preparing  poultry  for  exhibition  and  other  matters  not  found  in 
the  former  bulletin.  For  some  time  past  I  have  been  gathering 
photographs  and  the  new  bulletin  will  be  illustrated  with  a  number 
of  original  cuts. 

BULLETIN    ON    MARKETING    OF    EGGS. 

I  have  also  prepared  for  your  approval  a  bulletin  on  the  market- 
ing of  eggs  from  the  producer  to  the  consumer,  dealing  entirely 
with  the  care  and  handling  of  eggs  by  the  producers  and  dealers 
with  the  object  of  securing  for  the  consumers  a  better  quaUty  of 
eggs.  The  standards  set  forth  in  this  bulletin  have  been  endorsed 
by  the  larger  dealers  who  are  prepared  to  pay  a  higher  price  for 
eggs  marketed  according  to  same. 
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educational  work. 

During  the  year  the  educational  work  of  this  branch  has  been 
more  extended  than  in  former  years.  The  usual  number  of  poultry 
institute  meetings  have  been  held  throughout  the  province  with 
a  larger  and  more  enthusiastic  attendance  than  ever.  In  this  work 
the  department  has  received  valuable  assistance  from  Mr.  E.  J. 
Cook,    Lethbridge,    and   Miss   Nora  Trench,    AHx. 

Three  short  course  schools  were  also  held  in  connection  with 
the  regular  short  course  schools  at  Lethbridge,  Olds  and  Vegreville. 
At  each  of  these  incubators  were  operated  and  the  hatching  results 
were  exceptionally  good  considering  the  unfavourable  season  of 
the  year  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  were  operated.  The 
schools  being  of  but  two  weeks  duration  made  it  necessary  to  set 
the  incubators  previous  to  the  opening  of  the  school  and  then  trans- 
fer them  to  the  class  room  for  the  course.  In  the  case  of  the  Vegre- 
ville school  the  eggs  were  incubated  for  two  weeks  in  Edmonton 
and  transferred  to  Vegreville  by  express.  Reasonably  good  results 
occurred  even  under  these  conditions. 

Practical  demonstration  of  the  rearing  of  the  chicks  hatched 
at  each  school  was  given  in  the  class  room,  the  chicks  being  reared 
in  the  heatless  brooder.  The  chicks  were  expressed  in  these  brooders 
from  Lethbridge  to  Olds  and  from  there  to  Vegreville  and  back  to 
Edmonton  by  freight  in  very  cold  weather  with  practically  no 
losses,  demonstrating  that  baby  chicks  can  be  successfully  shipped 
in  Alberta  as  in  the  eastern  provinces  and  states. 

Among  other  subjects  dealt  with  were:  Poultry  House  Con- 
struction. Poultry  Appliances,  The  History  and  Development  of 
Breeds,  Line  Breeding,  Feeds  and  Feeding,  The  Selection  and  Mating 
of  Breeding  Stock,  Winter  Egg  Production.  Strain  Building.  In- 
cubation, Hatching,  Rearing,  The  Use  of  the  Trap  Nest,  Crate  Feed- 
ing, Markets  and  Marketing,  Judging  of  Poultry,  Demonstrations 
in   KilUng,    Plucking   and  "Preparing   for   Market. 

Models  of  poultry  apphances  and  houses  were  made  and  ex- 
hibited at  the  Edmonton  and  Calgary  exhibitions  where  instructors 
were  on  hand  to  give  information  to  those  desiring  same.  Owing 
to  the  pressure  of  office  and  other  work  I  was  unable  to  attend  many 
of  the  local  agricultural  fairs  and  judge  the  poultry  as  in  former 
years.  I  am  pleased  to  state,  however,  that  at  all  the  fairs  attended 
I  found  a  far  greater  number  of  exhibits  and  of  a  higher  quality 
than  formerly,  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions  no  exhibits  subject 
to  disqualification. 

The  winter  poultry  shows  have  also  shown  a  marked  improve- 
ment and  a  much  greater  interest  in  producing  high-class  exhibition 
stock.  The  assistance  offered  by  the  department  in  paying  prize 
money  to  the  extent  of  S300  has  encouraged  the  organization  of 
poultrv  associations  and  there  are  now  some  six  or  seven  poultry 
shows  \eld  where  three  vears  ago  there  were  but  two.  From  cor- 
respondence to  hand  it  is  possible  that  two  or  three  more  poultry 
associations  will  be  added  to  the  fist  during  the  coming  wmter. 

POULTRY    BREEDING    STATION. 

Early  in  the  year  the  poultry  plant  was  placed  in 
charge  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Scott,  B.S.A.,  who  for  some  time  previous  was 
connected  with  other  branches  of  the  department.  Mr.  Scott  has 
made  a  great  success  of  the  work.     Experiments  have  been  started 
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in  the  matter  of  housing  and  feeding,  inculjation,  cold  brooder  rear- 
ing and  also  to  ascertain  as  to  whether  hens  or  pullets  produce  eggs 
with  the  strongest  fertility. 

I  may  say  that  the  experiments  conducted  with  the  cold 
brooders  proved  most  successful.  These  brooders  were  made  18 
inches  square  and  8  inches  deep.  In  front  of  the  brooder  a  door 
four  by  six  was  made,  and  on  each  side  of  the  brooder  two  and  one- 
half  inches  from  the  bottom  at  equal  distances  apart  three  one-inch 
holes  were  bored  for  ventilation.  Two  inches  below  the  top  of  the 
box  above  the  auger  holes  a  strip  one  inch  by  eight  inches  was  cut 
out  and  the  opening  covered  with  cotton.  The  top  of  the  box 
consisted  of  a  light  wooden  frame  covered  with  cotton  which  was 
bagged  to  take  the  shape  of  the  nest.  Over  this  was  placed  several 
thicknesses  of  cotton  batten,  the  number  depending  on  the  weather. 
The  bottom  of  the  brooder  was  filled  with  chaff  to  within  about 
two  and  one-half  inches  from  the  cotton,  the  object  being  to  have 
space  only  for  one  chick  deep  to  prevent  them  from  crowding  on 
top  of  each  other.  About  forty  chicks  were  placed  in  each  brooder 
and  kept  there  for  a  couple  of  weeks.  When  they  became  too 
large  for  this  brooder  they  were  divided  and  placed  in  larger  brooders 
of  the  same  pattern.  These  brooders  are  placed  in  the  regular 
colony  brooder  houses  in  the  early  season  and  later  in  the  season 
they  are  placed  out  of  doors  on  the  ground,  protected  by  a  frame 
covered  with  oiled  cotton  to  keep  out  the  rain. 

EGG    PRODUCTION. 

*  During  the  winter  tlie  hens  laid  a  much  greater  number  of 
eggs  than  during  tlie  previous  winter  and  these  were  readily  sold 
at  from  50  to  60  cents  per  dozen. 

As  a  result  of  the  trap  nest  work  and  selection  of  the  breeding 
stock  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  egg  production.  It  will  be  noticed  from  the  report 
submitted  herewith  that  there  was  an  average  increase  per  hen 
of  12.15  eggs  for  the  ten  months  of  1910  as  compared  with  the  12 
months  of   1909.

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EGGS    FOR    HATCHING. 

The  demand  for  eggs  for  hatching  was  so  great  that  we  were 
able  to  supply  but  a  very  small  portion  of  the  orders  received.  The 
eggs  available  were  distributed  to  the  best  possible  advantage  and 
many  reported  exceptionally  good  hatches.  I  think,  however, 
that  the  percentage  of  fertility  should  have  been  higher.  It  is  posRil)le 
that  this  is  accounted  for  in  the  fact  that  the  birds  laid  prolifically 
during  the  winter  months.  During  the  past  two  winters  our  object 
has  ]:)een  to  demonstrate  that  by  giving  proper  care  and  feed  it  is 
possible  to  get  a  good  supply  of  eggs  during  the  cold  weather.  Having 
demonstrated  this  beyond  question  it  is  now  proposed  to  retard  the 
winter  laying  to  a  great  extent  in  order  to  secure  a  large  number  of 
eggs  during  the  hatching  season  and  it  is  hoped  a  higher  percentage 
of  fertility. 

ENLARGEMENT    OF    BREEDING    STATION. 

The  capacity  of  the  breeding  station  being  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  province,  it  has  been  enlarged  to  double  its 
former  capacity.  The  new  houses  have  been  built  with  a  view 
to  economy  and  experiments  in  different  systems  of  ventilation.

The  house  here  illustrated  is  eight  feet  wide  and  72  feet  long, 
divided  into  six  pens  of  12  ft.  each"  Every  second  pen  is  divided 
wdth  a  solid  partition  so  that  three  experiments  can  be  con- 
ducted at  the  same  time.  The  studding  is  four  and  a  half  feet  at  the 
rear  and  6  feet  in  the  front.  The  interior  fixtures  are  similar  to 
those  recommended  in  other  houses  with  the  exception  that  the 
nests  are  constructed  two  feet  from  the  ground  giving  all  the  floor 
space  for  the  use  of  the  birds.  The  enclosure  is  made  with  one 
thickness  of  V  joint  lumber  on  the  north  side  and  ends.  The  front, 
facing  south,  is  constructed  with  18  inches  of  V  joint  lumber  m  the 
bottom  and  filled  in  above  with  cotton  tacked  on  frames  that  are 
hintred  in  order  that  thev  may  be  readily  opened  or  closed.     The 
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openings  are  covered  with  poultry  netting  so  that  when  the  frames 
are  raised  the  birds  are  enclosed  in  an  open  shed  house.  The  plan 
of  this  house  was  decided  on  after  two  years  of  experiments  with  our 
ordinary  colony  brooder  houses  which  are  built  in  somewhat  the 
same  style. 

Two  new  houses  have  also  been  constructed  of  the  colony  house 
type.  These  houses  are  eight  feet  by  12  feet  enclosed  with  V  joint 
lumber.  The  roof  in  each  case  being  of  the  same  material.  Boards 
are  placed  from  plate  to  plate  some  three  or  four  inches  apart  and 
the  apex  filled  with  straw  for  ventilation.  In  each  end  of  the  apex 
is  a  hole  18  inches  square  covered  with  cotton  to  allow  for  a  circu- 
lation of  air  through  the  straw.  The  roosts  and  drop  boards  are 
placed  in  the  ends  of  the  houses  and  the  nests  on  one  side  above  the 
ground  leaving  all  the  floor  space  for  the  use  of  the  birds. 

In  all  pens  of  the  new  houses  a  drop  curtain  is  used  in  front  of 
the  roosts  to  protect  the  birds  at  night  in  verj^  cold  weather.  By 
way  of  experiment  one  of  the  houses  has  glass  windows  while  the 
other  has  cotton  windows.  Thermometers  will  be  placed  in  each 
of  the  pens  and  records  made  of  the  temperature. 

A    TRIP    OF    INVESTIGATION. 

During  the  past  summer  I  visited  several  poultry  farms  and 
colleges  in  the  eastern  provinces,  also  the  Agricultural  Colleges  at 
Storres,  Connecticut,  and  Kingston,  Rhode  Island,  as  well  as  several 
commercial  poultry  plants  in  each  of  these  states.  During  my 
visit  to  these  places  I  made  observations  and  obtained  information 
that  I  hope  to  put  into  effective  use  for  the  benefit  of  the  poultry 
interests  of  this  province.  I  noticed  with  considerable  interest 
wherever  I  went  that  the  poultry  industry  is  receiving  much  greater 
attention  than  in  former  years  and  is  being  recognized  as  an  industry 
rather  than  a  by-product  of  the  farm.  I  also  found  a  big  demand 
for   all   kinds   of   poultry   with    prices    correspondingly    high. 

On  the  larger  poultry  plants  particularly  in  the  eastern  states 
the  continuous  style  of  poultry  house  has  been  to  a  great  extent 
discarded  and  the  colony  house  system  used  instead.  These  colony 
houses  are  scattered  over  the  farm  and  the  birds  given  free  range, 
no  fencing  being  used  except  the  fence  enclosing  the  farm.  On 
the  approach  of  winter,  these  houses  usually  eight  feet  by  12  feet, 
are  drawn  up  to  some  suitable  place,  making  it  convenient  to  care 
for  the  birds  during  the  winter  months.  This  system  is  strongly 
recommended  to  anyone  intending  to  undertake  commercial  poultry 
farming. 

CARLOAD  OF  PURE  BRED  POULTRY. 

Pre\'ious  to  my  going  east  we  had  received  a  large  number 
of  orders  for  breeding  stock  that  we  were  unable  to  supply,  and 
while  in  Montreal  made  arrangements  with  Messrs.  Gunn,  Langlois 
&  Co.  to  furnish  the  department  with  pure  bred  poultry  for  breeding 
purposes  as  cheaply  as  possible.  Arrangements  were  also  made 
with  Prof.  Elford  of  Macdonald  College  and  Prof.  Graham  of  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College,  Guelph,  to  select  the  stock  for  the 
departm^ent.  Sufficient  orders  were  received  later  to  warrant  the 
ordering  of  a  carload  which  was  done  at  the  direction  of  the  Minister. 
Some  1,500  birds  were  shipped  to  Alberta  and  distributed  according 
to  the  orders  on  file,  a  sufficient  number  being  retained  by  the  depart- 
ment   to    fill    the    new    houses    recently    erected.     Recognizing   the

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importance  of  the  industry  and  the  need  of  encouraging  same  the 
Dominion  Government  rendered  assistance  by  paying  the  freight 
on  the  shipment. 

Inquiries  were  received  for  nearly  a  carload  in  excess  of  the 
stock  received,  but  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  it  was  thought 
inadv-isable  to  make  further  importation.  This  great  demand  for 
breeding  stock  can  be  taken  as  evidence  of  the  interest  that  is  now 
JDeing  taken  in  the  industry  by  the  people  of  the  province  and  the 
introduction  of  this  carload  of  stock  will,  I  trust,  do  much  to  improve 
the  quality  of  our  poultry. 

OTTAWA    DELEGATION. 

My  chief  reason  for  going  east  was  to  represent  the  province 
on  a  delegation  of  poultrymen  meeting  the  Hon.  Sidney  Fisher, 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  with  reference  to  poultry  matters 
in  general.  It  was  the  desire  of  the  delegation  that  the  poultry 
work  undertaken  by  the  Dominion  Government  should  be  so  adjusted 
as  to  be  in  co-operation  with  the  poultry  work  carried  on  by  the 
various  provincial  governments.  The  following  are  the  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  delegation: 

"1.  In  ^^ew  of  the  fact  that  the  supply  of  poultry  products  does  not  meet  the 
demand  and  that  so  much  of  this  produce,  on  account  of  the  poor  market  conditions 
is  lost,  we  ask  that  a  Poultry  Commi.ssioner  be  appointed,  his  duties  being  to  study 
the  question  from  a  national  standpoint,  taking  up  such  questions  as  markets, 
standards,  diseases  and  kindred  subjects. 

"  We  also  suggest  that  a  conference  be  held  at  least  once  a  year,  to  which  the 
provincial  poultry  experts  be  in\'ited.  This  would  ob^^ate  overlapping  and  ensure 
national  provincial  co-operation.  " 

"2.  Knowing  that  one  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  poultry  development  is 
the  inabihty  to  successfully  renew  the  flock,  due  to  diseases  of  which  poiiltrjTnen 
know  very  little,  also  that  his  loss  amounts  to  probabl}^  millions  of  dollars  annually, 
we  ask  that  there  be  established  in  this  department  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Poultry  Commissioner,  a  Department  of  Scientific  Research  along  the  lines  of 
poultry  diseases,  etc.,  and  that  scientifically  trained  men  be  appointed  to  take  charge 
of  the  work.  For  the  advancement  of  this  work  a  poultry'  plant  vrill  be  necessary, 
which  should  be  sufficiently  large  to  encounter  commercial  difficulties. 

"3.  Since  the  standardization  of  poultry  products,  and  co-operation  in  market- 
ing— work  which  is  of  a  national  character — have  already  been  introduced  by  the 
Poultry  Producers'  Association,  it  is  asked  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
assume  the  expense  of  this  work,  the  association  to  remain,  as  at  present,  an  inde- 
pendent organization  w-ith  its  own  elected  officers,  as  is  the  case  with  the  Seed  Grow- 
ers' Association.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  commissioner  pubhsh  a 
bulletin  dealing  with  the  care  and  handling  of  eggs  and  poultry  and  the  marketing 
of  same.  This  bulletin  should  include  the  classification  and  standards  of  poultry 
produce   as   recommended   by    the    Poultry    Producers'   Association. 

"4.  Since  many  of  the  pro^'inces  are  now  operating  poultry  departments  of 
their  own,  where  experiments  of  a  local  character  are  conducted,  and  whereas  the 
present  poultry  plant  at  the  Experimental  Farm.  Ottawa,  is  inadequate  and  out 
of  date,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the  interests  of  the  poultrj'  industry 
would  be  best  served  if  this  plant  were  discontinued  as  a  local  experiment,  and  the 
equipment  -with  what  alterations  maj'  be  necessary,  be  given  to  the  use  of  the  Poultry 
Commissioners  in  the  investigation  of  poultry  diseases,  etc. 

"  5.  In  consideration  of  the  noble  work  done  for  this  Dominion  by  Prof.  A.  G. 
Gilbert  during  the  past  twenty-five  years,  we  suggest  that  he  be  relieved  of  the 
personal  supervision  and  management  of  the  poultrj'  plant  at  the  experimental 
farm,  and  his  services  be  recognized  and  retained  by  apppointing  him  Chief  Lec- 
turer in  Poultry  for  the  Dominion  attached  to  the  Poultry'  Commissioner's  staff." 

MARKET    STANDARDS. 

The  delegation  further  asked  that  Dominion  legislation  be 
enacted  providing  a  standard  for  the  marketing  of  poultry  and 
eggs  throughout  the  Dominion.     By  the  enactment  of  such  legis- 
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lation  poultry  products  could  be  purchased  or  sold  in  any  part  of 
the  Dominion  by  a  recognized  grade  and  the  producers,  dealers  and 
consumers  would  each  know  the  exact  grade  of  what  they  were 
purchasing. 

The  Hon.  Sidney  Fisher  promised  due  consideration  to  these 
matters  and  it  is  expected  that  in  due  time  steps  will  be  taken  to 
meet  the  requirements  with  regard  to  a  standard  as  above  men- 
tioned. 

The  following  are  the  gradings  asked  for: 

Classification  and  Grading  for  Roasters,  Fowl  and  Capons. 

Classification. — Poultry  is  first  classified  into  chickens,  fowl, 
cock  birds,  capons,  sUps,  ducks,  geese,  turkeys,  guineas  and  pigeons, 
and  when  packed  there  is  a  further  classification  as  to  weight.  A 
standard  of  grading  is  set  for  each  class  and  all  birds  packed  must 
conform  to  that  standard. 

Chickens. — The  term  chickens  applies  to,  (1)  pullets  that  have 
not  laid  and  are  under  seven  months  of  age,  (2)  cockerels  that  have 
not  developed  a  hard  spur  firmly  attached  to  the  leg.  They  are 
further  divided  as  to  weight  into  broilers  and  roasters. 

Broiler — Usually  weighs  from  1  to  3  pounds. 

Roaster — Usually  weighs  3  pounds  and  upwards. 

Fowl.- — The  term  fowl  applies  to  hens  of  any  age. 

Cock  Birds: — All  male  birds  having  hard  spurs  firmly  attached 
to  the  leg,  including  mature  birds,   without  reference  to  age. 

Capons. — Birds  successfully  caponized  when  from  six  to  12 
weeks  old,  showing  very  little  comb  and  no  spurs. 

Slips. — Birds  not  successfully  caponized  and  so  showing  comb, 
spurs  and  generally  coarser  than  capons. 

Ducks. — Divided  into  two  classes.  Ducklings  and  Ducks. 

Ducklings — Ducks  marketed  before  their  first  molt,  usually 
from  seven  to  twelve  weeks  old  and  weighing  from  three  to  five 
pounds  each. 

Ducks — All  ducks  not  included  under  the  term  duckling. 

Geese. — Divided   into    two    classes.    Goslings    and    Geese. 

Goslings — Geese  marketed  before  their  first  molt,  usually  from 
seven   to   twelve   pounds. 

Geese — (a)  Under  10  pounds. 
(6)   Over  10  pounds. 

Turkeys. — Divided  into  Young  and  Old  Hen  Turkeys  and  Young 
and  Old  Toms. 

Young  Hens — All  weights.  Young  Toms — Under  12  pounds 

Old  Hens — All  weights.  Old  Toms — All  weights. 

Guineas. — Divided  into  young  and  old. 

Pigeons. — Divided  into  Squabs  and  Pigeons. 

Squabs — Pigeons  up  to  the  time  of  leaving  the  nest,  usually 
about  four  weeks  old. 

Pigeons — Birds  after  they  have  left  the  nest. 

Grading. — This  Grading  Applies  Only  to  Roasters,  Fowl  and  Capons. 

All  the  above  classes  of  poultry  are  graded  before  being  packed, 
and  a  standard  is  set  which  applies  to  these  classes. 

There  are  four  grades,  viz.:    Selects  No.  1,  No.  2  and  Common. 

All  the  birds  must  be  packed  uniformly  as  to  size  and  weight 
in  each  package. 
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A  uniform  weight  to  mean  "birds  that  do  not  vary  more  than 
one  pound  in  weight." 

Birds  that  have  been  sick  or  show  any  signs  of  disease,  birds  that 
have  food  in  the  crop,  that  have  decidedly  crooked  breast  bones, 
that  have  blood  or  other  dirt  upon  their  bodies,  heads  or  feet  shall 
not  be  included  in  these  grades. 

All  birds  must  be  dry  picked.  Roasters  and  fowl  clean  except 
around  the  neck.  Capons  should  be  dressed  capon  style.  By 
this  is  meant  the  style  that  has  become  standard  and  which  requires 
that  the  feathers  be  allowed  to  remain  on  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  bird.  Leave  the  feathers  on  the  upper  half  of  the  neck.  Pick 
the  breast  bone  clean,  pick  around  the  vent  and  up  to  the  large 
tail  feathers.  Pick  the  entire  underside  of  the  wing,  all  three  joints; 
pick  the  upper  part  of  the  first  joint  next  to  the  body.  Leave  the 
feathers  on  the  upper  part  of  the  last  two  joints  including  the  long 
wing  feathers  or  flights.  Leave  the  saddle  feathers  on  the  back 
to  within  two  and  a  half  or  three  inches  of  the  tail. 

Cooling  should  be  done  gradually  but  thoroughly  before  packing, 
not  dipped  in  water. 

All  classes  should  be  put  on  the  market  undrawn,  having  head 
and  feet  on. 

Packages  must  be  distinctly  marked,  showing  the  class,  the 
grade,  the  number,  the  average  weight  and  the  gross,  tare  and  net 
weight  they  contain: 

GRADED    DRESSED    POULTRY. 

Put  up  by  the 
Poultry  Producers'  Association  of  Canada. 

Class Grade No Average  Weight 

Gross  Weight Tare Net 


Selects. — To  consist  of  specially  fattened  birds;  extra  well  fleshed 
and  of  superior  finish  and  appearance,  unbroken  skin,  without 
blemish,  straight  breast  bone,  and  neatly  packed  in  packages  that 
hold  one  dozen  birds.  Each  package  shall  include  birds  of  uniform 
size  and  colour  of  flesh  and  legs. 

No.  1. — To  consist  of  well  fleshed  birds  of  neat  appearance 
but  lacking  the  uniform  finish  of  Selects.  Packed  in  neat  boxes 
holding  one  dozen  birds  of  uniform  size  and  weight. 

No.  2. — To  consi.st  of  fairly  fleshed  birds,  packed  in  neat  boxes 
holding  one  dozen. 

Common. — To  consist  of  any  birds  not  conforming  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  above  grades,  but  must  be  packed  in  boxes  similar  to 
the  other  grades. 

Eggs. 

Grading. — It  must  be  remembered  that  all  eggs  must  be  shipped 
new  laid.  A  new  laid  egg  is  an  egg  that  is  not  over  five  days  old 
when  shipped,  an  egg  that  has  been  gathered  promptly  and  kept 
in  a  moderately  dry  cool  place  (under  60  degrees),  free  from  foul 
odors  and  other  contaminating  influences. 

Rough  shelled  and  abnormal  eggs  should  never  be  shipped. 

Though  some  markets  may  call  for  several  grades  of ^  eggs  as 
a  general  rule  there  is  no  necessity  for  many  grades.  What  the 
best  trade  demands  is  freshness,  grading  uniformity  in  packing 
and  regularity  in  supply. 
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For  ordinary  purposes  two  grades  of  eggs  will  be  found  sufficient 
to  satisfy  the  demands  made  on  the  producer,  viz. :  New  laid  Selects 
and  No.  1.  Another  grade  of  common  stock  may  for  a  time  be 
marketed,  but  they  must  not  be  sold  under  the  brand  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

New  Laid  Selects — To  consist  of  strictly  new  laid  eggs,  not  over 
five  days  old,  weighing  not  less  than  24  ounces  to  the  dozen.  Clean, 
of  uniform  size  and  colour,  packed  in  substantial  neat  cases  having 
clean  fillers. 

No.  1 — To  consist  of  new  laid  eggs,  not  over  five  days  old, 
weighing  not  less  than  21  ounces  to  the  dozen.  Clean,  packed  in 
substantial  neat  cases  with  clean  fillers. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  the  general  interest  taken  in 
poultry  throughout  the  province  during  the  year  has  been  very 
pronounced.  From  reports  issued  by  the  Dominion  Department 
of  Agriculture  it  would  appear  that  the  province  leads  in  percentage 
of  increase  in  the  poultry  industry  for  the  year. 

The  discarding  of  scrub  poultry  and  the  introduction  of  pure 
bred  varieties  combined  with  a  greater  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
poultry  raisers  to  prepare  for  market  a  more  uniform  quality  of 
products  is  doing  much  to  establish  poultry  raising  as  an  important 
industr}'  in  the  i3rovince.

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6.— REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDER  OF  BRAS' DS. 

Sir. — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
work  of  this  branch  of  your  department  for  the  year  endine  Decem- 
ber 31st.  1910. 

During  the  3-ear  2,474  horse  brands  and  2,280  cattle  brands 
were  allotted,  while  the  transfers  numbered  600,  changes  43,  extracts 
28  and  searches  and  estrays  1.447.  being  a  total  of  6,872  transactions 
during  the  year.  The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  752  horse 
brands  and  486  cattle  brands,  while  the  transfers  have  increased 
by  105,  changes  by  seven,  and  extracts,  searches  and  estrays  by 
245,  or  a  total  increase  of  1.595  transactions  during  the  year. 

For  the  Province  of  Alberta  alone  the  horse  brands  numbered 
1,891,  cattle  brands  1.672.  transfers  524.  changes  34.  extracts, 
searches  and  estrays  1.218,  being  a  total  of  5,339,  which  shows  an 
increase  of  583  hor.'^e  brands,  346  cattle  brands,  94  transfers,  one 
change  and  435  extracts,  searches  and  estrays,  or  a  total  increase 
for  the    province  of   1,459    transactions. 

The  number  of  letters  received  during  the  year,  referring  to  the 
Province  of  Alberta,  was  6,440.  while  the  number  of  documents 
despatched  was  9,632,  a  total  of  16,072,  being  an  increase  of  3,494 
over  the  previous  year. 

I  append  a  statement  showing  transactions  from  1898  up  to 
December  31st.  1910.  from  which  you  will  notice  that  the  total  num- 
ber of  brands  on  record  at  31st  of  December  last  was  45,772.

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-:— REPORT  OF  SUPERIXTEXDENT  OF  FAIRS  AND 
INSTITUTES. 

Sir. — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  a  report  for  the 
5-ear  1910  on  the  educational  work  undertaken  in  the  interests  of 
agriculture  and  on  the  work  of  the  agricultural  societies  throughout 
the  province. 

I. EDUCATIONAL    WORK. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  steady 
advance  in  the  interest  taken  in  institute  work.  There  has  been 
no  material  change  in  the  institute  system  in  operation  other  than 
the  developing  of  the  short  course  work  inaugurated  a  year  ago. 
In  the  regular  institute  work  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  introduce 
meetings  in  new  settlements.  In  some  cases  long  drives  have  been 
made  from  the  Une  of  railway  to  reach  these  new  settlements,  and 
in  every  case  the  interest  and  attendance  has  been  most  encouraging. 
In  fact  the  attendance  at  points  removed  from  the  railway  has  been 
considerably  larger  than  that  in  the  more  thickly  settled  districts. 
While  the  expense  incurred  in  reaching  remote  districts  is  consider- 
able yet,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  money  is  well  spent.  I 
am  incUned  to  think  that  too  many  institute  meetings  have  been 
held  at  some  of  the  older  towns  in  the  province,  with  the  result  that 
the  attendance  at  these  meetings  has  decreased  in  late  years.

Short  Courses  in  Agriculture. 


The  short  course  work  was  very  popular  at  the  three  points 
visited.  The  attendance  was  quite  as  large  as  expected  and  the 
interest  kept  up  until  the  last.  The  third  one  of  these  courses  was 
interfered  with  on  account  of  the  fact  that  it  ran  too  late  into  the 
spring  season.  It  would  be  much  better  if  the  work  could  be  con- 
cluded by  the  first  of  March.  It  is  also  e^ddent  from  our  experience 
that  it  would  be  wiser  to  specialize  in  these  courses  instead  of  having 
a  mixed  programme  each  day.  It  would  be  better  to  deal  with 
one  subject  until  it  is  finished,  thus  permitting  those  interested 
in  that  particular  subject  to  lose  less  time  in  securing  the  information 
they  desire,  allowing  them  to  return  home,  if  necessary,  possibly 
to  permit  another  member  of  the  family  to  attend  the  course  and 
take   up   some   of   the   other   subjects. 

The  courses  which  were  of  two  weeks'  duration  were  held  at 
the  following  places: 

Lethbridge February  8th  to  February  19th. 

Olds February  21st  to  March  5th. 

Vegreville March  7th  to  March  19th. 

The  locating  of  the  schools  as  above  gave  ever}''  farmer,  and 
farmer's  son  who  desired  to  do  so,  an  opportunity  of  attending  ^-ith 
very  Httle  outlay  for  travelUng  expenses. 

Courses  of  instruction  were  given  in  live  stock,  dairying,  agron- 
omy and  poultry  raising. 

Two  cars  of  selected  stock  were  used  for  demonstration  purposes, 
and  instruction  given  on  the  subjects  of  breeding,  feeding,  care 
and  management  of  stock.

Instruction  in  dairying  covered  the  subject  from  the  production 
of  milk  to  the  marketing  of  the  finished  product,  with  general  farm 
dairy  machinery  in  operation.  Some  Kttle  instruction  was  given 
in  dairying  at  Lethbridge.  but  it  was  made  a  special  feature  at  Olds 
and  Vegreville. 

Field  work  in  grain  growing  with  emphasis  on  soil  cultivation 
received  particular  attention.  Samples  of  grains,  grasses  and  weeds 
were  used  for  illustrative  purposes. 

Instruction  in  poultry  raising  covered  all  phases  of  the  subject, 
with  incubators  and  brooders  in  operation.  Crate  fattening  and 
killing,   packing  for   market,   were  specially  demonstrated. 

A  large  hall  was  secured  at  each  point  and  all  the  lectures  except 
those  on  live  stock  were  given  in  this  building.  The  live  stock  work 
was  carried  on  in  a  large  rovmd  tent  fitted  with  stove  and  circus 
seats.  For  three  evenings  each  week  there  were  lectures  on  some 
subject  of  interest  to  a  mixed  audience.  At  most  of  these  lectures 
a  lantern  was  used.  Mr.  A.  Mitchell,  of  the  Forestry  Branch.  Indian 
Head,  Sask.,  gave  lectures  at  Lethbridge  and  Olds  on  forestry,  using 
slides.  Mr.  S.  S.  Stansell,  of  Edmonton,  gave  addresses  at  the  three 
courses  on  "Birds  in  their  relation  to  Agriculture,"  using  a  number 
of  sUdes.

The  advertising  of  the  institute  work  received  special  attention 
during  the  year.  A  large  number  of  posters  advertising  the  various 
meetings  were  sent  to  the  following  people: — Secretaries  of  agricul- 
tural societies,  secretaries  of  boards  of  trade,  local  secretaries  of 
united  farmers'  associations,  secretaries  of  local  improvement  dis- 
tricts, hotel  proprietors,  postmasters,  game  guardians  and  station 
agents. 

These  men  were  asked  to  post  in  a  conspicuous  place. 

A  circular  letter  was  also  sent  out  to  a  mailing  list  of  about 
five  thousand  outlining  the  work  to  be  taken  up  at  each  set  of  meetings. 
In  addition  to  this  a  folder  was  gotten  out  on  which  was  set  forth  all 
the  work  of  the  season. 

Advertising  was  carried  in  all  the  papers  published  in  the  pro- 
vince, this  advertising  appearing  in,  at  least,  two  issues  of  each 
paper.  It  would  be  much  more  satisfactory  if  the  advertising  could 
be  done  by  local  associations.  Those  intimately  in  touch  with 
local  conditions  are  in  a  much  better  position  to  attend  to  matters 
of    detail    which    necessarily    attach   to   the   work.

A  significant  feature  about  the  fairs  of  the  province  in  the  past 
year  has  been  the  rapid  advancement  of  those  fairs  held  in  the 
cities  and  larger  towns.  Two  very  excellent  exhibitions  were  held 
at  Calgary  and  Edmonton,  either  worthy  of  cities  in  the  older  pro- 
vinces. The  Edmonton  Association  has  secured  new  grounds  and 
has  erected  an  up-to-date  set  of  buildings.     Renewed  interest  was 
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shown  in  the  Medicine  Hat,  Lethbridge  and  Macleod  fairs.  All 
of  these  places  have  secured  new  grounds  of  late  and  the  prospect 
for  good  fairs  at  these  points  looks  very  bright.  No  fair  can  succeed 
well  without  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  town.  It  is  very- 
noticeable  in  the  past  season  that  the  townspeople  are  realizing 
more  fully  the  advantages  to  be  gained  from  an  exhibition,  and  it 
is  encouraging  to  see  the  evidence  of  this  in  the  very  Uberal  financial 
aid  given  by  the  towns  to  a  number  of  the  agricultural  societies. 

Better  system  prevails  in  the  management  of  the  exhibitions 
from  year  to  year.  The  information  given  out  by  the  Fairs  Asso- 
ciation has  been  a  very  effective  force  in  directing  the  efforts  of 
the   agricultural   societies.

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S— REPORT  OF  THE  LIVE  STOCK  COMMISSIONER. 

Sir, — Besides  the  usual  routine  work  of  the  live  stock  branch, 
the  following  additional  work  was  undertaken  during  the  year  1910. 

Explaining  to  the  swine  growers  the  nature  and  amount  of 
assistance  which  the  Government  had  agreed  to  grant  toward  the 
estabUshment  of  a  farmers'  co-operative  pork  packing  plant,  and 
the  terms  upon  which  the  same  would  be  made,  also  soliciting  the 
necessary-  pledges  of  patronage  thereto. 

Holding  meetings  in  outlying  districts  to  discuss  live  stock 
questions  peculiar  to  each. 

Exploring  valleys  in  the  Rocky  Mountains,  south  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
if  conditions  there  were  such  as  to  justify  a  request  to  the  Dominion 
Government  that  certain  of  them  be  opened  as  a  summer  pasture  for 
sheep. 

Gathering  information  concerning  progress  made  toward  improve- 
ment in  the  transportation  of  live  stock. 

Inquiring  into  the  status  of  the  swine  industry  and  difficulties 
connected  therewith. 

CO-OPERATIVE    PORK    PACKING    PLANT. 

As  regards  the  work  in  the  interest  of  a  farmers'  co-operative 
pork  packing  plant,  I  beg  to  report  that  for  this  work  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Henry  Jamieson  of  Red  Deer,  a  prominent  member  of  the 
United  Farmers  of  Alberta;  Mr.  D.  W.  Warner  of  Edmonton,  a 
director,  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Fream  of  Innisfail,  the  secretary  of  the  above 
organization,  was  secured. 

As  the  members  of  the  United  Farmers  of  Alberta  were  the 
leaders  in  the  movement  to  secure  a  co-operative  plant,  the  local 
unions  of  this  organization  throughout  the  swine  growing  districts 
were  made  use  of  as  a  means  of  getting  in  touch  with  the  swine  growers 
who  were  most  interested  in  the  subject  and  who  W'Ould  be  most 
likely  to  support  the  undertaking. 

Circular  letters  were  also  sent  to  the  secretaries  of  the  local 
unions  of  the  organization  outside  the  swine  growing  districts  also 
to  the  secretaries  of  agricultural  societies  and  creamery  associations 
at  points  where  there  were  no  unions  of  the  farmers'  association, 
advising  them  that  if  their  members  were  intere.sted  in  the  matter 
and  signified  a  desire  to  have  it  explained,  a  speaker  w^ould  be  sent 
to  explain  it.  In  all  one  hundred  and  sixteen  meetings  were  held  and 
a  patronage  of  twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-four  hogs 
secured. 

SPECIAL    MEETINGS    IN    NEW^    SETTLEMENTS. 

With  a  view  to  acquainting  myself  with  Uve  stock  conditions 
in  the  settlements  to  the  north  and  west  of  Edmonton,  and  to  ascer- 
taining the  attitude  of  settlers  in  the  newer  districts  tow^ard  institute 
meetings,  a  meeting  was  arranged  for  at  each  of  the  following  places: 
Riviere  Qui  Barre,  Lac  la  Nonne,  Belvedere,  Paddle  River,  Mosside, 
Heaton  Moor,  Manola  and  Edison. 

I  was  accompanied  on  this  trip  by  Mr.  Geo.  Harcourt,  Deputy 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  who  spoke  on  the  subject  of  soil  cultivation 
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with  a  view  to  conserving  moisture  and  eradication  of  weeds;  by 
Mr.  A.  W.  Foley,  Poultry  Superintendent,  who  spoke  on  up-to-date 
methods  in  poultry  raising,  while  I  spoke  on  dairying  and  successful 
swine  growing.  The  average  attendance  at  these  meetings  was 
forty-two.  the  largest  attendance  at  any  one  meeting  was  seventy- 
five,  the  lowest  twenty-one.  The  interest  manifested  was,  I  think, 
all  that  could  be  desired. 

IMPROVEMENT    OF    WOOL    .\XD    MUTTON    INDUSTRY. 

Complaints  having  been  received  from  the  wool  growers  of 
Alberta  that  unless  additional  pastures  could  be  obtained,  wool 
growing  as  a  ranching  proposition  would  be  a  thing  of  the  past  in 
Alberta,  and  it  being  represented  that  there  were  several  valleys 
in  the  Rocky  Mountains  which  were  admirably  adapted  to  sheep 
grazing  during  the  summer  months;  that  some  of  them  were  prac- 
tically un.stocked  with  horses  or  cattle  and.  acting  under  instructions 
from  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  an  arrangement  was  entered  into 
with  the  Dominion  Government  and  the  Wool  Growers'  Association 
for  a  joint  inspection  of  those  valleys  south  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  which  were  reported  to  be  unstocked. 

.The  party  started  from  Pincher  Creek  on  August  6th  and  exam- 
ined the  valleys  of  Pincher  Creek,  the  south  branch  of  Y^r  ow  Creek, 
the  district  about  Beaver  Lake  and  Table  Mountain,  Pa.ss  Creek, 
the  south  branch  of  the  South  Fork  River.  Caudon  Creek,  Daisy 
Creek,  Race  Horse  Creek,  the  north-west  branch  of  the  Livingston 
River,  up  to  the  falls,  and  the  valley  of  the  Livingston  up  to  Town- 
ship 12,  Range  4,  west  of  the  Fifth  Meridian. 

The  first  two  valleys  we  found  fairly  well  stocked  with  cattle  and 
horses.  In  Pass  Creek  ^'alley,  there  was  no  live  stock  of  any  kind 
at  the  time  of  our  visit,  while  on  every  hand  there  was  from  two  to 
three  years'  growth  of  grass  decaying  on  the  ground.  The  district 
about  Beaver  Lake  and  Table  Mountain  we  found  was  stocked  but 
slightly;  there  was  no  stock  in  the  valley  of  the  south  branch  of  the 
South  Fork  River.  The  valleys  of  the  Caudon  and  Daisy  Creeks 
were  heavily  wooded  but  recently  burnt  over.  The  valleys  of  Race 
Horse  Creek  and  the  north-west  branch  of  the  Livingston  River 
contain  a  fair  amount  of  open  country,  but  it  is  entirely  unstocked. 
The  valley  of  the  Livingston,  though  an  ideal  one  for  stock  grazing, 
contained  only  twenty-five  head  of  horses. 

M.\RKETING    LIVE    STOCK. 

■  For  several  years  there  have  been  numerous  complaints  regarding 
inadequate  facilities  for  shipping  five  stock.  These  complaints 
came  chiefly  from  districts  devoted  to  mixed  farming  or  small  ranching. 
Acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Western  Live  Stock  Shippers'  Associa- 
tion, these  grievances  were  taken  up  with  the  Railway  Commission 
in  February.  1909,  and  an  order  was  issued  pro^'iding  for  an  inspection 
of  all  the  stock  yards  in  Alberta  by  the  Assistant  Operating  Railway 
Commissioner,  the  General  Live  Stock  agent  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  and  myself.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  this  inspection  the 
Operating  Assistant  Railway  Commissioner  indicated  the  po  nts 
at  which  new  yards  were  required,  those  at  which  old  ones  should  be 
remodelled  or  repaired  and  those  at  which  feeding  racks  and  watering 
troughs  should  be  installed.  It  was  also  recommended  that  a  well 
with  suitable  pump  should  be  pro\'ided  at  points  where  water  could  be 
obtained  within  a  distance  of  thirtv  feet  from  the  surface.     At  other 
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points  special  arrangements  would  have  to  be  made  according  to  the 
needs  of  each  particular  place  and  conditions  as  to  water  supply. 
These  recommendations  were  agreed  to  by  the  officials  of  both  the 
Canadian  Pacific  and  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  companies 
and  the  assurance  given  that  the  work  would  be  proceeded  with  at 
once. 

As  regards  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  its  branches  there 
has  been  little  to  criticize  in  the  amount  and  character  of  the  work 
done  in  1910  toward  stock  yard  improvement.  New  yards  have  been 
built  at  Castor,  Stettler,  Erskine,  Chve,  Tees,  Granum,  Acme  and 
Irricana;  additions  and  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  yards 
at  Bittern  Lake,  Olds,  Ponoka  and  Claresholm  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  a  new  five-pen  yard  at  Ponoka  and  for  watering 
faciUties  at  Red  Deer,  Penhold,  Innisfail  and  Strathcona. 

As  regards  the  yards  along  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Northern, 
conditions  at  the  time  the  inspection  was  made  were  not  good.  Nearly 
all  the  yards  were  faulty  in  design  and  lacking  in  equipment  and 
there  has  not  been  the  effort  displayed  to  provide  the  improvements 
recommended  that  was  hoped  for.  I  may  add  that  I  have  begun 
a  personal  examination  of  the  yards  along  this  Une  with  a  view  to 
informing  myself  as  to  that  part  of  the  work  which  still  remains 
undone  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  a  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Railway  Commission  in  support  of  a  request  for  an  order  specifying 
the  time  within  which  the  recommendations  of  the  commissioner 
shall  be  completed. 

The  difficulties  connected  with  the  moving  of  live  stock  are 
largely  due: 

1st.  To  the  inadequate  supply  of  stock  cars  and  the  consequent 
necessity  of  substituting  box  cars  therefor; 

2nd.  To  the  dearth  of  law^  and  specific  regulations  governing 
the  receiving,  moving  and  unloading  of  live  stock; 

3rd.  To  the  reluctance  of  shippers  to  make  use  of  such  laws 
as  have  already  been  enacted  in  their  interest;  and 

4th.  To  the  indifference  of  many  station  agents  and  train  men  to 
the  comfort  of  live  stock  and  the  complaints  of  shippers  and  their 
requests  for  information  regarding  the  arrival  and  departure  of 
stock  trains. 

As  regards  the  shipping  of  live  stock  in  box  cars,  I  am  convinced 
from  personal  interviews  with  shippers  and  from  my  own  observation, 
that  fully  one-third  of  the  stock  coming  off  the  Wetaskiwin  branch 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  during  the  past  year  have  come  out 
in  box  cars.  The  same  is  true  though  probably  in  a  less  degree  of 
the  Lacombe  branch,  and  one  instance  has  been  brought  to  my  notice 
of  four  hundred  and  fifty  head  of  cattle  billed  for  export,  going  ofif 
this  line  in  box  cars. 

Additional  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  transportation  of 
live  stock  are  needed  specifying  the  time  within  which  stock  cars 
must  be  spotted  for  unloading  after  arrival  at  point  of  destination 
or  a  feeding  point;  and  requiring  transportation  companies  to  provide 
double-decked  cars  for  the  transportaion  of  hogs  and  sheep. 

I  am  free  to  admit  that  the  officials  of  the  railway  companies, 
particularly  the  Live  Stock  Agent  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway, 
have  always  been  very  prompt  to  remedy  individual  grievances 
and  particular  requests  made  by  myself;  the  difficulty  Hes  in  the  fact 
that  this  readiness  to  oblige  and  give  prompt  service  is  displayed 
by  too  few  of  the  men  with  whom  the  shipper,  particularly  the  small 
shipper,  has  to  deal. 
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weekly  stock  train  on  c.  &  e. 

Early  in  1909  I  co-operated  with  the  secretary  of  the  United 
Farmers  of  Alberta  in  an  effort  to  secure  a  weekly  stock  train  on  the 
Calgary  and  Edmonton  Railway  on  which  stockmen  might  ship  to 
Edmonton  without  the  delays  which  formerly  occurred  at  junctions 
and  divisional  points.  The  advantages  which  it  was  hoped  would 
result  from  this  arrangement  have  not  been  realized.  I  have  not  yet 
determined  where  the  fault  lies.  The  railway  officials  complain  that 
the  shippers  pay  no  attention  to  the  arrangement  but  insist  on  shipping 
on  whatever  day  suits  them.  The  shippers  on  the  other  hand  com- 
plain that  the  day  selected  as  live  stock  day  was  also  selected  as  the 
day  for  gathering  up  the  weekly  output  of  the  Government  creameries, 
and  that  the  delays  incident  to  collecting  the  butter  makes  this 
particular  day  one  of  the  worst  on  which  to  ship  Uve  stock.  It  is 
also  alleged  that  the  packers  do  not  look  with  favour  on  the  idea  of 
having  the  bulk  of  their  supplies  come  in  on  a  single  day  but  prefei 
that  receipts  be  equally  distributed  throughout  the  week. 

I  consider  that  a  hve  stock  market  at  both  Edmonton  and 
Calgary  with  two  market  days  per  week  at  each  place  would  do  much 
toward  remedying  the  difficulties  complained  of  as  it  would  facilitate 
the  matter  of  securing  stock  trains  carrying  a  sufficient  tonnage  to 
warrant  giving  them  a  special  run,  besides  giving  to  the  shippers  the 
benefit  of  more  competition  among  buyers.  Such  a  market  has  al- 
ready been  started  in  Calgary  and  in  the  opinion  of  those  with  whom 
I  have  conversed  regarding  it,  the  results  have  been  favourable  to 
both  shipper  and  producer.  I  purpose  giving  this  question  particular 
attention  and  have  interviewed  a  number  of  stockmen  and  requested 
them  to  make  suggestions  on  the  subject. 

FEEDING    AND    WATERING    EN    ROUTE. 

The  matter  of  getting  cattle,  billed  for  export,  fed  and  watered 
at  proper  intervals  is  one  with  which  it  is  difficult  to  deal.  The 
Criminal  Code  specifies  thirty-six  hours  as  the  longest  period  of  time 
in  which  live  stock  may  be  kept  in  cars  without  rest,  while  the 
shipper  may  demand  rest  for  his  animals  every  twenty-eight  hours. 
But  it  is  only  under  the  most  favourable  conditions  that  trains  can 
cover  the  distance  between  feeding  points,  as  at  present  established, 
within  the  time  specified,  and  there  are  no  intermediate  points  at 
which  any  considerable  number  of  cattle  can  be  fed  and  watered. 
The  result  is  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  Alberta  cattle  suffer 
a  heavy  shrinkage  by  being  kept  on  board  cars  for  forty  hours  without 
feed  or  water  and  there  are  numerous  instances  where  forty-eight 
hours  have  elapsed  between  feeds.  Well-matured  and  well-fed 
range  cattle  can  endure  these  hardships  with  no  indications  of  dis- 
tress, but  with  farm-bred  cattle  which  are  usually  marketed  as  three- 
year-olds  or  younger  and  with  cattle  finished  in  the  feed  lots,  the  case 
is  different.  As  these  last  two  classes  are  each  year  increasing  in 
number  while  our  range  herds  are  getting  fewer  and  smaller  it  is 
becoming  more  and  more  difficult  for  buyers  to  gather  up  a  full  train 
load  of  cattle  to  ship  from  one  point  in  the  same  day  and  thus  secure 
a  "stock"  run,  and  it  naturally  follows  the  animals  which  are  least 
able  to  endure  the  hardships  incident  to  being  included  in  a  train  of 
dead  freight  are  the  ones  most  likely  to  be  subjected  to  them.  It 
is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  system  of  marketing  live  stock  which 
was  suitable  under  old  conditions  will  have  to  be  improved  before 
stock  growing  on  the  farms  and  small  ranches  of  Alberta  can  assume 
the  proportions  it  might  otherwise  do.

difficulties  at  moose  jaw. 

Moose  Jaw  has  long  been  a  centre  from  which  many  complaints 
from  stock  shippers  have  come.  In  his  recommendations  regarding 
the  stock  yards  at  this  place,  the  Operating  Assistant  Railway  Com- 
missioner in  his  general  report  dated  August  3rd,  1909,  says:  "This 
yard  is  in  elegant  condition.  Absolutely  nothing  required  here 
except  more  attention  be  paid  to  cleaning  out  the  pens." 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  cattle  going  through  these 
yards  since  the  above  report  was  made,  it  has  been  evident  that  this 
yard  was  unable  to  handle  properly,  humanely  aid  without  loss  to 
the  shippers  the  number  of  cattle  going  through  them.  Upon  my 
return  from  Moose  Jaw  recently,  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  General 
Live  Stock  Agent  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  this  matter 
and  was  advised  by  him  that  he  had  already  arranged  to  have  an 
additional  spur  put  in,  in  order  that  cattle  might  be  unloaded  promptly 
on  arrival  although  another  train  was  being  loaded. 

As  the  water  supply  for  these  yards  is  brought  in  in  overhead 
pipes,  much  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  properly  supplying 
water  during  the  late  fall  and  winter  months  on  account  of  freezing. 
Attention  was  directed  to  this  matter  also  and  assurance  received 
that  a  system  of  underground  water  pipes  and  drains  is  included  in 
the  improvements   to   be   made   at   that   point. 

On  the  occasion  of  my  visit  to  Moose  Jaw  on  July  20th,  1910, 
I  visited  the  stock  yards  and  witnessed  there  a  case  of  discrimination 
in  favour  of  a  large  shipper  as  against  a  smaller  one.  I  made  three 
attempts  to  interview  the  divisional  superintendent  at  that  point 
on  the  subject  but  without  success.  I  then  addressed  a  letter  to  him 
but  received  no  reply.  Later  I  reported  the  matter  to  Mr.  Dillinger 
of  the  Railway  Commission  who  assured  me  that  he  would  give  the 
subject  his  personal  attention  in  order  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  the 
occurrence. 

On  the  occasion  of  a  later  visit,  November  11th  and  12th,  1910, 
I  made  special  observation  as  to  the  treatment,  as  regards  feed  and 
water,  the  consignments  belonging  to  the  large  and  smaller  shipments 
were  receiving,  but  saw  no  evidence  of  discrimination.  The  quality 
of  the  hay  supplied  to  all  was  wretched.  Ninety  per  cent,  of  it  con- 
sisted of  old  slough  bottom  from  one  to  three  years  old.  It  was  foul 
smelling  and  wholly  unfit  to  sustain  an  animal  which  had  just  com- 
pleted a  journey  of  from  thirty-six  to  forty  hours  without  feed  or 
water  and  had  a  similar  one  in  prospect.  This  matter  was  reported 
to  the  General  Live  Stock  Agent  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
who  assured  me  that  he  would  do  his  utmost  to  secure  a  better  quality 
of  feed  at  once. 

HORSES. 

The  number  of  horses  handled  by  the  transportation  companies 
■up  to  November  1st,  1910,  was  in  excess  of  that  of  any  previous  year. 
This  was  doubtless  due  in  part  to  the  increased  demand  which  resulted 
in  very  high  prices  and  to  the  shortage  of  pasture  which  resulted 
from  the  drought  in  the  early  part  of  the  season. 

In  a  portion  of  the  province  there  was  a  severe  epidemic  of 
contagious  abortion.  In  some  instances  as  many  as  ninety  per  cent, 
of  the  foals  were  lost.  An  inspector  of  the  Dominion  Health  of  Ani- 
mals Branch,  Medicine  Hat,  was  sent  to  the  districts  in  which  the 
greatest  losses  were  sustained  with  a  view  to  determining  definitely 
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the  cause  and  to  make  such  suggestions  as  might  prevent  a  repetition 
of  it.  After  making  a  careful  examination  he  gave  it  as  his  opinion 
that  the  difficulty  was  due  to  contagious  abortion. 

CATTLE. 

The  number  of  cattle  handled  by  the  transportation  companies 
up  to  November  1st,  1910,  was  also  far  in  excess  of  that  of  any  pre- 
vious year.  The  figures,  however,  are  somewhat  misleading  because  a 
much  larger  percentage  of  them  than  usual  were  i-tocker  cattle  and 
therefore  do  not  represent  finished  animals  but  rather  animals  sent 
east  or  to  more  favoured  localities  within  the  province  for  the  purpose 
of   finishing. 

There  has  been  some  inquiry  for  breeding  animals  of  the  special 
dairy  breeds  though,  owing  in  part  to  the  fact  that  no  assistance 
was  given  by  the  Provincial  Government  in  aid  of  the  importation 
of  these  animals,  the  number  of  inquiries  was  not  so  great  as  that 
of  a  year  ago.  There  has,  however,  been  considerable  inquiry  from 
outlying  districts  for  breeding  animals  of  what  are  commonly  called 
the  dual  purpose  breeds.  The  settlers  there  claim  that  an  animal 
of  this  type  is  better  adapted  to  their  conditions  than  one  of  special 
beef-producing  or  dairy  types  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  bulls  of  the  beef  breeds  from  good  milking  cows  will  find  ready 
sale  at  remunerative  prices. 

SHEEP. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  sheep  industry  during  the  year  1910 
was  a  general  movement  northward  in  herds  of  from  two  hundred  to 
one  thousand  head.  The  encroachment  of  the  settlers  upon  the  old 
sheep  ranges  and  the  scarcity  of  pasture  in  those  districts  which  have 
been  devoted  largely  to  wool  growing  caused  a  large  number  of 
ranchers  to  reduce  the  size  of  their  flocks.  At  the  same  time  con- 
ditions in  the  central  portion  of  the  province  have  tended  to  create 
an  interest  in  wool  and  mutton  production.  For  the  past  two  years 
the  coyote  has  not  been  as  great  a  pest  as  formerly  in  most  sections. 

Institute  speakers  have  been  impressing  upon  the  farmers 
the  value  of  sheep  as  gleaners  in  the  harvest  fields  and  as  cleaners 
of  the  land,  and  the  result  of  their  work  is  now  being  felt.  In  some 
instances  also,  this  movement  of  the  sheep  northward  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  farmers  there  are  getting  in  a  better  condition  financially 
and  with  the  reduced  price  of  fencing  material  they  have  been  able 
to  protect  their  flocks  from  dogs  and  coyotes  by  means  of  coyote- 
proof  fencing. 

While  I  am  pleased  to  note  the  great  interest  that  is  being  taken 
in  wool  and  mutton  production,  I  am  convinced  that  all  efforts  at 
stocking  our  farms  with  small  flocks  of  sheep  without  first  having 
them  protected  from  their  natural  enemies  is  but  temporizing  with 
the  business  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  sheep  industry  of  Alberta 
will  not  be  on  a  permanent  basis  until  coyote-proof  fencing  can  be 
secured  by  the  ordinary  farmer  at  a  lower  price  than  at  present 
obtains. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Poultry  Superintendent,  I  was  able 
to  secure  reduced  prices  on  certain  makes  of  fence  for  the  farmers, 
when  ordered  in  carload  lots  through  the  secretary  of  their  association. 
This  resulted  in  several  carloads  of  coyote-proof  fencing  being  con- 
structed but  the  price  is  still  beyond  the  reach  of  many  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  obtain  a  still  greater  reduction. 
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SWINE. 

There  are  many  indications  that  the  number  of  hogs  marketed 
in  1910  will  not  equal  that  of  a  year  ago.  The  number  handled 
by  the  transportation  companies  from  year  to  year  is  fairly  repre- 
sentative of  the  progress  of  the  industry.  For  the  first  ten  months 
of  1910  the  number  reported  is  considerable  less  than  for  the  same 
period  of  1909. 

During  the  months  of  April  and  May  there  was  reported  a  heavy 
loss  of  young  pigs.  I  made  a  personal  investigation  of  some  of  the 
cases  reported  and  in  most  instances  it  was  evident  that  the  loss 
was  due  to  overfeeding,  particularly  with  barley  or  wheat,  or  to  a  lack 
of  exercise.  There  were  some  instances  which,  so  far  as  I  could  ascer- 
tain, conditions  were  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  yet  the  losses 
were  severe. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  if  feeding  some  sort  of  supplementary 
food,  rich  in  protein  and  bone-making  material,  would  overcome 
this  difficulty,  I  secured  from  the  J.  Y.  Griffin  Co.,  of  Edmonton,  a 
ton  of  digester  tankage.  This  was  distributed  among  a  number 
of  farmers  who  agreed  to  feed  it  to  their  brood  sows  according  to 
directions  suppUed  by  myself,  and  to  report  the  results  of  the  experi- 
ment to  me.  The  experiment  was  only  partially  successful.  Some 
of  the  farmers  who  were  suppUed  have  failed  to  report  at  all.  Some 
reported  that  there  was  no  difference  in  the  number  of  pigs  saved 
from  sows  that  were  fed  with  the  digester  tankage  and  those  which 
had  been  fed  in  the  ordinary  way.  While  others  reported  a  very 
marked  difference.  Some  of  the  farmers  who  had  obtained  a  supply 
of  tankage  did  not  feed  all  of  it  to  their  brood  sows  and  fed  the  re- 
mainder to  their  weanhng  pigs.  Those  who  did  so  reported  excellent 
results. 

With  a  view  to  obtaining  more  definite  knowledge  of  the  swine 
industry  of  the  province,  about  fifteen  hundred  circular  letters  were 
mailed  to  various  swine  growers  of  the  province  asking  for  the  number 
of  sows  they  were  breeding;  how  many  of  these  were  purebred;  the 
number  of  Utters  they  endeavoured  to  secure  from  each  per  year; 
the  number  of  pigs  in  each  litter;  their  methods  of  feeding  mature 
and  immature  animals;  and  also  to  state  what  difficulties  they  exper- 
ienced in  their  efforts  at  swine  growing  in  Alberta.  As  this  work 
was  begun  but  recently  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  replies  have 
been  received.  It  is  my  intention  to  classify  the  information  thus 
obtained  and  to  furnish  the  institute  speakers  who  will  deliver  ad- 
dresses on  this  subject  with  copies  of  the  same  in  order  that  their 
instructions  to  the  farmers  may  have  as  direct  a  bearing  upon  con- 
ditions here  as  possible.

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9.— THE  REPORT  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  a  report  bearing  upon  public  health, 
hospitals  and  charities,  as  dealt  with  in  this  ofl5ce  during  the  year 
ending  December,  1910. 

I. — Provincial  Board  of  Health. 

The  Provincial  Board  of  Health  met  at  different  times  during 
the  year  and  transacted  what  public  business  came  before  it. 

It  was  hoped  by  the  board  that  the  demonstration  plant  in 
connection  with  Mr.  Owens'  "Live  Earth  Bed"  system  would  have 
been  established,  but  work  in  connection  wdth  this  plant  was  stopped, 
the  five  thousand  dollars  asked  for  in  connection  with  its  construction 
not  being  available. 

II.- — Contagious  and  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  in  all  during  the  year  thirty-eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three  cases  of  contagious  and  infectious  disease  reported  at 
this  office,  as  the  tables  which  follow  will  show.  Of  these  contagious 
diseases,  tyhoid  and  measles  have  been  particularly  prevalent.  Out- 
breaks of  smallpox  this  year  have  been  diminished  considerably; 
one  outbreak,  however,  in  the  Athabasca  Valley,  was  with  difficulty 
controlled  owing  to  the  fact  that  amongst  the  half-breeds  in  that 
district  a  mild  type  of  the  disease  may  be  said  to  be  endemic.  Three 
causes  contributing  to  the  difficulty  of  stamping  out  the  disease 
in  this  particular  district  are:  First,  the  amount  of  intercommunication 
of  the  half-breeds;  second,  the  difficulty  of  carrpng  out  proper  medical 
measures  owing  to  the  lack  of  transportation  facilities;  third,  the 
almost  absence  of  physicians  throughout  such  a  wide  territory. 

The  most  marked  features  of  the  contagious  diseases  have 
been  the  widespread  existence  of  typhoid  fever  throughout  the 
province.  Contributing  causes  of  this  have  been:  First,  the  great 
amount  of  railway  construction  and  ditching  operations  with  con- 
sequently the  congregating  of  large  numbers  of  men  under  conditions 
where  ideal  sanitation  is  difficult  to  maintain;  Second,  climatic  con- 
ditions, favourable  to  flies  which  are  the  great  medium  for  the  spread 
of  disease.

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10— REPORT  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  SANITARY  ENGINEER. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
work  of  the  Sanitary  Engineering  Branch  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1910. 

The  work  of  this  branch  has  to  do  with  the  administration  of 
those  sections  of  The  Public  Health  Act  which  deal  with  waterworks, 
sewerage  and  sewage  purification  and  disposal  works.  In  accordance 
vdth  these  sections  of  the  Act  there  were  submitted  to  the  writer  for 
examination  and  resubmission  to  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health 
plans  and  specifications  from  several  of  the  cities  and  towns  through- 
out the   province. 

Consultations  with  reference  to  these  works  were  held  with  the 
various  city  engineers  and  in  some  cases  with- the  councils  of  the 
various  cities  and  towns  also.  Consultations  with  reference  to  the 
water,  sewerage  and  sewage  purification  and  disposal  works  in  con- 
nection with  the  various  pubhc  buildings  of  the  province  were  held 
with  the  Pubhc  Works  Department. 

A  water  pur  fication  plant  is  being  installed  at  Lethbridge  Gaol 
and  sewage  purification  and  disposal  works  also.  A  sewage  puri- 
fication and  disposal  works  has  been  installed  at  the  new  asylum  at 
Ponoka. 

As  member  and  technical  adviser  of  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health  the  w'riter  assisted  the  board  to  draft  a  new  Public  Health 
Act  for  submission  to  the  Legislature  at  this  year's  session  and  also 
helped  to  prepare  the  regulations  which  the  board  propose  to  issue 
under  the  power  which  will  be  conferred  on  it  by  the  new  Act. 

During  the  past  year  the  science  of  sanitary  engineering  has 
made  distinct  advancement,  particularly  viith  regard  to  the  cheap 
purification  of  both  water  and  sewage  by  means  of  hypo-chlorite  of 
lime,  and  the  writer  has  endeavoured  to  carry  on  systematic  research 
work  along  these  fines  as  far  as  is  possible  with  his  Umited  equipment. 
Early  in  the  year  the  Pro^dncial  Board  of  Health  recommended  the 
government  to  set  aside  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
building  and  operating  an  experimental  sewage  disposal  works 
especially  designed  to  meet  the  particular  climatic  and  other  condi- 
tions of  the  province,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  amount  will  be  granted 
by  the  Legislature  at  their  session  this  year  and  that  the  works  will 
be  built  and  in  operation  early  next  spring.  The  chief  features  in 
these  works  will  be  sedimentation  and  sterilization. 

On  October  12th  the  Commission  of  Conservation  met  at  Ottawa 
and  adopted  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pollution  of 
Waterwa5'S,  with  draft  of  bill  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  navigable 
and  other  waters: 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Conference  of  Dominion 
and  Provincial  Health  Officers. 

Sir, — Your  Committee  on  the  pollution  of  Interprovincial  and  International 
waters  begs  leave  to  report  that: 

Whereas  the  pollution  of  the  waterways  of  the  Dominion  by  raw  sewage 
and  factory  wastes  is  a  menace  *o  the  health  of  the  public  generally  by  reason  of 
the  contamination  of  public  water  supplies  as  indicated  by  the  excessive  mortality 
from  enteric  (typhoid)  fever  alone,  and  by  the  evidence  taken  and  the  report  made 
by  the  Public  Health  and  Inspection  of  Food  Committee  of  the  Senate  of  the  Dom- 
inion of  Canada;  and 
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Whereas  the  maintenance  of  the  permanent  purity  of  public  water  supplies 
IS  a  matter  of  national  importance  affecting  as  it  does  every  citizen  whether  a  resi- 
dent of  our  cities  and  towns  or  of  our  rural  districts;  and 

Whereas  the  Provincial  Health  authorities  have  jurisdiction  only  over  those 
waterways  lying  within  the  inter-provincial  boundaries,  and  are  unable  to  protect 
those  resident  therein  against  pollution  which  may  happen,  either  in  a  contiguous 
province,  or  in  an  adjoining  country;  and 

Whereas  in  some  instances  these  pollutions  are  great,  many  being  widespread 
by  reason  of  the  immensity  of  our  international  waterways  upon  which  there  are 
annually  carried  some  ten  millions  of  people: 

The  Conference  of  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Health  Officers  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  enact  a  law  prohibiting 
and  penali.ang  the  deposition  of  raw  sewage,  garbage  and  factory  wastes  in  the 
waterways  of  Canada  and  in  waters  tributary  thereto,  along  the  hnes  of  the  draft 
bill  herewith,  such  Act  to  be  administered  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture. 

2.  That  the  provinces  be  requested  to  give  effect  to  such  legislation,  so  that 
there  shall  be  no  conflict  of  jurisdiction  between  the  Dominion  and  Provincial 
Governments  in  regard  to  these  matters. 

3    That  the  several  legislatures  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  be  recommended 

to  insert  in  their  Public  Health  Acts  the  following  clause: 

No  by-law  providing  for  the  raising  of  money  for  the  construction,  operation 
or  extension  of  any  system  of  waterworks  or  common  sewer  or  system  of  sewerage 
or  sewage  disposal  shall  be  submitted  to  the  votes  of  the  electors  by  the  council 
of  any  municipality  until  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health, 
or  of  the  Provincial  Board  of  Health  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  proposed  con- 
struction, operation  or  extension  has  been  first  obtained,  and  the  preamble 
of  every  such  by-law  shall  declare  that  such  consent  has  been  duly  obtained; 
no  debenture  shall  be  valid  if  issued  under  any  by-law  passed  in  contravention 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 
This  clause,  we  believe,  will  have  the  effect  of  preventing  municipalities  from 

evading  the  present  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act  in  this  respect;  and 

That  it  be  urged  upon  provincial  authorities  to  adopt  legislation  providing 

for  the  systematic  supervision  and  inspection  of  all  water  purification  and  sewage 

disposal  plants,  so  that  the  same  be  maintained  in  their  efficiency;  and 

4.  That  we  strongly  urge  upon  the  Commission  of  Conservation  to  request 

the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to  consider  the  necessity  of  conferring 

with  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  vnth  a  view  to  preventing  any  further 

pollution  of  international  waters. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

LABORATORY. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  present  a  report  covering  the  work 
of  the  Provincial  Laboratorv  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1910. 

There  has  been  an  increasing  demand  this  year  for  examinations 
by  the  laboratory.  This  is  in  part  accountable  to  the  opening  of  new 
post  offices  and  the  extension  of  railway  service  to  existing  offices. 

The  laborator}-  furnishes  outfits  for  mailing  in  specimens  for 
examination  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever 
and  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Supphes  of  these  outfits  are  maintained 
at  convenient  repositories,  chiefl}^  drug  stores,  of  which  the  following 
is  at  present  the  list:

Totals  for  the  whole  year. 
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There  were  also  examined  and  reported  on:  Two  hundred  and 
seventeen  water  samples  (one  hundred  and  fiftj'-six  chemical,  sixty- 
one  bacterial);  thirty-four  milk  samples;  nine  specimens  for  diseases 
of  animals  (including  two  for  rabies,  both  of  which  were  negative); 
and  a  .ew  miscellaneous  samples.  For  the  Department  of  the  Attor- 
ney General  eleven  analyses  of  Uquors  and  thirty-two  medico-legal 
examinations  were  carried  out. 

The  position  of  chemist  assistant  in  the  laboratory  was  only 
temporarily  filled  until  February  of  this  year,  when  Mr.  H.  C.  Graham, 
B.A.,  was  appointed  on  the  laboratory  staff.  Mr.  Graham  is  a  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  Toronto,  with  first-class  honours  standing 
in  chemi.stry.  Subsequent  to  his  graduation  he  was  Fellow  in  the 
Department  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  He  there- 
fore came  to  us  with  an  unusually  good  training  for  chemical  inves- 
tigations and  I  think  the  departraent  is  fortunate  in  having  secured 
his  ser\ice3  for  the  abundant  and  varied  work  invoh-ing  accurate 
chemical  analvsis. 

In  August  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Medical 
Association,  held  in  Banff,  and  presented  a  paper  on  the  subject  of 
pubHc  hvgiene.  This  has  been  pubUshed  in  the  Saskatchewan 
Medical  Journal  under  the  title  ''Conservation  of  Alberta's  Greatest 
Natural  Resource." 

In  September  I  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Amencan 
PubHc   Health    A.ssociation  in   Milwaukee,    Wisconsin.     This  is  the 
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most  active  and  largest  public  health  organization  in  America,  includ- 
ing among  its  members  the  leading  sanitarians  and  hygienists 
of  Mexico,  Cuba,  the  United  States  and  Canada.  The  sessions 
comprised  both  general  and  sectional,  the  latter  relating  to  the 
special  fields  of  vital  statistics,  laboratory  work  and  municipal  sani- 
tation and  hygiene.  Subsequently  I  visited  the  health  departments 
and  laboratories  of  Chicago,  Ontario,  Quebec,  Minnesota  and  Man- 
itoba. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  better  understanding  by  the  general  public 
of  the  purpose  and  methods  of  the  work  of  this  laboratory,  I  prepared 
and  submitted  a  paper  on  "Water  Analysis  and  the  Public  Health," 
before  the  Union  of  Alberta  Municipalities,  at  Wetaskiwin,  on  Sep- 
tember 7th.  The  subject  matter  of  this  paper  and  also  other  infor- 
mation relating  to  pubUc  health  matters  in  general  will  be  published, 
agreeably  to  your  instructions,  in  bulletin  form  for  distribution 
throughout  the  province.  Hitherto  such  information  has  been 
embodied  in  this  annual  report  but  it  should  be  more  useful  in  the 
proposed  bulletin  form.  Its  omission  here  makes  this  much  shorter 
than  my  previous  annual  reports.

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12— REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLICITY  BUREAU. 

Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  work  performed 
by  this  bureau  during  the  past  nine  months  since  its  inception,  which 
marks  a  new  mile  post  in  the  operations  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Possessing  unUmited  confidence  in  the  opportunities  and  resources 
of  our  pro\'ince  we  undertook  to  estabUsh  an  organized  effort  to 
induce  settlers  to  locate  in  our  province,  and  we  are  pleased  to  report 
that  we  have  found  a  very  satisfactory  response  to  our  call. 

Offices  were  opened  at  Winnipeg,  Toronto  and  Montreal,  and  a 
number  of  special  commissioners  were  sent  into  different  parts  of 
the  United  States.  Their  personal  efforts  were  supplemented  by 
special  advertisements  in  various  newspapers,  journals  and  magazines 
and  by  special  exhibit  displays  at  the  Industrial  Exhibition  at  Tor- 
onto, Ontario,  and  at  the  International  Dry  Farming  Congress  at 
Spokane,  Washington. 

Our  exhibition  displays  were  successful  beyond  any  previous 
effort  and  were  awarded  first  prize  at  both  exhibitions.  Our  splendid 
success  at  Spokane,  W^ashington,  should  be  a  matter  of  pride  for 
every  citizen  of  our  province  as  well  as  one  of  the  best  advertisements 
ever  presented  by  any  state  or  province. 

Our  offices  at  Winnipeg,  Toronto  and  Montreal  have  opened 
up  splendid  fields  for  pubUcity  operations  and  have  provided  a  per- 
manent base  for  displacing  our  resources,  distributing  literature  and 

attracting  settlers.  .         ^   „r.     . 

We  have  found  that  hundreds  of  settlers  arrive  at  Winnipeg 
daily  who  seek  information  there  before  deciding  their  destination, 
and  consequentlv  provide  a  great  opportunity  for  our  work. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  these  circumstances  we  have 
provided  an  attractive  office  in  a  prominent  locality.  \iz.,  at  449 
Main  Street,  which  has  not  only  attracted  hundreds  of  settlers  but 
has  been  referred  to  by  pubUc  men  in  very  eulogistic  terms  as  an 
evidence  of  our  enterprise  and  success. 

Our  commissioner  at  this  point  has  displayed  ceaseless  energy 
in  meeting  railway  trains  (night  and  day)  distributing  literature  and 
directing  attention  to  our  opportunities  and  resources;  he  has  acquired 
a  proficiency  in  this  work  which  has  been  the  means  of  securing  for 
our  province  many  first  class  settlers,  and  not  a  few  business  men. 

He  has  distributed  a  great  deal  of  Uterature,  has  received  and 
answered  nearlv  two  thousand  letters  and  reports  an  increasing 
demand  for  information  both  by  personal  inquiries  at  his  office 
and  correspondence.  ^  ^  .  , 

Our  office  at  Toronto  has  pro^'ided  one  of  our  most  successful 
opportunities  and  has  been  conducted  in  a  practical  and  satisfactory 
manner.  Our  commissioner  at  this  point  has  proved  himself  to  be 
an  active,  inteUigent  and  successful  advocate;  he  orgamzed  and 
conducted  a  special  train  of  settlers  consisting  of  three  hundred  and 
twenty  passengers  into  our  pro^•ince  during  the  month  of  J.^b  and 
has  since  been  instrumental  in  sending  us  several  large  Pfrries  from 
time  to  time.  His  monthly  reports  show  an  increasing  demand  for 
literature  and  information  bv  callers  from  all  parts  of  the  ^orld  and 
hs  average  monthly  inquiries  by  letter  total  about  two  hundred^ 
He  has  distributed  about  two  tons  of  Uterature  and  otherwise  served 
our  province  in  a  very  creditable  and  efficient  manner. 
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Our  operations  at  Montreal  yielded  a  quick  response;  we  have 
received  three  special  trains  with  a  total  of  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  passengers,  and  a  large  numVjer  of  smaller  companies  from  time 
to  time.  Our  commissioner  has  been  able  to  meet  incoming  immi- 
grant trains  and  present  our  claims  to  passengers  at  this  point  with 
great  success. 

His  work  has  been  supplemented  by  the  efforts  of  our  special 
commissioner  in  the  New  England  States  who  has  been  able  to  induce 
a  large  number  of  settlers  to  entrain  at  Montreal  for  Alberta. 

Our  office  at  this  point  provided  a  splendid  display  of  our  resources 
for  the  thousands  of  visitors  who  attended  the  recent  Eucharist 
Conference  and  our  province  was  in  consequence  able  to  command 
very  gratifying  attention  and  commendation. 

Our  commissioner  reports  that  a  large  number  of  those  who 
have  recently  settled  here  are  sending  back  favourable  reports  of 
conditions  here,  and  he  is  hopeful  of  being  able  to  send  us  an  increas- 
ing number  of  good  settlers  from  that  locality  in  the  near  future. 

Our  special  commissioners  were  successful  in  sending  us  three 
special  train  loads  of  settlers  from  Michigan  with  three  hundred  and 
forty-one  passengers,  and  a  special  car  from  Illinois  with  sixty-three 
passengers  and  small  parties  following  from  time  to  time  since.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  measure  the  full  extent  of  the  result  of  their 
efforts  throughout  different  states  but  I  am  assured  that  a  great 
number  of  good  settlers  have  come  to  us  through  our  special  efforts. 

Oui"  commissioner  at  Portal  found  that  organized  grafters  along 
the  Soo  line  were  preying  upon  American  settlers  during  the  early 
part  of  this  year;  immigrants  en  route  to  Canada  were  embarrassed 
and  hampered.  A  campaign  of  \-ilification  of  Canada  and  Canadian 
officials  inaugurated  which  diverted  hundreds  of  settlers  intending 
to  make  their  home  here. 

This  was  followed  by  exaggerated  and  untruthful  reports  of  the 
dry  weather  and  returning  exodus  of  settlers  by  the  United  States 
reclamation  ser\-ice,  but  notwithstanding  the  strenuous  measure 
adopted  by  the  United  States  government  to  check  immigration 
into  Canada,  we  have  received  a  much  larger  number  of  settlers 
during  the  present  season  than  in  any  pre^■ious  year. 

Our  commissioners  have  been  able  to  perform  a  very  meritorious 
ser^'ice  for  the  various  boards  of  trade  throughout  the  province 
by  obtaining  farm  labourers  and  other  help,  distributing  hterature, 
and  otherwise  aiding  in  the  promotion  of  local  industries. 

The  activities  of  my  own  office  can  best  be  summed  up  by  sajing 
that  the  bureaus  proceeded  upon  the  lines  laid  down  at  the  start,  and 
followed  since  with  such  amplification  as  we  have  found  desirable  from 
time  to  time. 

As  you  know  we  operate  and  conduct  a  general  free  information 
bureau  open  to  all.  Beginning  on  the  basis  of  a  local  bureau  our 
business  has  become  an  institution  known  all  over  the  world. 

Requests  for  information  about  Alberta  are  received  from  all 
quarters  of  the  globe. 

We  furnish  these  facts;  we  have  compiled  statistical  information 
of  a  class  and  kind  that  would  best  promote  all  interests  of  our  prov- 
ince; have  printed  in  convenient  and  concise  form  literature  for 
free  distribution;  have  prepared  and  supplied  press  articles  and 
information  for  visiting  convention  delegates,  tourists  and  editorial 
writers;  have  held  personal  inter\'iews  T\ith  visiting  manufacturers, 
capitahsts  and  others  who  sought  information  respecting  the  oppor- 
tunities and  resources  of  our  pro^'ince. 
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We  have  prepared,  printed  and  distributed  about  twelve  tons 
of  advertising  matter. 

We  have  received  2,316  letters  and  written  3,336  letters. 

With  reference  to  our  efforts  in  the  Old  Country  I  found  that 
we  had  contracts  in  force  for  advertisements  at  the  first  of  year 
amounting  to  about  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  after  some 
investigation  we  were  able  to  have  the  same  service  continued  at  one 
thousand  dollars  less  cost. 

I  find  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  information  from  England 
and  from  emigration  reports  it  would  appear  that  more  immigrants 
have  come  to  Canada  this  year  than  ever  before,  but  from  what  I 
can  learn  we  are  not  receiving  our  share  of  them. 

Other  provinces  have  established  agencies  in  London  and  else- 
where and  in  consequence  are  able  to  influence  the  destination  of  a 
great  number  of  settlers  who  might  otherwise  choose  Alberta,  and 
until  we  can  maintain  an  agency  of  our  own  in  England,  we  can  hardly 
expect  to  receive  anv  considerable  portion  of  the  emigration  from 
the^Old  Country. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  much  of  the  success  of  this  bureau 
has  been  accompUshed  by  the  gratuitous  co-operation  of  the  various 
boards  of  trade  throughout  our  province  and  the  loyal  support  of 
the  pro\dncial  and  local  press.

Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary. 

Gentlemen, — I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  herewith  the  twelfth 
annual  report  of  the  Alberta  Horse  Breeders'  Association  being  for 
the  year  1910. 

SPRING    HORSE    SHOW. 

Great  strides  are  being  taken  each  year  in  connection  with  our 
horse  show,  and  the  show  of  1910  surpassed  its  predecessor  in  many 
ways.  The  gate  receipts  showed  an  increase  of  S2,470,  the  entries 
were  310  greater  and  the  amount  paid  for  prizes  was  $1,025  greater 
than  the  amount  paid  in  1909.  A  comparative  statement  of  the 
number  of  entries,  gate  receipts  and  prizes  paid  which  follows,  shows 
development  that  any  member  of  the  Horse  Breeders'  Association 
may  well  feel   proud  of:

The  show  was  formallv  opened  on  the  evening  of  April  5th  by 
His  Honour  Lieutenant  Governor  Bulyea.  The  auditorium  was 
crowded  to  the  utmost  mth  ^dsitors  from  all  parts  of  the  pro^1nce. 
The  attendance  was  particularly  good  throughout,  and  on  one  or 
two  programmes  people  had  to  be  turned  away  as  a  result  ot  the 
large  attendance.  The  exhibits  both  in  the  breeding  classes  and 
the  driving,  saddle  horse  and  jumper  classes  were  of  very  high 
qualitv.  and  spoke  volumes  for  the  horse  breeding  and  raising 
possibilities  of  Alberta.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement  m 
the  fitting  of  some  of  the  entries.  Each  year  advances  are  noted  in 
this  regard.  Nothing  gives  a  greater  incentive  to  horse  owners  to 
give  nS^re  attention  to  the  fitting  and  training  of  their  entries  than 
a  horse  show.  ,.         ,  , ^     . 

The  iuddng  of  the  stallion  and  breeding  classes  was  done_at 
Victoria  Park,  and  the  other  classes  at  Sherman's  Auditonum.  itie 
expense  in  fitting  up  the  auditorium  was,  as  last  yeax  very  heavy, 
and  will  continue  to  be  a  very  heavy  charge  against  the  indoor  pro- 
gramme until  a  satisfactory  horse  show  building  is  erected. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  have  a  by-law  submitted  to  the  prop- 
erty owners  of  Calgarv  to  provide  funds  for  a  stock  pa.ylion  and 
horse  show  building!  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  smtable  bmlding  will 
be  readv  for  the  horse  show  of  1912.  . 

A  pleasing  feature  of  the  horse  show  of  1910  was  the  mauguration 
of   a   ChuSs   Afternoon   at  the  show.     Friday   afternoon,   April 
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8th,  was  set  apart  for  the  children,  an  admission  of  ten  cents  was 
charged,  and  that  our  efforts  to  interest  the  children  were  appre- 
ciated was  amply  demonstrated  by  all  available  seating  accommo- 
dation being  required  for  those  who  attended  that  afternoon.  In 
connection  with  this  afternoon  we  had  the  co-operation  of  the  School 
Board,  superintendent  and  teaching  staff.  The  success  of  this  feature 
would  indicate  that  it  should  be  continued  at  each  show,  and  be  the 
means  of  interesting  the  children  in  horses.

IMPROVED    TRANSPORTATION    ARRANGEMENTS. 

A  strong  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  for  the  horse  show  the 
same  transportation  arrangements  on  exhibits  as  are  in  force  in 
connection  with  agricultural  exhibitions.  The  association  has  had 
the  active  co-operation  of  Mr.  M.  S.  McCarthy,  M.P.,  who  has  given 
a  great  deal  of  his  time  to  the  matter.  The  question  has  been  taken 
up  with  the  railway  officials  at  Montreal,  by  Mr.   McCarthy,  and 
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the  members  of  the  Dominion  Parliament  from  Vancouver,  Winnipeg, 
Montreal  and  Ottawa.  They  have  not,  however,  been  successful  in 
obtaining  any  special  rate  up  to  the  present. 

FINANCIAL    STATEMENT. 

For  the  first  time  since  1904  has  it  been  possible  to  present 
a  financial  statement  which  does  not  show  an  overdraft.  Each 
year  since  1904  every  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  keep  the  expense 
as  low  as  possible,  and  increase  the  revenue  so  as  to  be  able  to  make 
a  satisfactory  financial  showing.  The  prize  list,  of  course,  has  had 
to  be  con.siderably  increased  each  year,  and  in  spite  of  this  increase 
it  is  very  gratifying  to  have  been  able,  owing  to  an  increase  of  $400 
in  the  grant  from  the  Alberta  Government  and  an  increase  in  gate 
receipts,  to  clear  off  the  deficit  in  1909  amounting  to  $654.77,  and 
still  have  a  balance  on  hand  of  So34.36.  The  prize  list  has  been 
kept  down  to  the  lowest  possible  amount.  In  many  classes  the  prizes 
offered  are  ridiculously  small  for  the  competition,  quality  and  value 
of  the  stock  entered,  and  in  a  number  of  instances  where  the  entries 
numbered  from  fifteen  to  thirty-seven,  only  two  prizes  have  been 
offered.  Your  directors,  therefore,  felt  that  it  was  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  considerably  increase  the  amount  of  money  offered  for  prizes, 
and  in  preparing  the  prize  list  for  the  1911  show,  add  upwards  of  SI, 000 
to  the  list. 

On  behalf  of  the  Association  I  wish  to  thank  the  Pro\'incial 
and  Dominion  Departments  of  Agriculture  and  the  City  of  Calgary 
for  grants  towards  the  show,  also  the  merchants  and  members  of  the 
association  for  donations  which  made  it  possible  to  make  such  a 
splendid  showing  in  connection  with  the  financial  report.  The 
financial  statement  which  has  been  duly  audited  is  as  follows:

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Your  directors  have  asked  the  Honourable  Minister  of  Agriculture 
to  make  a  change  in  The  Stock  Inspection  Ordinance,  so  as  to  permit 
of  purebred  and  registered  horses,  as  well  as  horses  coming  to  and 
from  exhibitions,  being  allowed  to  move  by  rail  from  point  to  point 
in  Alberta  without  the  necessity  of  being  inspected  for  brands. 

In  order  to  place  the  association  in  a  position  to  increase  the 
prize  Ust  to  what  they  considered  absolutely  necessary,  your  directors 
made  appUcation  to  the  Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
an  increase  in  the  annual  grant  to  the  Horse  Breeders'  Association 
from  $1,200  to  $2,000.  No  increase  was  sanctioned,  however,  for 
1911,  and  the  grant  will  therefore  be  the  same  as  in  1910.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  will  see  his  way 
to  increase  the  grant  to  $2,000  for  1912,  so  that  the  association  may 
be  in  a  position  to  provide  for  its  increased  financial  requirements, 
as  a  result  of  the  development  of  the  shows  and  work  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

The  association  has  inaugurated  a  new  system  of  bringing  buyer 
and  seller  together.  Lists  of  stock  for  sale  may  be  sent  to  the  secre- 
tary by  any  member  of  the  association,  which  will  be  kept  on  file 
for  reference  and  also  published  from  time  to  time  in  the  agricultural 
press.  Complete  lists  of  stock  for  sale  are  sent  to  all  inquirers,  and 
no  charge  is  made  to  either  buyer  or  seller  for  this  service,  which 
is  done  in  an  effort  to  make  the  association  as  great  a  benefit  as 
possible  to  the  horse  breeding  interests  of  the  province.  Several 
letters  of  appreciation  have  been  received  since  this  system  has  been 
established. 

The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  shipments  of  horses 
over  the  C.P.R.  "according  to  figures  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  H.  C. 
McMullen,  General  Live  Stock  Agent,  in  connection  with  which  he 
makes  the  following  statement: 

The  remarkable  increase  in  the  number  of  horses  sent  to  market  is  accounted 
for  by  the  demand  for  animals  suitable  for  farm  work  consequent  on  the  heavy 
immigration  of  the  last  few  years.  The  demand  has  stimulated  breeders  to  meet 
the  new  market,  and  even  with  the  increased  number  of  men  engaged  in  this  branch 
of  the  trade,  supply  has  failed  to  keep  pace  -ndth  the  requirements,  until  the  price 
of  ordinary  farm  horses  has  reached  an  almost  prohibitive  figure.  The  trade  is 
certain  to  grow,  however,  and  we  may  safely  anticipate  an  increase  in  shipments 
this  year.

eleventh  annual  report. 

Hon.  Duncan  Marshall, 

Minister  of  Agriculture. 

Sir.- — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  eleventh  annual 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Alberta  Cattle  Breeders'  Association 
for  the  year  1910. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  association  offices,  Victoria 
Park,  Calgary,  on  April  19th,  1911,  the  following  being  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting: 

MIXrTES    OF   THE    AXXr.A.L    MEETIXG. 

The  president,  Mr.  J.  L.  Walters,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  adopted  as  read. 

Mr.  Walters  made  a  few  timely  remarks,  and  called  upon  the  secretary'  to  read 
the  annual  report  and  financial  statement. 

Moved  bv  Mr.  Brj'ce  Wright  (De  Winton),  seconded  by  Mr.  Thos.  Baird  (Red 
WiUow)— 

That  the  report  of  the  secretary  and  the  financial  statement  be  adopted  as 
read.     Carried. 

The  Hon.  Puncan  Marshall,  Minister  of  Agriculture,  was  called  upon  to  address 
the  meeting,  and  explained  that  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  amendment 
was  made  to  the  Stock  Inspection  Ordinance,  so  that  railway  agents  could  accept 
pedigrees  of  purebred  stock  in  lieu  of  stock  inspection  certificates,  and  that  he 
would  have  stock  inspectors  and  station  agents  notified  to  this  effect  as  soon  as  he 
returned  to  the  Department.  Mr.  Marshall  explained  to  the  meeting  that  it  had 
been  impossible  to  get  the  brand  readers  to  take  on  the  additional  duties  in  con- 
nection is-ith  estray  animals,  particularly  bulls.  He  stated  that  the  pound  and 
herd  laws  would  be  re^-ised,  and  that  he  would  be  glad  to  have  any  suggestions  that 
any  of  the  cattlemen  coiUd  make  which  would  assist  him  in  perfecting  satisfactory 
laws  in  this  regard.  He  considered  that  the  outlook  of  the  cattle  industrj'  all  over 
Canada  was  never  better.  The  United  States  will  soon  be  importing  instead  of 
exporting  cattle.  He  also  thought  we  had  an  excellent  province  for  cattle  raising, 
and  was  pleased  to  see  a  largenimiber  of  the  wheat  growers  starting  into  cattle 
raising  in  a  small  way.  He  congratulated  the  Association  on  their  sales  which  were 
now  an  assured  success,  and  would  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  the  Association  in 
carrying  out  any  reasonable  suggestions.

Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary. 

Gentlemen. — I  beg  to  present  herewith  the  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  of  the  Cattle  Breeders'  Association,  being  for  the  year  1910. 

tenth    annual    auction    sale    at    CALGARY. 

The  tenth  annual  auction  sale  held  at  Calgar}'  on  April  6th, 
1910,  was  among  the  most  successful  held  by  the  association.  One 
hundred  and  four  animals  w^ere  sold  for  810,035,  an  average  price  of 
S96.49.  This  average  appears  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  for  the 
buyer  and  the  seller,  judging  from  the  averages  of  the  past  sales. 
When  the  average  is  too  high  the  bm^ers  are  encouraged  to  endeavour 
to  secure  animals  elsewhere,  and  when  the  price  is  too  low  the  breeder 
is  not  offered  sufficient  encouragement  to  continue  as  a  breeder  of 
purebred  stock  or  a  contributor  to  the  sales.  The  experience  is 
that  the  happy  medium  is  between  $90  and  SIOO.  Nearly  twice  as 
many  animals  were  sold  at  the  Calgary  sale  in  1910  as  at  the  previous 
sale,   although  the  average  price  was  810.88  lower. 

The  second  annual  sale  of  cattle  at  Lacombe  was  held  on  June 
2nd.  Fifty-seven  animals  were  sold  for  an  average  price  of  859.77, 
realizing  85,156.50.  At  this  sale  it  was  decided  to  include  female 
stock  under  three  years  of  age.  In  1906,  o-^ing  to  the  unsatisfactory 
sales  of  female  stock  and  the  general  tendency  of  the  breeders  not 
to  offer  their  best  females  for  sale,  together  with  the  difficulty  of 
shipping  this  class  of  stock  in  the  same  cars  with  the  bulls,  and  the 
difficulty  in  guaranteeing  females,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the 
sale  of  females  in  connection  with  the  regular  auction  sale.  In 
connection  with  the  sale  at  Lacombe  it  was  decided  to  again  try  the 
experiment  of  offering  females.  It  was  thought  that  if  females  under 
the  age  of  three  years  only  were  allowed  to  be  offered,  buyers  would 
have  more  confidence  in  buying  females  at  an  auction  sale,  and  a 
better  class  of  stock  would  likely  be  offered,  than  if  aged  cows  were 
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permitted  to  be  entered.  The  experiment  scarcely  proved  success- 
ful. Only  five  heifers  were  sold  at  an  average  price  of  $40.50,  and 
these  were  passed  through  the  ring  without  receiving  the  upset  price 
of  $40,  and  were  afterwards  sold  privately.  As  a  result  of  this  experi- 
ment it  was  again  decided  to  allow  bulls  only  to  be  sold  at  association 
auction  sales.  The  sale  of  bulls  at  Lacombe  was  most  satisfactory, 
although  the  number  of  bulls  sold  was  exactly  one-half  the  number  sold 
at  Calgary.  Now  that  there  have  been  two  sales  at  Lacombe,  the 
poHcy  of  the  association  in  organizing  and  holding  a  sale  at  Lacombe 
annually,  has  proven  a  success.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  if  at  the 
present  time  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  breeders  and  buyers 
within  a  small  radius  of  any  other  point  in  Alberta  to  make  an  annual 
sale  successful.  No  doubt  as  the  province  becomes  more  thickly 
settled,  it  will  be  possible  to  hold  sales  at  other  points.  It  must  be 
remembered,  however,  that  since  the  organization  of  the  first  sale 
by  the  association,  the  breeders  of  Lacombe  district  have  been  the 
largest  contributors  of  stock.  Each  year  the  number  of  buyers 
have  increased  in  the  Lacombe  district.  The  result  is  that  it  can 
safely  be  said  that  in  the  Lacombe  district  there  is  a  larger  number 
of  pure-bred  cattle  breeders  than  in  any  other  district  of  the  province. 
The  Lacombe  breeders  were  among  the  best  supporters  of  the  associa- 
tion sales  at  Calgary,  and  yet  it  took  these  breeders  eight  years  to 
work  up  sufficient  interest  in  pure-bred  stock  in  their  particular 
district  to  warrant  the  holding  of  a  sale.  The  sales  at  Lacombe 
in  1909  and  1910  would  indicate  that  these  sales  were  started  at  that 
point  as  early  as  they  could  reasonably  have  been  expected  to  be 
successful. 

S.  W.  Paisley,  who  has  acted  as  official  auctioneer  for  the  Live 
Stock  Associations  since  their  inauguration,  again  acted  as  auctioneer 
at  the  Calgary  sale,  and  also  at  the  Lacombe  sale,  giving  his  usual 
entire  satisfaction,  and  being  most  reasonable  in  his  charges. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  averages  obtained  for  the  past 
ten  years,- — total  of  twelve  sales.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  associa- 
tion has  now  sold  1,936  animals  at  an  average  price  of  $88.63,  or  a 
total  of  $171,581.50,  which  has  been  distributed  among  its  members.

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It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  sales  to  British  Columbia  points 
are  increasing.  The  largest  number  of  animals  were  sold  to  British 
Columbia  purchasers  in  1910  that  have  ever  been  sold  at  any  of  the 
sales  of  the  association.  No  less  than  nineteen  animals  were  shipped 
to  the  following  points  in  British  Columbia:  Clinton,  Cranbrook, 
Eugene  Valley,  and  Nicola.  An  effort  has  been  made  by  the  under- 
signed during  the  last  few  years  to  interest  British  Columbia  stock- 
men in  our  sales,  and  the  number  of  cattle  purchased  for  that  province 
in  1910  indicated  that  these  efforts  are  beginning  to  bear  fruit.  I 
hope  to  be  able  to  increase  the  sales  to  that  province. 

Two  years  ago  the  undersigned  offered  to  purchase  cattle  for 
any  breeders  who  found  it  inconvenient  to  be  present  personally 
at  the  sale.  As  a  result  of  this  announcement  orders  were  received 
for  two  bulls.  In  1910  the  orders  for  bulls  increased  to  ten.  In 
each  case  the  directions  given  by  the  persons  wishing  to  buy  were 
followed  as  closely  as  possible,  and  without  one  exception  satisfaction 
has  been  given,  and  very  kind  letters  received  by  the  association 
on  the  delivery  of  the  animals.  This  is  most  gratifying  as  it  is  a 
difficult  matter  to  purchase  animals  for  people  one  does  not  know. 
In  connection  with  each  only  a  few  words  of  explanation  are  usually 
given  as  to  what  kind  of  animal  is  required.  The  success  which  has 
attended  the  purchasing  of  animals  for  people  unable  to  be  present 
at  the  sales,  and  the  large  increase  in  the  orders  of  last  year  would 
indicate  that  the  association  will  continue  to  enlarge  its  usefulness 
by  sa\dng  the  time  and  expense  necessary  to  come  to  the  sale  and 
purchase  personally. 

FAT    STOCK    SHOW. 

The  fat  stock  show  of  1910  brought  out  a  very  creditable  number 
of  entries  in  the  cattle  classes,  the  awards  being  keenly  contested 
in  each  class.  The  awards  were  placed  by  Mr.  Wm.  Dryden,  of 
Brooklyn,  Ont.  There  were  seventy-four  entries  in  the  cattle  classes.

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fat  stock  feeding  methods. 

The  following  are  statements  of  the  methods  of  feeding  and 
feed  used  bv  winners  in  the  herdsman's  competition  at  the  Provincial 
Fat  Stock  Show  held  April  5th  to  8th,  1910,  at  Calgary: 

Mr.  Wm.  White,  herdsman  for  Jno.  Ramsay,  Priddis,  winner  of  first  prize. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  feed  consumed  per  day  by  champion  Shorthorn  steer 
"Second  to  None": 

6  a.m. — 1  gallon  oat  chop,  2  pounds  linseed  cake. 

11  a.m. — 1  gallon  boiled  barley,  1  gallon  chopped  green  feed  (mixed). 

5  p.m. — 1  gallon  oat  and  barley  chop,  1  gallon  chopped  greed  feed,  steamed, 
with  hot  water.     Hay  and  water  ad.  lib. 

Last  month  fed  half  gallon  oat  chop  and  two  pounds  linseed  cake  at  8  p.m. 
extra. 

Mr.  Henry  Talbot,  Lacombe,  winner  of  second  prize: 

"I  started  to  feed  last  November  as  much  hay  and  green  feed  as  the  animal 
would  eat.  Also  ik  pounds  chopped  grain  (two-thirds  wheat  and  barley  and  one- 
third  oats)  twice  a  day.  In  December  increased  the  chop  to  a  five  pound  twice  a 
day.  In  January  4^  pounds  three  times  a  day.  In  February  5  pounds,  and  in 
March  6  pounds  three  times  a  day.  After  that  increased  it  just  as  he  would  stand 
it.     He  was  let  out  to  water  twace  a  day,  and  kept  in  a  box  stall." 

Mr.  T.  Croxford,  Airdrie,  winner  of  first  prize  best  female  beef  dressed  carcass, 
"Crimson  Snowball,"  purebred  Shorthorn,  aged  2  years: 

"  I  fed  her  three  times  a  day  barley  and  oat  chop  and  bran  mixed,  also  a  little 
flax  seed  meal,  green  feed  and  hay.  She  dressed  640  pounds,  which  I  think  is  the 
highest  record  of  any  heifer  of  that  age  in  .Alberta." 

Mr.  H.  W.  Watkins,  Olds,  winner  of  first  prize  as  feeder  of  the  best  sheep  dressed 
carcass : 

"Sheep  were  out  on  grass  until  well  on  into  the  winter,  and  during  winter 
were  fed  green  oat  straw  and  half  pound  oats  per  head  per  day,  what  hay  they 
would  eat  up  clean  and  a  few  turnips  on  all  fine  days.  All  feed  raised  on  the  farm. 
This  is  the  best  way  I  know. of  from  a  feeder's  and  consmner's  standpoint." 

Mr.  W.  E.  Tees,  of  Tees,  winner  of  first  prize  as  feeder  of  best  swine  dressed 
carcass: 

"  While  pigs  are  young,  the  principal  feed  they  get  is  oat  chops,  and  as  they 
grow  older  I  add  a  mixtiu-e  of  barley  and  oats,  and  in  finishing  or  fattening  my  hogs 
they  run  to  self  feeder  of  barley  chop.  As  I  always  feed  cattle,  these  hogs  have 
access  to  the  run  of  the  cattle  yards,  which  is  a  great  benefit  to  them.  They  also 
have  free  run  to  good  spring  water,  but  I  never  feed  slops  or  cooked  feed,  so  they 
are  simply  raised  on  dry  chop  feed  and  pure  water,  but  have  the  run  of  the  self 
feeder,  which  means  that  they  are  full  of  feed  all  the  time." 

JUDGIXG    COMPETITION. 

The  judging  competition  in  connection  with  the  Fat  Stock  Show 
has  not  in  the  past  brought  out  as  large  a  list  of  competitors  as  was 
expected.  Usually  the  entries  are  not  more  than  from  two  to  four 
in  each  class,  and  the  same  persons  compete  in  the  various  cia.sses. 
It  has  therefore  been  decided  to  discontinue  these  competitions, 
and  it  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  these  competitions  should 
be  left  to  the  various  short  course  schools  now  held  annually  through- 
out the  province  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  lack 
of  funds  makes  it  necessary  to  curtail  any  classes  which  are  evidently 
not  warranted.  I  attach 'hereto  the  financial  statement  of  the  Fat 
Stock  Show  for  1910  which  has  been  duly  audited  and  found  correct. 
The  expenses  of  the  Fat  Stock  Show  have  increased  considerably 
during  the  past  few  vears.  particularly  in  connection  with  the  prizes 
paid  which  have  increased  from  SI. 058.50  in  1908  to  $1,636.45  in  1910. 
During  the  past  few  vears  the  revenue  of  the  Fat  Stock  Show  has  not 
increased  except  in\additional  entries,  and  the  Alberta  Government 
were  therefore  asked  to  increase  the  grant  from  $1,300  to  81,800  for 
1911.  The  amount  of  government  grant  was  increased  to  $1,400, 
but  unless  it  is  further  in'creased  I  regret  to  state  that  it  will  be  abso- 
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lutely  necessary  to  cut  clown  the  prize  list,  and  otherwise  reduce  the 
usefulness  of  the  show  unless  more  revenue  is  provided,  as  the  loss 
on  the  1910  show  was  $572.00.  The  Sheep  and  Swine  Breeders' 
Associations  have  come  to  the  aid  of  the  Fat  Stock  Show  by  making 
a  substantial  grant  to  it  to  clear  off  the  deficit  for  1910.  The  Cattle 
Breeders'  Association  would  no  doubt  have  assisted  in  this  con- 
nection but  for  the  fact  that  thev  have  to  carry  a  deficit  forward 
of  $275.74.

Owing  to  the  rapid  change  which  has  been  going  on  in  Alberta 
for  the  past  few  years  from  ranching  to  grain  growing  and  mixed 
farming,  a  study  of  the  cattle  shipments  for  the  past  few  years  is 
particularly  interesting.  Comparative  figures  have  kindly  been 
supphed  by  'Sir.  H.  C.  McMullen.  General  Live  Stock  Agent  of  the 
C.P.R.,  in  connection  vdth  which  Mr.  McMullen  makes  the  following 
statement.     His  figures  of  course  cover  the  C.P.R.  shipments  only: 

In  view  of  the  almost  unanimous  predictions  of  the  packers,  shippers  and 
dealers,  current  during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  that  shipments  of  cattle  would 
shrink  materially  each  succeeding  year  until  the  Pro"S"ince  of  .Alberta  would  be 
importing  stock  for  local  consumption,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  in  making  an  analysis 
of  these  figures,  that  shipments  are  constantly'  increasing  notwithstanding  the 
gradual  disappearance  of  the  large  range  herds. 

It  is  true  large  numbers  of  cows  and  speyed  heifers  are  being  marketed  each 
year,  but  when  it  is  realized  that  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  natural  increases  in  a  given 
herd  are  females,  and  but  fifty  per  cent,  of  that  number  go  for  slaughter,  it  will  be 
seen  that  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  total  increase  is  reserved  to  replace  the  depletion 
of  the  herds  by  age,  or  the  slaughter  of  the  aged  breeding  stock.  To  this  may  be 
added  the  large  numbers  of  young  breeding  cattle  constantly  being  imported  from 
the  United  States  points  bv  settlers  which  amounted  for  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1909,  to  4,889  cattle,  and  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1910,  to  7,677  cattle. 
As  the  cattle  so  imported  are  all  breeding  stock,  and  the  tendency  is  to  go  more 
extensively  into  mixed  farming  operations,  I  am  of  opinion  the  fears  of  an  imuied- 
iate  cattle  shortage  are  largely  unfounded. 

There  were  moved  all  told,  154, .540  head,  but  as  this  includes  12,000  feeders 
to  be  carried  over  for  shipment  to  this  season's  market,  as  well  as  about  15,000 
moved  early  in  the  season  to  new  ranges  and  reshipped  in  the  fall,  there  remains 
a  net  output  of  only  127,000  head  actually  ha-\-ing  left  the  ranges,  of  which  51,627 
head  were  for  export. 

While  market  conditions  were  fairly  satisfactory  during  the  entire  season, 
there  was  considerable  loss  to  the  breeder  and  dealer  alike  in  the  early  shipping 
months  owing  to  the  shortage  of  feed  and  consequent  unfinished  condition  of  the 
cattle.  Late  rains,  however,  freshened  the  range  and  greatlj'  improved  conditions, 
so  that  breeders  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  delayed  marketing  their  stock 
were  greatly  benefited  thereby. 

The  best  evidence  that  the  Live  stock  industry  is  not  in  immediate  danger  of 
extinction  is  shown  in  the  following  set  of  figures  covering  live  stock  shipments 
from  the  various  sections  of  Alberta  now  practically  given  over  to  farming  and 
animal  husbandrj^. 

In  addition  to  the  increases  shown,  nearly  all  the  buyers  interviewed  agree  that 
farmers  and  small  ranchers  from  whom  they  purchased  last  season  are  in  a  position 
to  turn  off  a  greater  number  of  cattle  this  year  than  last.

In  the  past  an  exhibitor  has  been  permitted  to  enter  as  many 
animals  for  the  carcass  competition  as  he  wished,  and  the  result 
has  been  that  an  exhibitor  entering  a  carload  might  enter  that  carload 
again  individually  for  the  carcass  competition.  This  makes  it  very 
difficult  to  be  able  to  check  each  animal,  and  the  directors  decided 
that  in  the  future  exhibitors  would  only  be  permitted  to  enter  three 
animals  in  each  section  of  the  dressed  carcass  competition. 
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interchange  of  stock. 

Instead  of  issuing  a  breeders'  directory  as  was  done  in  1908 
and  1909,  the  association  is  endeavouring  to  bring  buyer  and  seller 
together,  and  assist  in  the  interchange  of  stock  by  keeping  a  hst  of 
stock  for  sale  on  file  in  the  office,  and  publishing  this  list  from  time 
to  time  in  the  agricultural  press.  The  first  list  was  published  in  the 
Farm  and  Ranch  Review  the  week  of  December  20th,  and  this  service 
is  undoubtedl}'  much  appreciated.  A  number  of  letters  have  been 
received  expressing  appreciation,  and  this  system  will  be  continued 
as  long  as  it  is  felt  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  breeders  of  swine  gen- 
erally.

"As  predicted  early  in  the  season,  there  has  been  a  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  hogs  marketed  as  against  the  previous  year.  It 
is  difiicult  to  account  for  this,  as  the  prices  offered  and  paid  during 
the  last  two  years  should  have  been  suflEicient  inducement  for  every 
farmer  in  the  Pro\dnce  to  tax  the  capacity  of  his  land  in  an  effort 
to  meet  the  demand.  Prices  have  ranged  from  seven  to  ten  cents 
with  the  packing  houses  prepared  to  take  all  offerings.  Notwith- 
standing this,  shipments  dropped  from  60.000  in  1909  to  49.000  in 
1910.  in  a  year  when  the  local  market  would  have  absorbed  100,000 
at  highly  remunerative  figures."

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In  the  past  an  exhibitor  has  been  permitted  to  enter  as  many 
animals  for  the  carcass  competition  as  he  wished,  and  the  result 
has  been  that  an  exhibitor  entering  a  carload  might  enter  that  car- 
load again  individually  for  the  carcass  competition.  This  makes 
it  very  difficult  to  be  able  to  check  each  animal,  and  the  directors 
decided  that  in  the  future  exhibitors  would  only  be  permitted  to  enter 
three  animals  in  each  section  of  the  dressed  carcass  competition. 

The  first  prize  carcass  dressed  59  pounds  and  reahzed  $11.37. 
The  second  prize  dressed  72  pounds  and  realized  S12.27.  These 
prizes  were  won  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Watkin's  entries.  He  also  had  3S 
other  sheep  for  the  carcass  competition,  they  dressed  a  total  weight 
of  2.012  pounds,  and  reahzed  S290.06,  the  total  weight  of  the  above 
animals  being  4,025;  dressed  weight,  2.143,  or  53.24  per  cent,  of  the 
live  weight. 

Mr.  D.  Brown  also  had  one  entry  which  dressed  97  pounds  or 
53.53  per  cent,  of  the  live  weight,  and  reahzed  $13.36. 

INTERCHANGE    OF    STOCK. 

During  the  past  two  years  a  breeders'  directory  has  been  issued 
by  the  association  to  assist  in  the  interchange  of  stock  of  the  members 
of  the  association.  It  was  considered  that  a  more  satisfactory 
method  of  bringing  buyer  and  seller  together  would  be  for  the  associa- 
tion to  keep  a  Ust  of  stock  for  sale  on  file  in  the  office,  and  each  time 
an  inquiry  was  received  for  a  certain  class  of  sheep,  to  send  the 
enquiry  to  all  those  having  stock  listed  for  sale,  and  also  to  pubhsh 
this  list  of  stock  for  sale  and  stock  wanted  from  time  to  time  in  one 
or  more  of  the  agricultural  papers.  This  Hst  was  published  in  the 
Farm  &  Ranch  Review  on  the  20th  of  December,  and  the  association 
has  received  many  letters  of  congratulation  and  appreciation  from 
both  sellers  and  bu3-ers  for  inaugurating  this  system.  It  is  the 
intention  to  pubUsh  the  Ust  from  time  to  time  whenever  sufficient 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  Ust  of  animals  for  sale  and  animals 
wanted  to  justify  its  publication.

The  Dominion  Sheep  Commission  consisting;  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Dryden, 
of  Brantford,  Ont.,  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Hicht,  of  the  Departmenfof  Agri- 
culture, Ottawa,  were  appointed  to  make  an  investigation  and  report 
on  the  sheep  industry  in  Great  Britain,  Canada  and  the  United  States, 
and  held  sittings  in  Alberta  as  follows: 

Lethbridge March  27th  and  28th. 

Calgary March  29th  and  .'iOth. 

Edmonton. March  30th  and  April  1st. 

The  association  communicated  with  the  sheep  breeders  through- 
out the  province  with  a  view  to  getting  as  many  sheep  breeders  as 
possible  to  give  information  at  these  meetings.  The  president  of 
the  Alberta  Sheep  Breeders'  Association,  Mr.  Bryce  Wright,  met 
the  commission  at  Lethbridge,  and  attended  the  sittings  at  Leth- 
bridge, Calgary  and  Edmonton.  It  was  generally  considered  by 
the  sheep  breeders  attending  the  meetings  that  some  method  should 
be  adopted  which  would  provide  cheaper  wire  netting  for  fencing, 
and  the  general  feeling  appeared  to  be  that  the  duty  should  be  removed 
from  sheep  fencing  coming  into  Canada  from  the  United  States.  If 
this  were  done  it  was  felt  that  the  sheep  breeders  would  be  able  to 
purchase  this  kind  of  fencing  for  from  fifteen  to  twenty  per  cent, 
less  than  at  the  present  time,  and  as  a  result  a  large  amount  of 
fencing  would  be  erected  on  the  average  farms  in  Alberta,  which 
would  not  only  keep  the  sheep  on  the  owners'  farm,  but  keep  the 
coyotes  out.  This  it  was  felt  would  materially  assist  the  sheep  in- 
dustry by  a  large  number  of  small  flocks  being  kept  on  farms 
throughout  the  province. 

The  regulations  regarding  government  land  to  be  leased  for 
grazing  purposes  was  discussed,  and  a  number  of  the  breeders  thought 
that  the  Dominion  Government  should  grant  a  twenty-one  year  lease 
to  pro\dde  for  the  permanency  of  tenure,  and  making  it  possible 
for  the  lessee  to  put  up  permanent  buildings,  etc.  Others  expressed 
the  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  that  the  Government  should  sell 
such  lands  which  were  unsuitable  for  farming  to  ranchers  at  reduced 
rates,  with  the  provision  that  such  lands  must  be  stocked  or  otherwise 
utilized  before  a  title  would  be  granted.  The  opinion,  was  also  given 
that  some  method  should  be  adopted  whereby  sheep  or  cattle  should 
be  grazed  on  forest  reserves  under  proper  supervision. 

The  question  of  a  market  for  w'ool  was  also  discussed,  and  Mr. 
Richt,  a  member  of  the  Sheep  Commission,  who  has  spent  his  life 
in  the  w'ool  business,  explained  to  the  meeting  that  it  would  be  neces- 
sary for  Canadian  wool  to  be  placed  on  the  market  in  a  more  satis- 
factor}^  condition  before  the  same  prices  could  be  obtained,  as  the 
American  sheep  ranchers  to  the  south  of  us  are  obtaining.  Mr.  Richt 
gave  a  most  interesting  and  instructive  address  on  the  question  of 
wool,  and  Mr.  Dryden  on  the  question  of  sheep  breeding  and  the 
sheep  industry  generally. 

SHIPMENT    OF    STOCK. 

The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  shipments  of  sheep 
over  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  according  to  figures  supplied 
by  Mr.  H.  C.  McMullen,  General  Live  Stock  Agent,  in  connection 
with  which  he  makes  the  following  statement: 

"After  deducting  from  the  total  number  of  sheep  handled,  7,500 
shipped  in  from  Montana,  and  5,000  head  driven  across  and  shipped 
from  points  on  our  line,  there  still  remains  an  increase  over  last 
year's  shipment  amounting  to  11,000  head. 
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"This  branch  of  the  trade,  however,  is  still  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition,  as  with  the  normal  increases  in  a  flock  running  to  100 
per  cent,  of  the  breeding  stock  each  year,  we  should  have  at  least 
forty  per  cent,  increase  in  mutton  sheep  sent  to  market.  Instead, 
there  is  with  the  exception  of  some  sUght  fluctuation  from  3^ear  to 
year,   practically  no  change. 

"During  the  last  two  years  there  have  been  a  few  small  bands 
scattered  among  the  farmers  north  and  south  of  Calgary,  thus  pointing 
to  a  tendency  to  adopt  the  method  pursued  in  the  east,  of  each  farm 
producing  a  few.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  ultimate  destiny  of 
the  sheep  business. 

"For  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1909,  two  hundred  and  tw^enty- 
seven  sheep  were  imported  from  the  United  States  by  settlers.  For 
the  year  ending  March  31st,  1910,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
ninety-three  sheep  were  imported  by  settlers.

FIFTH    ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE    ALBERTA    NATURAL 
HISTORY  SOCIETY. 

Hon.  Duncan  Marshall, 

Minister  of  Agriculture. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  fifth  annual 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Alberta  Natural  History  Society 
for  the  year  1910. 

The  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Alberta  Natural  History  Society 
was  held  at  Red  Deer  on  November  30th,  1910.  The  President, 
Dr.  George,  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  asked  the  secretary 
to  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  which  was  done 
and  the  minutes  adopted. 

President's  Address. 

The  president  gave  his  annual  address,  welcoming  the  members 
very  heartily.     The  following  is  a  summary  of  it: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — This  is  our  fifth  annual  meeting  and  my  address 
this  year  will  be  necessarily  short.  Several  executive  meetings  were  held  during 
the  year  and  they  were  well  attended.  The  proposed  branch  at  Ponoka  fell  through 
owing  to  Doctor  Branden  lea^ang  that  town. 

In  February  last  I  gave  an  address  before  the  members  of  the  Edmonton 
Natural  History  Society,  with  the  result  that  a  branch  for  Edmonton  was  organized. 
A  branch  has  also  been  formed  at  Erskine,  so  that  now  there  are  four  branches, 
Innisfail,  Red  Deer,  Edmonton  and  Erskine.  A  natural  historj'  society  was  formed 
at  Calgary  this  year  but,  though  asked  to  form  as  a  branch  of  the  -\lberta  Society, 
they  preferred  to  have  a  local  one  for  Calgarj'.  This  is  a  great  pity,  but  it  is  hoped 
they  vaU  join  the  pro\nncial  association  in  the  near  future.  The  Red  Deer  branch 
has  started  a  library  and  musemu  and  the  branch  soon  hopes  to  have  a  proper 
place  in  which  to  store  valuable  papers  and  collections  and  to  hold  their  monthly 
meetings 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  the  honour  you  have  done  me  in  electing  me  yo\ir 
president  for  the  last  five  years.  I  think  now  it  is  time  someone  else  was  elected 
to  that  office. 

I  have  a  few  notes  of  interest  to  announce  to  you:  The  first  is  an  owl's  nest. 
A  boy  found  an  owl's  nest  and  reported  the  find  to  me.  I  went  ^-ith  him  and  was 
delighted  to  find  the  nest  and  young  of  the  little  Arcadian  or  Saw-^^Tlit  owl.  It 
was  the  first  I  had  seen,  and  was  situated  in  a  hole  in  the  stump  of  a  dead  poplar 
tree.     The  nest  was  about  six  feet  off  the  ground. 

The  next  item  was  the  finding  of  a  nest  of  eggs  of  the  Blue  Jay,  by  Mr. 
Robert  Keast.  I  Aasited  the  nest  and  found  it  situated  in  a  wiUow.  I  believe  this 
is  the  first  time  that  this  bird's  nest  and  eggs  have  been  found  in  -AJberta.  Mr. 
McCeown's  "Birds  of  Canada"  does  not  mention  its  having  been  found  in  Alberta. 

Thirdly,  Mrs.  Cassells  found  a  Bohemian  Waxwing  nesting  in  a  small  spruce 
tree  close  to  her  house.  I  watched  the  birds  -nith  a  glass  in  order  to  be  sure  of 
identification:  these  birds  I  had  heard  nested  in  the  foot  biUs  near  Banff,  but  this 
is  the  first  time  they  have  nested  in  this  district  to  my  knowledge. 

A  boy  shot  an  albino  specimen  of  the  Yellow  Warbler  and  sent  it  to  the  museum. 
It  is  pure  white  and  has  been  mounted. 

Mrs.  Cassells  also  reports  seeing  two  three-toed  woodpeckers;  very  interesting, 
though  I  have  seen  these  birds  before  near  Innisfail. 

Mr.  Gregson  reported  that,  though  he  had  carefuUy  fostered  for  many  years 
a  colony  of  beavers  at  Blackfalds  on  the  Blindman  River,  the  Indians  had  cleaned 
them  out.  I  noticed  in  a  newspaper  that  some  beaver  had  started  work  on  Col. 
Walkers'  place  east  of  Calgary.  I  believe  Mr.  Gregson  has  seen  one  or  two  back 
on  his  old  place  lately. 

Captain  Keast  had  mounted  for  the  Red  Deer  Museum  a  specimen  of  a  large 
grey  gopher.  This  is  marked  different  from  Richardson's  grey  gopher,  first  its 
size,  second  its  coloration  being  much  more  grey  especially  about  the  head,  third, 
the  length  of  its  tail.     I  believe  it  is  called  Sage's  gopher. 
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Ground-hogs  have  been  more  plentiful  this  year,  especially  the  black  var- 
ieties. 

Judge  Lees  saw  a  robin  very  late  in  October;  he  was  quite  sure  of  its  identi- 
fication. 

I  had  the  opportunity  of  listening  to  two  lectures  given  before  the  Red  Deer 
Branch,  one  by  Mr.  Stansell  of  Edmonton  on  "Birds,"  illustrated  by  splendid 
lantern  slides;  those  of  the  Whiskey  Jack  and  Loon  being  especially  good.  The 
other  lecture  was  by  Miss  Moodie  of  Calgarj',  on  "Alberta  Wild  Flowers,"  illustrated 
by  pressed  specimens,  and  extremely  interesting.
